1. Rat-proof bins or receptacles .—When

provide therein a rat-proof bin or receptacle 
for the temporary deposit of food residue, 
cmps, plates and other utensils prior to 
washing. 

2. Rat-proof dust bins. —The Commis¬ 
sioners may provide rat-proof dust bins for 
the depositing of sewage, rubbish and offen¬ 
sive matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by boat of 
drums prompt notification of cases of mortality 
among rats in any building or on any land; 
whereupon the owner or occupier of sutdi 
building or laud shall forthwith give informa¬ 
tion of any such oc(!urrence to the Health 
Officer or the Commissioners either personally 
or in writing. 

4. Rat destruction. —Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destrmdion of ruts as a measure, to i)revent the 
outbreak or spread of plague within the muni¬ 
cipality, it shall be lawful for the Conimi.s- 
sioners to make necessary aiTangements for 
such destruction by .smoking rat holes and by 
placing rut traps and rat jK)i,son Imits in any 
l)uilding, or land consistently with the safety 
of the building and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats. —When required 
by the Commissioners to do so tor the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
<iw'ner or occupier of every building or land 
in which a dead rat is found .shall forthwith 
place it in kerosene oil, until its disposal by 
burning cun be arranged. 

(i. Disinfection. —When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the j)revention of 
the outbreak or spread of i)lague, the owner 
or occui)iei’ of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals 
as may be fixed by the Commissioners, of the 
ll<M)r and walls (up to a height of three feet 
from the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosene oil emulsion prepared by boiling half 
a {Hjumi of hard soap in half a gallon of water, 
to which four gallons of kerosene oil have been 
subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection. —The owner or occupier 
of a building in which a case of plague ha.s 
o(-curred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
disiiharge.s from buiioes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of 
one teuspoonful t/O a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 

8. Disinfection of room of pneuinionic 
plague cases. —The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
which a case of pneumonic plague has occur¬ 
red with formalin, gas or with other suitable 
di.sinfectants. 

9. Arrangement fo-r immunisation. —The 
Commisioners may by beat of drum announce 
the arrangements made for anti-plague inocu¬ 
lation ; whereupon every person shall 
be bound to get himself inoculated; 
provided that no person shall be 
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bound to take inoculation who owing' to con¬ 
stitutional disability or on medical grounds is 
certified by a registered medical pa'ac^titioncr 
to be unfit for such inoculation. 

10. Penalty .—Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, ft, (i, 7, 8 and 1) 
shall be punishable with a fine wliich may 
extend to Its. 50. 


By-laws for the prevention of rnhies in 
men and animals. 

1. The Commissioners may reejuire by beat 
of drum that all dogs, whenever led or taken 
out into a public street or a public place shall 
be pronei'ly muzzled with a leather strap or 
any other similar contrivam.'e. 

2. Any person wlto has in Itis possession 
any dog which he knows or has reason to 
believe to be suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snajiped at by any dog, jackal

immediately intimate' the fact in writing to 
the Commissioners stud also to the TTealIb 
()tfi('er. 

.‘1. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other aniTiial suffering fi'oni rabies or suspected 
to be suffering from rabies shall re|>ort the fact 
to the Commissioners in such details as may be 
re(]uire(l b_\- the (’omtnissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws shall be j)nnishablc witli a fine 
which may extend to Ks. 50. 


By-laws far the coiilnil af malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion ('f malaria has been decided ujkui by the 
(k)inmissKiners at a meeting, it shall be lawful 
for the (tommisHioners to treat all tanks, 
yninds, wells and water e(dleetions periodically 
with larvacides. 

2. The owner of every drain or o]>en cess- 
jMsd shall when rcfinired by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a noti(^e in writing treat such drain 
or (iessywK)! witli proj)er larvacides as a measure 
for the destruction of mos<[uitoes at intervals 
of not more than 10 days, provided that tin* 
nece.ssary materials are supyilied by tin? (Com¬ 
missioners, The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 

3. The C/ommissioners may bv notice in 
writing reejuire the owner of any land to pro¬ 
vide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary tsondition jirovided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commiasioners 
“y 8; notice in writing within a period to be 
specified in such notice, provide mo8<iuito- 
proof coverings for all cesspools within the 
premises and shall construct yard gullies com¬ 
municating with the drains. 


5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the (lommissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall conform to Die following 
conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
(Officer or tlie Municipal Engineer or 
by the (Ihief Engineer, Ibildic Healtli 
Department, and shall be kept closed 
by strong Isdts and nuts or shall l>e 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not be opened until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf 
or for repair works. 

(5) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve 
tank shall be protec'fed by a pei- 
forated metal cap of a standard 
])u(tern ajijiroved by the Health 
Officer or tlie Municijial Engineer or 
tile Chief Engineer of tlie Public. 
Health Department, 

(r) The jiuncli holes in the cisterns or 
reserve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
connecting' pipes or properly closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating- an aperture 
in the riMif or the sides of the cistern 
or reserve (auk shall be mos(|uito- 
proof. 

(r) The flushing cislerns in urinals and 
water (dosefs should be of mo.squito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) If (he cistern or tank is not jirovidi'd 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a mos- 
(luito-iircHif screen consisting of wire- 
netting of at least sixteen meshes to 
the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or eg-ress of mosquitoes. 
Tn the case of noii-jirovision of inos- 
(juito screen all unscreened containerit 
shall be completely emptied every 
seven days and fhoronglily cleaned 
and dried. 


(i. No new water connection shall be given 
to anv building until the storag-e cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to be nio.squito-pr<K)f by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other <'ompeteut person authorized by the 
Oommissioners in this behalf. 

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be numbered by the t’ornmis- 
siouers to facilitate inspection. 

8. Everv cistern reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be kept in good repair or shall be 
replaced by new ones when necessary. 
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9. If any cistern or reserve tank or tiusli 
cistern be found on examination by the llealtli 
Ofticer or any other officer appointed by the 
('ommissionei'H to do sucii work, to be non¬ 
mosquito-proof or otlierwise not in cont'ormily 
with any of the aforesaid (H)nditions lie may by 
written notice reeiuirc the owner or occui)icr 
of the premises—

bl. Any person who without the csm.sent 
of the Commissioners interferes with, <ir 
injures or destroys or renders useless any 
works executed or any materials or things 
placed in, under oi' upon any premises, by or 
under tlie authority of the Ciimmis.sioners re¬ 
ferred to in by-laws 1, 2 and 10 shall be liable 
to a fine which may extend to Rs. 50. 


Ihj-lau's for iirtuunilion of fhe sprecul of 
disease btj flies or other insects. 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other jire- 
pared articles of bmd and eve'ry vendor or 
hawker <if such articles shall keep the same 
in a glass-case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen .so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. JCvery owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commis.sioner.s by a notice in writing, make 
his shop <ir stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

•3. Every ow’iier or occupier of a building 
shall, when reejuirod by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, jirovide fly-proof re¬ 
ceptacles for the collection ot rubbish and 
other offensive mutter until these can bo 
deposited in such place as may be provided by 
the Qommissioners for the purpose. 


4. Whoever commits a breach of any of the 
by-laws 1 to 3 .shall be liable to a fine which 
may extend to fifi^ rujrees, and in the ca,se 
of a continuing offence to an additioniil fine 
w'hich may extend to five rupees per diem. 


Jiy-laws regulating rag-flonk manufac- 
turc and trade in rags and hones. 

1. In these by-laws—“rag-flock” moans 
Hock which has been produced wholly or 
partly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, wbether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process 
of scouring and finishing or newly wovtm or 
newly knitted or newly felted fubrii's. 

2. No per.s<in shall sell or have in jmsse.ssiou 
for sale any rug-flock manufactured from rags 
or use for the making of any article of u])- 
holstery, cushions or beddings, any such flock 
unle.ss it conforms to the stuiulard prescribed 
lielow and unless .such flock has been disin- 
ft'cfed to the satisfaction of the (k)mmissioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as chlorides) 
removed by thorough washing with distilled 
water at a temperature not exceeding 25° 
centigrade from not less tlian 40 grammes of a 
well-mixed sample of rag-flock shall not exceed 
.‘to parts of (dilorine in 100,000 jiarts <if the 
flock. 


•!. No per.son .shall trade in rags or in 
second hand rdothing or liedding, unle.ss the 
Health Officer or the (lommissioiiers are satis¬ 
fied about tlie cleanline.ss of such articles and 
also about tlie freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 

4. No jierson shall trade in Ixmes or pro¬ 
ducts of lames unless such articles have been 
disinfected before imjKjrtation or exposure of 
sale, to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Coinmissioners. 

5. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 


Jiy-law regarding disposal of refuse, or 
waste matter or other matter or thing 
contaminated with or cj-posed to infection 
or contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, 
waste matter or other matter or thing, which 
has beep contaminated with or exposed to 
infection or contagion, except by burning or 
burial, after proper disinfection, at a safe 
distance from sources of water-supply.

1. General .—In these by-laws “patient” 
means a pc'rson suffering from or suspected to 
he suffering from any dangerous disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing lo 
exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the outbreak of any dangerous 
disease in any building other than a public 
hospital the jiersons referred to in section 377 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, shall, 
within twelve hours after he becomes cognizant 
of the existence of the disease, give informa¬ 
tion respecting the existence of such disease 
together with a brief history, the cause so far 
as it can he ascertained, the duration and the 
number of persons affected thereby, either per¬ 
sonally or in writing to the Health Officer or 
Sanitary Inspector or any other officer ap- 
j)ointed by the Commissioners in this behalf.

3. If any («) mill, (h) factory, (c) work¬ 
shop, {d) tea garden, or (e) other place, where 
more than 50 persons are employed is

(t) within the municipality, the owner, 
occupier or person in charge of such mill, fac¬ 
tory, workship, tea garden, or other i)lace;

Provided that no officer shall enter any 
building for such investigation between sunset 
and sunrise and all such investigations shall be 
conducted w'ith (luc rpg.ard to the social and 
religious customs of the family affected. 

7. Isolation and .‘segregation. —When in tin- 
opinion of the Health Officer or of a Sanitary 
Inspector or of any registered medical practi¬ 
tioner specially consulted by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf, the isolation of a patient 
is a precaution necessary for the prevention of 
the infection or contagion to the neighbouring 
populatio!!, the Commissioners shall order the 
patient to observe isolation and may direct the 
nearest relative in attendance on the patient, 
or the occupier of the building in which the 
patient is staying to arrange for the isolation 
of the patient in such a manner and for such 
a period as may he approved by the Health 
Officer, Sanitary Ina])ector or the registered 
medical practitioner;

15. The corpse of a person who has died of 
a dangerous disease shall not be removed to 
any place other than a burning or burial 
ground or any other place appointed by the 
Commissioners for this purpose for its disposal.

16. If in the opinion of the Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector or any person authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf the corpse 
of a person who has died of a dangerous disease 
is likely to spread infection during removal to 
the burning or burial ground the said Health 
Officer, Sanitary Inspector or person shall 
dire(!t the relatives or attendants of the dead 
person to adopt special measures while remov¬ 
ing the corpse for disposal. 

17. No person shall carry to the burning or 
burial ground a corpse of a person who has 
died of a dangerous disease and for the removal 
of which speciial measures have been directed 
to be adopted without adopting such measures.

18. If the relatives or attendants of a per¬ 
son who has died of a dangerous disease are 
unable to adopt the measures referred to in by¬

cups, plates and other utensils prior to wash¬ 
ing.

—When¬ 
ever the Commissioners aiiprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by l)eat of 
drums prompt notification of c.ases of 
mortality among rats in any building or on 
any land; whereupon the owner or occupier of 
such building or land shall forthwith give in¬ 
formation of any such oticurrenc-e to the Jlealtli 
Officer or the Commissioners either personally 
or in writing. 

destruction .—Whenever required 
the Commissioners at a meeting shall decide 
on the destruction of rats as a measure to pre¬ 
vent the outbreak or spread of plague within 


the municipality, it shall be lawful for the 
Commissioners to make necessary arrangements 
for such destruction by smoking rat holes and 
by ])lacing rat traps and rat poison baits in 
any building or land consistently with the 
safety of the building and its occupants.

1. The Ce)mmissie)nerB may require by be>nt 
of drum that all ete)gs, whe*ne've‘r led or taken 
out into a publie* street e)r a public, plae-e, shall 
be properly mu!:7.1e*el with a leather strap e»r any 
other similar e;e)ntrivaneG. 

2. Any person who has in his pe)sse>Hsie)n 
any eleeg which he knows e)r has reason te) 
believe to be suffering freeni ruble's or te) have* 
be*e*n bitten or snapped at by any )le)g, jne*kal 
or any eether animal suffering freun ruble's or 
.suspected te) be suft'ering from ruble's shall im¬ 
mediately intimate the fact in writing te) the. 
Commissioners and also to the Health Officer. 
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3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal sufEering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fai^t to the CommissioTiers in such details as 
may be required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of anj' of 
the by-laws sliall he punishable with a fine 
which may extend to lls. .50. 


Uy-hiws for lltc control of malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the prevention 
of malaria has been decided upon by the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting it shall he lawful for 
the Commis,sir»ners to treat all tanks, ponds, 
wells and water collections periodically with 
larvacndos. 

2. The owner of every drain or open ccss- 
])ool shall, when required by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a notice in writing, treat such drain 
or (!ess])ool with ])roper larvacides as a 
measure for the destruction of mosquitoes at 
intervals of not more than ten days, provided 
that the necessary materials are supplied by 
the Commissioners. The Commissioners may 
themselves arrange for such measures being 
taken l>y their own stuff. 

3. The Commissioners may, by notice in 
writing, reciuiro the owner of any land to j)ro- 
vide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition, provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when reijiiired by the Commi.ssioners b\ 
a notice in writing within a ])eriod to be speci¬ 
fied in such notice, provide moscjuito-proof 
coverings for all cesspools within the ]>remi.ses 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required b,y the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and re¬ 
serve tank for storage of water in his premises 
to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions:— 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern ay)})roved by a Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or by the Chief Engineer, 
Public Heal til Department, and shall be kept 
closed b.y strong bolts and nuts or shall be 
secured hy lock and ke.y. The lid should not 
be opened until required for inspection b,y an 
officer authorised by the Commissioners in that 
behalf or for repair works. 

(h) Tlie warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve tank shall be 
protected by a yiorforated metal cap of a 
standard pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or Chief 
Engineer, Puhlie Health Department. 

(c) I’he punch holes in tlio cisterns or reserve 
tanks made by the municipal officers shall he, 
either utilised for connecting pipes or properly 
closed.

(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided with 
a lid, as an alternative, every ojiening shall 1 m- 
covered witli a mosquito-])riu)f screen 
consisting of wire-netting of at least 
It! meshes to tJu- inch each way oj' any 
otlier material which will effectively prevent 
ingress or egress of mosquitoi-s. In the ease of 
non-provision of mosquito-screen all unscreen- 
eii containers shall be completely emptied 
(-very seven days and tlioronghly cleaned and 
dried. 

G. No new water connection shall be given

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor or 
hawker of such articles shall keep the same in 
a glass case or almirah provided with wire- 
pauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice in writing, make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a noti(!e in writing, provide, fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the. collection of rubbish and other 
offensive matter until these can be deposited 
in such place as may be provided by the Com¬ 
missioners for the purpose. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of the 
by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to be a fine which 
may extend to Rs. 50 and in the case of a con¬ 
tinuing offence to an additional fine which may 
extend to five rupees per diem. 


By-laws regulating rag-flock manufacture and 
trade in rags and bones. 

1. In these by-laws “rag-flock” means flock 
which lias been produced wholly or partly by 
tearing up woven or knitted or felted materi¬ 
als, whether old or new, but does not include 
flock obtained wholly in the process of scour¬ 
ing and finishing or newly woven or newly 
knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of up¬ 
holstery, cushions or beddings, any such flock 
unless it conforms to the standard prescribed 
below and unless such flock has been disinfect¬ 
ed to the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as 
chlorides) removed by thorough washing with 
distilled w’ater at a temperature not exceeding 
25 degrees centrigrades from not less than 40 
grammes of a well-mixed sample of rag-flock 
shall not exceed 30 parts of chlorine in 100,000 
parts of the flock. 

3. No person shall trade in rags or in second 
hand clothing or bedding, unless the Health 
Ofldeer or the Commissioners are satisfied about 
the cleanliness of such articles and also about 
the freedom of such articles from infection of 
any dangerous disease. 

4. No person shall trade in bones or pro- 

ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
dimnfected before importation or exposure of 
iu ®^li®^action of the Health Officer or 

tne Commissioners. 

6 . Whoever commits a breach of any of the 
by-lwB 2 to 4 shall he punishable with fine 
which way e;ctand to fifty rupees. 


By-law regarding disposal of refuse or waste 
matter or other matter or thing conta¬ 
minated with or exposed to infection or 
contagion. 

1. No person shall dispose of any refuse or 
waste matter or other matter or thing, which 
has been contaminated with or exposed to in¬ 
fection or contagion, except by burning or 
burial, after proper disinfection, at a safe dis¬ 
tance from sources of water supply.

/.—Conditions for the grant and withdrawal 
of licenses for .daughter-houses under sec¬ 
tion 4(t7 of the Bengal MunieApal Act. 

1. No lic.ense. shall be granted under sec¬ 
tion 407 for the use of any premises for the 
slaughter of animals until the Health OfiScer or 
any other competent officer appointed by the 
Commissioners in this behalf has certified that 
the premises are furnished with satisfactory 
arrangements for ventilation, water-supply and 
drainage and are otherwise suitable for the 
purpose. 

2. Location .—The premises shall not be 
located within one hunared feet of any dwel¬ 
ling house or within fifty feet of a public 
street. 

3. No part of the premises shall be below 
the level of the surrounding ground. 

4. Construction .—The proposed slaughter¬ 
house shall be well paved with asphalt, con¬ 
crete, cement, marble, stone or anj’ other non- 
absorbent material. It shall be constructed on 
a slope and provided with a channel leading 
into a drain: the drain shall be properly 
trapped and covered with grating, the bars of 
which shall not be more than three-eighths of 
an inch apart. Adequate provision shall be 
made for the effectual drainage of the 
slaughter-house compound. 
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5. The walls of the proposed slaughter¬ 
house shall he made impermeable with glased 
tiles, cement plaster or any other suitable 
material up to a height of six feet above the 
floor. 

6. The proposed slaughter-house shall be 
surrounded by a wall to conceal it from the 
public view. 

7. There .shall be a quarantine pen, main¬ 
tained for the purposes of the slaughter-house 
where animals whicli show signs of developing 
any disease communicable to human beings 
may be isolated for observation for at least 
twenty-four hours before slaughter. The 
quarantine pen shall be at least one hundred 
feet from any dwelling house and shall be well 
paved, properly drained and ventilated. There 
shall be arrangements for providing the 
animals kept in the quarantine pen with suffi¬ 
cient fodder and water. 

8. There shall be no water closet, earth 
closet, privy, urinal or cesspool within the pro¬ 
posed slaughter-house. 

9. Adequate provision shall be made for 
storage of water in the proposed slaughter¬ 
house for washing the same, the bottom of the 
storage tank shall be at least six feet above 
the floor of the slaughter-house. There shall 
be water troughs for watering the animals 
before slaughter. 

10. The license of any slaughter-house may 
be withdrawn if at any time it fails to fulfil 
the above conditions or if there is any breach 
in respect of the slaughter-house of any by¬ 
law made under section 414 of the Bengal 
Municipal Act. 


//.— By-laws under section 414 of the Bengal 
Municipal Act, regulating slaughter¬ 
houses for the slaughter of animals meant 
for human consumption. 

1. Animals shall be slaughtered as 
humanely as possible. 

2. No dogs shall be permitted within the 
slaughter-house. 

3. Hours of work .—The hours of work 
fixed by the Commissioners shall be conspicu¬ 
ously printed on a board with the name of the 
lessee and displayed in a conspicuous place in 
the slaughter-house. 

4. The slaughter-house shall be sufficiently 
lighted to allow for work after dusk. 

5. Trees shall not be permitted to overhang 
the premises. The slaugnter-house may be en¬ 
closed by wire-netting to prevent the entrance 
of birds. 

6. No portion of the slaughter-house shall 
be used for living or sleeping unless it is 
separated from the place where animals are 
slaujghtered by a substantial wall and contains 
a window or windows opening directly to the 
air and of dimensions not less than one-tenth 
of the superficial area of the &oar qiaoe. 


7. No person suffering from any contagi¬ 
ous or infectious disease shall be employed or 
allowed to enter the slaughter-house. 

8. Bones, offal, gut, hoofs, horns and other 
refuse shall be kept in properly constructed, 
covered and removable vessels made of non¬ 
absorbent material until arrangements can be 
made to remove them. 

9. At the close of every working day every 
floor or pavement shall be thoroughly washed 
and all fragments of gut, blood or other 
matters detached in the process of disem¬ 
bowelling and skinning shall be collected and 
placed in suitable vessels or re(;eptacles to be 
forthwith removed with their covers from the 
slaughter-house for disposal in a manner 
approved by the Commissioners. Each such 
vessel shall be constructed of non-absorbent 
material and shall have a closely fitting cover 
and shall contain a sufficient quantity of de¬ 
odorant or disinfectant. 

10. At the close of every working day every 
bench, table, tub, vessel, utensil or implement, 
which has been in use during the day, shall be 
thoroughly cleansed with water containing a 
deodorant or disinfectant. 

11. At the close of every working day all 
filth, blood or refuse which may have been 
splashed upon any inside portion of the 
slaughter-house shall be removed by scraping 
or other effectual means. 

12. Every vessel or receptacle when not in 
use shall be kept thoroughly clean. 

13. Within the first ten days of March, 
June, September and December the interior 
of the slaughter-house above the floor or pave¬ 
ment shall be thoroughly washed with hot 
lime-wash if such place has been in use as a 
slaughter-house since the last occasion on which 
it was so washed: 

Provided that if any part thereof is covered 
with impervious material, it shall be sufficient 
to cleanse the same thoroughly with water. 

14. The interior of the slaughter-house 
shall not be allowed, by reason of want of re¬ 
pair to the surface thereof, to facilitate the 
absorption of any liquid filth or refuse or other 
noxious or injurious matter. 

16. Inspection of meat .—The licensee 
shall permit the meat to be inspected after 
slaughter by a comj^tent person appointed by 
the Commissioners in this behalf to find out 
cyste cercus cellulose, tubercular infection or 
any other infective or unwholesome condition 
of the carcass. Carcasses showing signs of 
tubercular infection or encysted tape worms 
(cyste cercus cellulose) shall be destroyed. 

16. If the Commissioners arrange for the 
meat to be stamped after inspection by a com¬ 
petent person to indicate the quality of the 
meat or if they fix prices for different grades 
of meat to bo sold in public markets, the 
licensee shall permit the meat to be so stamped 
and shall sell the meat at the prices fixed. 

17. Penalty .— The breach of any of the 
ab^e by-laws shall render the license of any 
private slaughter-house liable to suspension.

Rules under section 66 (2) (r) of the Bengal (Rural) Primary Education 
Act, 1930, regarding the condition* relating to pensions, gratuities 
and provident or annuity funds of the establishment of the District 
School Board, and teachers in primary schools referred to in clause 
(n) of subsection (1) of section 23 and in clause Fifthly of section 
' 38. 


1. In these rules: — 


Definitions. 


(a) “Board” means District School Board formed under the Bengal 
(Rural) Primary Education Act, 1930; 

(h) “salary” shall comprise monthly substantive salary or any 
allowance drawn during leave of any kind and includes acting, charge, 
personal or deputation allowance, if any, but shall not include local 
or travelling allowances; 

(c) “servant” includes every non-pensionable employee holding a 
substantive appointment under the Board, but for the purpose of parti¬ 
cipation in the provident fund saheme laid down in rules 2 to 26, 
excludes the following employees: — 


(t) teachers in primary schools, 

(u) menials and inferior servants of all sorts, 

(Hi) employees below 20 or over 55 years of age; 

Note .—Persons once admitted may remain in the scheme till the 
age of 60. 

Provided that persons appointed on probation to sulbstantive appoint¬ 
ments or appointed to officiate in an office which is vacant, may, if 
they are confirmed without interruption, he allowed to join the provident 
fund with retrospective effect from the date of their joining the service 
and that the monthly subscription to the fund shall not, in the case 
of such a servant of the Board, be less than 10 per cent, of his s ilary till 
all arrear subscriptions are paid up; 

(d) “depositor” means a servant on whose behalf a deposit is made 
under these rules; 

(e) “interest” means the interest which is paid on a deposit at a post 
office savings bank under the rules in force for such institution, and 
includes that allowed on Government and other securiiias; and 

(/) “dependant.” means any of the following relatives of the det^eased 
depositor to the provident fund, namely, wife, parent, child, minor 
brother, unmarried sister, and a deceased son’s widow and child, and, 
where no parent of the subscriber is alive, a paternal grand-parent. 
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Rate and realisation of subscriptions. 

2. Every servant shall be required to subscribe at the rate of 6J per 
cent, or one anna in the rupee on his salary to a provident fund of which 
an account will be opened at the post office savings bank. This deduc¬ 
tion shall be made Iby the Board upon every salary bill presented and 
the net salary shall be paid to the servant. In making this deduction 
fractions of a rupee of salary should be omitted. A servant who 
desires to subscribe during leave must notify his intention beforehand 
in order to allow his deductions from leave allowances being noted in his 
leave and pay certificate. In such a case he will not be permitted to 
discontinue subscribing during leave. A servant who fails to notify 
his intention to continue to subscribe when proceeding on leave can 
subsequently pay his subscription in cash. 


Pr-ohibition of voluntary deposits. 

3. No voluntary deposits from any servant in excess of the amount 
of subscription permissible under these rules shall be credited to his 
provident fund. 

Subscriptions during leave and suspension. 

4. (a) Subscriptions during leave of any kind will be optional. 
They will Ibe calculated on the allowance admissible during leave. 

(h) A servant on reinstatement after a period of suspension may be 
allowed the option of subscribing for that period. 

(c) In the case of a servant who exercises the option of subscribing 
to the fund during leave without allowances or on reinstatement after 
a period passed under .suspension without allowances, it is left to the 
discretion of the Beard to determine in each caste the amount on which 
subscription should be paid, the general principle to be observed being 
that subscription should be calculated on half the salary last drawn 
by the servant before he proceeded on leave without allowances, or was 
placed under suspension without allowances. 


Conirihulion by the Hoard to deposit account of each, servant. 

6. (a) It shall Ibe competent to the Board to make contributions to 

the deposit allowances of each servant, equal to but not exceeding' the 
deduction made from his salary under rule 2, provided that if the total 
of the contributions shown in the bill on which a remittance is made 
to the savings Inink contains a fraction of an anna, it shall be increased 
to the next highest anna by an addition to the bill of the difference 
between this fraction and unity. These provisional increases in the 
contribution will be shown in the abstract of balances until adjusted at 
the close of the year (sec rules 20 and 21), but they will not appear iu 
the depositor’s ledger ac. ount. 

f l No contribution shall be made by the Board on the sulbscriptioa 
by the depositor for any period dui'ing which he had been on 
suspension as a penalty for misconduct or other offences. 

(c) It will be optional with the Board to contribute for an employee 
while on temporary transfer to service under some other local fund or 
Government. 
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Investment. 

6. (2) The deductions under rule 2 and the wntributions under 

rule 6 (a) shall be paid to the post master for credit to the account^ of 
the provident fund in the savings bank. The payment of the deduction 
shall he debited in the accounts to the same heacf as the salary, and the 
contributions shall be charged to the service head “Miscellaneous,” 
sub-head “Provident Fund Contribution." 

(2) The remittances to the savings bank shall, whenever possible, 
be made between the 1st and 4th of each month in order that interest 
may accrue for the month of the deposit. 

(J) Deposits on account of the provident fund of the Board employees 
may be made under rule 44 (c) oi the Savings Bank Rules. The usual 
limitations of the total amount at credit of each account do not apply 
to such dejjosits. 

(4) (i) "When the investment of any portion of the amount of the 
balance at the credit of the account is found desirable, the amount 
shall, on application by the Board, be withdrawn, and the investment 
shall be made either through the postal authorities or through other 
agencies as may be deemed convenient by the Board in Government 
loans, municipal debentures or port trust oonds of Calcutta, Rangoon, 
Bombay, Madras, or Karachi, or in fixed deposit in the Imperial Bank 
of India or Reserve Bank of India or in a co-operative bank specially 
approved for the purpose by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies, 
provided that in the case of investment in a co-operative bank, at least 
three-fourths of the subscribers are in favour of such investment. 

{ii) The interest will be drawn by the post office in the case of 
investment through postal authorities, or by the Board in the case of 
investment through other agencies, and credited in the savings bank 
account. 

{ivi) The actual cost of purchase of such securities or the amount of 
such fixed deposits shall be added to the balance in the savings bank to 
obtain the total balance of the provident fund ledger. When such 
securities are sold or any loss of such fixed deposits is caused by the 
failure of the bank in which such deposits are made, the net gain or 
loss shall be added to or deducted from the net excess interest calculated 
for that year [see rule 21 (t)] before ap{>ortioning such interest among 
the depositors as set forth in that rule. 

Advances for special purposes. 

7. (i) No final withdrawal will be allowed until the depositor quits 

tne service or retires from the service of the Board on completion of the 
age of 56, or dies. But a portion of the total deposit not exceeding three 
months’ pay of a subscriber may, w'th the sanction of the Board, be 
allowed to be withdrawn in cases of urgent necessity when the deposit 
in his ledger account has reached a sum of not less than six months’ 
pay and the pecuniary circumstances of the depositor are such that the 
indulgence is necessary. The following are cited as examples of occa¬ 
sions on which the grant of advance may be considered: — 

(a) To pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness of the 
^positor or of a member of his family. 
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(b) To pay expenses in mnnection with marriages, funerals ui 
ceremonies which by the religion of the depositor it is in¬ 
cumbent upon him to perform and in connection with which 
it is obligatory that expenditure should be incurred. 

Advances though not confined rigidly to the objects laid down in 
clauses (a) and (b) above, will be made with due regard to the principle 
expressed in clause (7) of this rule as illustrated by the foregoing 
examples. 

(2) In determining the advance to be sanctioned, regard should be 
paid to the amount lying at the credit of the depositor. The amount 
of the advance should be a sum expressed in whole rupees and should 
be so fixeil as to allow of the monthly instalments fixed under rule 8 
being also in whole rupees, the advance applied for being raised or 
reduced, if necessary, to enable the instalments to be so fixed. 

(3) When an advance has already been granted to a depositor, a 
subseijuent advance shall not be granted to him except for strong reasons 
to be recorded in writing by the Board until at least twelve months 
have elapsed since the complete repayment of the last advance taken. 

(4) Application for any advance shajl be signed by the depositor. 
The i^ard shall after withdrawing money from the post office savings 
bank, disburse it to the depositor concerned on acquittance rolls. 

((5) The Board shall maintain a register in the form prescribed in 
Appendix B of advances sanctioned by the Board. 

(<?) If in order to pay the advance, it is necessary to sell a portion 
of the investment either in Government promissory notes, war bonds, 
or postal cash certificates, etc., the loss, if any, by this sale, should be 
recovered from the depositor taking the advance. 

Recovery of advances. 

8. The following procedure for recovery of advances shall be 
observed: — 

(tt) An advance shall be recovered from a depositor at the discretion 
of the Board, in not less than twelve instalments or more than twenty- 
four. A depositor may, however, at his option make repayments subse¬ 
quently in less than twelve instalments or repay two or more instalments 
at the same time. 

(b) Recoveries shall be made monthly, commencing from the first 
payment of a full month's .salary after the advance is granted, but no 
recovery shall be made from a depositor while he is on leave of any 
kind, except leave on f\ill pay. 

(<’) The instalments shall be paid by compulsory deductions from 
salary and shall be in addition to the usual subscription. 

(J) When an advan(;e is repayable in twelve instalments, an addi¬ 
tional instalment representing interest, and equivalent to 4 per cent, 
of the total amount of advance shall be paid in the month following 
that in which the last instalment is paia. Similarly, two additional 
instalments representing interest, each equivalent to' the 4 per cent, 
of the total amount of the advance shall oe paid when the advance is 
repayable in more than twelve instalments. 
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In either case, the instalment of interest, when realised, shall be 
credited to the account of the depositor himself. 


. Witlitlrttirnl on retirement. 

9. (/) When a depositor censes to be a servant of the Board by 

resignation or retirement or reduction of establishment, the Board shall 
cause the amount standing at his credit (i.e., de))osits nnd contributions 
with interest tlierooii) to be withdrawn and, subject to rule 17, to be 
handed over to him. 

(2) If in the opinion of the Board, the withdrawal of interest from 
the savings hiink would unduly trench upon the deposits at credit of the 
other dejmsitors, the interest shall not be paid at once frono the provident 
fund, ibut be teni[)<)nirily advanced from the funils of the Board. The 
advance shall be adjusted when the difference between the total of the 
ledger balances and the balance of the provident fund in the pass-book 
may be withdrawn from the savings hank under rule 21. 


Di.eposal on deponitor^g death. 

10. Each depositor .shall as .soon after he joins the fund as possible, 
be called upon by the Board to furnish a “Form of Declaration” showing 
how he wishes the amount of his accumulations to be disposed of on 
his death. A specimen of this form will be found us Ap 7 )endix A to 
these rules. 

11. An adojited child shall l)e considered to be a child for the 
purpose of these rules when, under the personal law of the depositor 
adoption is legally recognised as conferring the status of a natural 
child, but in this case only. If doubts arise in an individual case, the 
Board wdll take the opinion of the Legal Remembnincer through the 
District Magistrate and his opinion shall he final for the purposes of 
these rules. A declaration in favour of an adopted child is made at 
the depositor’s risk and can Ibe challenged at any time. 

12. (1) A depositor may in his declaration jirovide for the distri¬ 
bution of a portion only of the amount. Thus the Form of Declar.a- 
tion may mention a specific, sum or a specific proportion of the total 
amount. The disposal of the halant.-e will be governed by rule 14. 

{2) If minors are nominated in a Form of Declara'tion, the person 
or persons to whom sujns intended for their benefit are to be paid 
should be stated in the Form of Declaration. 

(.1) Any Form of Declaration subnrxitted by a depositor is revocable 
at any time and from time to time. A fresh declaration shall subject 
to rule Id be op(U’ative only on being received by the Board. On a 
depositor’s marriage or re-marriage, any declaration already submitted 
by him will forthwith become null and void and unless a revised Form 
of Declaration is received, the amount of his accumulations will be 
dealt with under rule 14. 

Id. In the event of the deimsitor having a dependant, he is not 

f iermitted in his Form of Declaration to leave the amount of his accumu- 
ations or any part of it to any one who is not his dependant. Where a 
Form of Declaration purports to leave money otherwise than to a 
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depositor’s dependant, the Board shall call upon the depositor to state 
whether he has a dependant and if it is found that he has one, the 
Form of Declaration shall not be accepted. A depositor who has 
dependants has absolute discretion reparding the distribution of amount 
at his credit at the time of his death among those dependants. He 
may exclude any one or more of them in favour of another or others of 
them and the manner in whicrh the distribution is to be made among 
them is also within his absolute discretion. 

14. The disposal of the balance at credit of deceased depositor 
is regulated by section 4 (/) of the Provident Fund Act, 1925. 

If). Tlie Hoard will not be bound by, or shall not recognise, any 
assignment or eticumbrance executed or attempted to be created which 
affects the disj)osal of the accumulations of a depositor who dies before 
retirement. 

16. A depo.sit in the firovident fund shall not be liable to attach¬ 
ment under any decree or order of any Civil, Revenue or Criminal 
Court in respect of any debt or liability incurred !by the depositor, and 
neither the Oiiicial Assignee nor any Receiver appointed under the 
Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, shall he entitled to or for any claim 
on, any such deposit. 


\Vilfuirawnl oj rontrihufion and deduction from deposit. 

17. If a servant is dismissed or removed or called upon to resign, 
on accoiiTit of misconduct or inefficiency, or resigns without diie notice, 
or is made liable for any losses, damages, costs and expenses, which 
the Board may at any time pay, sustain, or be put to, by reason of 
any act of embezzlement or default of or by such servant, the Board 
may, with the sanction of the Director of Public Instruction, with¬ 
hold all or any part of the contribution allotted to him with the 
interest accrued thereon, and ])ay to the .servant only the balance to his 
credit, without such contribution and the interest tliereon. 

Note .—In this rule tlie expression “due notice’’ means— 

(i) in the case of servants drawing Rs. 80 a month and over, three 
months; and 

(u) in the case of other servants, one month. 

18. If a servant is permitted to resign under circumstances other 
than those, mentioned in rule 17 before be has rendered five year.s’ 
complete service, the Board may, with the sanction of the Director oi 
Public Instruction, withhold a portion of the contribution allotted to 
him with interest bearing the same mtio to the whole, amount so 
contributed witli interest thereon, as the number of years required to 
complete a service of five yeans bears to five years. 

19. Any contribution and interest thereon withheld from a 
servant shall be credited to the District Primary Education Fund as 
an amount coming under section 37 (i) (x) of the Bengal (Rural) 
Primary Education Act, 1930. 
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Provident fund ledger and ah»tract of balance. 

20. (a) A provident fund ledger in the following form having a 

separate page for each depositor’s account will be maintained in the 
Board’s office: —

(h) As soon as any sum remitted to the savings hank under rule (i 
is credited by the post master in the pass-book, the portion creditable 
to each depositor shall be entered in the ledger on the page set apart 
for his account. When post office five-year cash certificates are 
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purchased out of the balance in the savinprs bank, the proportionate 
share of each depositor shall be fixed and the amount shall be deducted 
from the amount against his name in <M)lumn 9 and entered in column 
14 of the ledger, until the ctash certificate matures or is cashed. The 
total of column 9 of the ledger will be proved with the total balance 
of the pass-book monthly by means of an abstract of balances in the 
following form: —

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21. (./) Calculation of the interest due on each account shall he 

made at the rate of per cent, per annum for each calendar month 
on the lowest balance at credit of an nc'f«unt between the closing of the 
fourth day and the end of the month. The yearly interest thus 
calculated on each account shall be entered in column 16 of the abstract 
of balances prescribed in rule 20. As soon after the 30th of April as 
the interest for the previous year is added by the post oflSce to the 
principal of the fund and the interest on investment through other 
ageufies is dra^n by the Board and (credited in the savings bank account 
[see rule 6 (d) (m)], the total yearly interest calculated at the aforesaid 
rate of 2A per cent, and entered in the depositor’s accounts, as shown 
in column 16 of the said abstract of balances, shall fbe deducted from 
the total interest actually received for the year, and this excess interest, 
.together with the gain or loss by the sale of Government securities, if 
any, during the year [see rule 6 (</) (/«)] shall be shared b.y those 
depositors whose credits in tlie provident fund exceed Rs. 100 in pro¬ 
portion to their balances on the 31st March; provided that for the 
purpose of calculating, and crediting to each depositor’s account, his 
share of the excess interest, the total Imlance at the depositor’s credit 
shall be taken as the near(?st hundred. The interest tnus calculated 
shall be added to the principal in column 9 of the depositor’s ledger 
account (see form in rule 20). 

(2) In the case of the post office five-year cash certificates, the total 
amount received from the post office shall be apportioned to each 
depositor, when the cash certificate matures or is cashed, in the pro¬ 
portion fixed at the time of the purchase. 

(3) If any payment has to be made during the year on a depositor’s 
account the interest calculated nibnthly at 2^ per cent, on that account 
shall be added to the principal in column 9 (see form in rule 20) and 
for his proportionate share in the post oflBce cash certificates, the 
amount due as calculated from the figures given at the back of the cash 
certificate shall be added. 

{4) The provisional increase to contributions under rule 5 shall be 
withdrawn from the savings bank and credited to the Board as a 
miscellaneous receipt. If, however, the provisional increase contains 
a fraction of an anna or if the total provisional increase be less than four 
annas this fraedion or sum shall be left in the savings bunk for adjust¬ 
ment at the close of the following year. When the balances have been 
thus compared and adjusted, the ledger account of the next year shall 
be opened. 

22. A copy of the ledger acwmnt signed by the President of the 
Board shall be given to each depositor after the annual comparison and 
adjustment of balances. Depositors must satisfy themselves as to the 
correctness of these accounts, and unless errors in them' are brought 
to the notice of the Board within one month from the date of their 
receipt, no claim based on such error will be subsequently recognised. 

Dead accounts. 

23. On a depositor leaving the service his account shall be closed, 
and unless the amount at his credit be withdrawn within a certain 
period, viz., for balances of Ks. 10 and under, one .year and for balances 
over Rs. 10 three years, it shall be written o£P as a dead account, and 
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repaid only under the orders of the Director of Public Instruction. 
The fact tpat the account has been closed will not operate as a bar to 
the interest beinp credited to the depositor’s account, i.e., the interest 
accruing until the amount of deposit is withdrawn for payment to the 
depositor or his heir or under rule 24, will be added to the* deposit. 

24. When accounts become “Dead” they must be removed from 
the provident fund ledger and be credited in the cash book as a 
misoellaneous receipt, the money being drawn out of the savings laink. 
On an amount being thus written off, it would be entered in a dead 
account register, in wliich subsequent repayment shall be noted in order 
to avoid a double payment. 


Procedure. 

25. The Board will endeavour to secure from all depositors on their 
first joining the fund the submission of the Form of Declaration 
prescribed in rule 10. If u depo.sitor desires to revise his Form of 
Declaration, he should a])ply to the Board for the nec^essary form. 
Every declaration which is in force shall !be carefully recorded in the 
personal custody of a re.s})onsible officer. 


Rules regarding paynu^/U of gratuities. 

26. No pension or annuity shall be granted to any servant of the 
Board. But teachers of jn-imury schools managed by the Board and 
servants of the Board including menials and inferior .servants whose 
salary is below Its. 40 per month, and who have served the Board for at 
least ten years may, on the termination of their services owing to retire¬ 
ment or discharge with due notice, be granted a gratuity regulated a.s 
follows:— 

(a) After a service under the Board of not less than ten years and 
not more than twenty years a gratuity not exceeding half month’.s 
salary for each completed year of service. 

(5) After a service under the Board of not less than twenty years up 
to thirty years, a gratuity not exceeding one month's salaiy for each 
completed year of service. The salary for the purpose shall be the 
average salary calculated upon the lust three years of service. 

(c) 'rhe gratuity shall in no case exceed Rs. 900. 

(d) In calculating the amount of gratuity each completed year of 
service under the Board shall only be taken into consideration. Period 
or periods of service under district boards or municipalities sliall not 
be taken into considemtion for the purpose of operation of the rules 
regarding payment of gratuities to servants of the Board.

(a) the refund of the coffee cess levied where coffee 

is exported by land and subsequently imported 
into India; and 

(b) the export by land, without payment of the 

coffee cess, of coffee which is subsequently to 
be imported into India. 


10 . (i) The Committee shall keep accounts of all 

monies received and expended under section 8. 

{2) Such accounts shall be examined and audited an¬ 
nually by auditors appointed in this behalf by the 
(Governor General in Council; and such auditors shall 
have power to disallow any item which has, in their 
opinion, been exjMMided otherwise than in pursuance of 
the purposes of this Act.

STATEMENT GE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

For some time past the coffee growing interests in South India have Iieen pressing 
upon the (loverument of India the desirability of'imposing a cess on exports of coffee 
with a view to jiroviding funds for the imiirovement and development of the Indian 
coffee industry. A canvass throughout the coft'ee growing ureas has shown that a 
preponderating majority of the growers are in favour of this pmposal, which also 
carries with it the support of the Govei'iiments of Madras, (.’oofg, Mysore, Travancore 
and Cochin. In these circumstances the Government of Ind'u have accepted the 
proposal and have introduced this Bill which seeks to impose on coffee exported from 
British India a cess at a rate not exceeding Re. 1 per cwt. The proceeds of the cess 
will constitute a fund which will be administered in the interests of the coffee growing 
industry by a thoroughly representative committee. 

2. In view of the approaching separation of Burma from India, the Government 
of Burma desire that Burma sliould be excluded from the scope of the proposed 
legislation. The Government of India have accepted the views of the Local Govern¬ 
ment and have excluded that province from the scope of the Bill.

Volume M to I’), by reducing the tenu 
of office of the members from life to five years and increasing the number r)f independent 
Muslim meml>er8 in the (’ommittee so as to provide for popular and effective control 
over the Durgah Hazrat Khwaja Moinud-din Chishti and the Endowments attai'hed 
thereto, which have hitherto remained almost excdusivaly in the hands of persons 
themselves financially interested in the institution ns attendants, servants or representa¬ 
tives of the office-holders of the shrine, and further to ensure the proper collection cf 
income, disbursement of expenditure, maintenance and publication of the accounts and 
observance of discipline in the Durgah. 

These changes cannot be brought about except by express legislation.

(3) The “Comparative” Series of largo wall maps of the continents 
published by George Phillip & Son is good and up-to-date; as also are 
the geographical wall maps published by Edward Stanford. Messrs. 
Buddiman Johnston publish a series of smaller wall maps which include 
maps of India illustrating various distributions. 

Mr. S. B. Chatterjee pub¬ 
lishes District Maps, also ordinary and relief maps of the province. 

Babu L. M. Basu, the Drawing Master of the Dacca Collegiate 
School, has published good relief maps of Eastern Bengal and Assam 
and of India. 

The Vidail-Lablache French wall maps on strong card-board, name 
on one side, and the same map without names on tlie reverse, published 
by Arman Collin, Paris, are good and cheap. They measure 40 inches 
by 39 inches and can bo delivered in Calcutta for Rs. 4-14 each. 

(4) The hand maps coloured to indicate relief published by the 
Diagram Company, West Barnes Lane, New Malden, Surrey, at one 
penny each, aie the best of their kind. 

The uncoloured half-penny maps showing river system and a few 
towns published by the same Company, are excellent for class use. 

The autograph nand maps, with hill shading in brown, published 
by Messrs. Edward Stanford, Ijondon, at one penny each, are very 
good, and are larger than the Diagram Company’s hand-mu})s. The

be commended.

Council to which the Bengal Belief of Indebtedness Bill, 1935, was 
referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 28th 
August, 1935, have the honour to submit this our report with the Bill 
embodying amendments recommended by us annexed. All matter recom¬ 
mended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been printed in italics 
and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter recommended to be 
inserted has been underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in English in an Extraordinary issue of 
the Calcutta Gazette of the 12th August, 1935. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our recom¬ 
mendations as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met for the first time in Calcutta on the 29th 
August, 1935, continued its sittings in Darjeeling on the 16th October, 
1935, and concluded them on the 28^th October, 1935. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows;— 

In the first paragraph of the Preamble we have considered it desirable 
to specify clearly that the Bill is intended to provide for the relief of 
indeotedness of agricultural debtors. 

Clause 1. —We have also for similar reasons changed the Short Title. 

Clause 2, sub-clause (1). —We have included in this definition dairy 
farming as we consider this to*be a well-recognised branch of agriculture. 

Sub'Clause (2). —The alteration has been niade in view of the insertion 
of clause 9A regarding joint debts. 

Sub-clause (5)* —The alteration made here is consequential upon the 
new proviso to clause 4. 

Sub-clause (8).— We luive considered it desirable to omit items (i) and 
(n) as we do not .see any special reason for excluding these debts from the 
definition. We have, however, excluded from definition of debt contingent 
liabilities and share of produce of land payable under the .system known as 
adhi, barga or bhag. 

Item iiv) has been revised from a drafting point of view to make the 
intention clearer. 

Items (ri) and (rii) have lieen replaced by new item (va) at the sugges¬ 
tion of the Government of India to which we have agreed. 

Sub-Clause (9).— Wc have recast the first portion of the definition of 
debtor to include a raiyat, imd&T-raiyat or pepon who cultivates land by 
himself or by members of his own family or by hired labourers or by odhiaras, 
bargadars or bhagdars. 

We have considered it desirable to include in this definition groups of 
persons who join in making an application under clause 9A (;). 

We have omitted the second portion of the exi.sting sub-clause (9) in 
regard to the finality of the decision of the Board and have reproduced it 
as a new clause 19A as being more suitable. 

Sub-clause (15). —The change made here is purely verbal. 

Sub-clause (16). —The additions to the expressions "raiyat" and “under- 
raiyat” are necessitated by the use of these expressions in the revised defini¬ 
tion of debtor in sub-clause (9) referred to above. 

Clause 3(2).— The omission suggested here is purely consequential to 
the omission of clause 8. 
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Clause 4.— Vife have modified the proviso to clause 4 so as to ensure that 
when a Board is dissolved, and it is not possible for the Local Government 
for any reason to appoint another Board, any work in connection with work 
already undertaken by the defunct Board, other than the making of the 
award, may be carried out by the Collector. The award, however, shall be 
made by an officer of judicial experience to be especially appointed in this 
behalf by the Local Government. 

Clause 7. —We have considered it desirable to provide that the Local 
Government and not the Commissioner should be the authority to invest 
Boards with special powers. The other change in this clause is purely 
consequential. 

Clause 8. —We have considered it desirable to omit this provision as, 
in our opinion, if a Board is given power to withdraw applications from 
other Boards it may lead to undesirable complications. We have, however, 
inserted a new_ clau.se 33A providing for the transfer of applications under 
clause 9 from one Board to another. We have also considered it desirable 
to give the Appellate Officer power to transfer applications if he considers 
it expedient to do so— vide new clause 34A. 

Clause 9. —We have recast .sub-clause {!) in order to restrict applications 
being made to Boards established for the area in which a debtor ordinarily 
resides. 

Sub’Clause (2). —We have omitted this sub-clause as being inappropri¬ 
ate. We have, however, inserted two new sub-clauses (6) and (7) in this 
clause providing for a further aj)plication being entertained by a Board 
for good and sufficient reasons. 

In sub-clau.se (7) we have considered it de.sirable to make a specific 
provision to the effect that a Board is not to entertain a further application 
under sub-clause (1) or sul>clause {3) in respect of a debt which has been 
incurred by a debtor after the dati* of the first application. 

This important change will ensure that the Bill should be an emergency 
measure only. 

New clause 9A. —We have considered it desirable to include this new 
provision relating to settlement of debts by joint debtor.s. 

In sub-clause (2) power is given to the Board to entertain an application 
by a debtor if he is jointly liabm. in respect of any debt and if the other joint 
debtors refuse to join in his application. 

Clause 11. —We have revi.sed this clause by including in it provisions 
for the furnishing of some more particulars in the statement of debt than 
were included in the original clause. 

Clause 12. —We have slightly modified sub-clause {2) to provide that 
notice of the Board’s order shall be given to all persons whose names and 
addresses are given in the application. 

A new sub-clause (5) has been added providing that the applicant shall 
be examined on oath or affirmation and that the sub.stance of sflfich examina¬ 
tion shall be recorded in writing by the Board. We consider that such a 
memorandum will be found useful in case of a revision or appeal against 
the order or decision of the Board. 

Clause 13.— We have recast the first paragraph of sub-clause (1) to 
make the intention clearer. We have also altered the period during wliich 
the debtor and creditors shall submit a statement of debt under tiie sub¬ 
clause from two months to one month .as we think the latter period adequate. 

In sub-clause (2)^ we have omitted the proviso and reproduced it as 
part of the new proviso to sub-clause (5).

Sub'Clause (3). —We have considered it desirable to include provisions 
for variation or revision of an order of the Board by review or on appeal. 
We have added a further proviso to cover the case where a Board has ceased 
to exist. The order under sub-clause (2) or sub-clause (5) may be varied or 
reversed by the Appellate Officer on application. In this sub-clause we have 
also provided for costs being allowed against the debtor if, and to such an 
extent as, the Board considers reasonable. 

Clause 14. —In sub-clause (3) we have included the successor in interest 
of a debtor and have considered it desirable to include in it a provision that 
documents not submitted previously may be admitted as evidence later if it 
is proved to the satisfaction of the Civil Court that there were 
sufficient reasons for their non-production before the Board in the first 
instance. 

Clause 17. —We have considered it desirable to omit the proviso to 
clause (b) in sn^clause (l). 

We have inserted a general provision in clause l(r) for the dismissal 
of applications when the Board is satisfied that the debtor is attempting to 
use the provisions of the Act with a view to defraud any creditor. 

We have recast sub-clau.se (2) providing for dismissal of an application 
in case of transfer of any property by any debtor within two years previous 
to the date of such application with a view to defraud any creditor. 

Clause 18.— The changes made in sub-clause (1) are with a view to make 
the intention clearer. 

We have recast the proviso to provide that the decree of the Civil Court 
shall be conclusive evidence only j^s between the parties to the decree. 

In sub-clause (2) we have included a provision that the Board before 
passing an order will hear the parties and consider the evidence produced. 

In sub-clause (3) we have omitted the proviso as being undesirable. 

The change in sub-clause (4) is merely verbal. 

Clause 19. —We have omitted from clause (2) (a) the words “and may 
dismiss the application in respect of the remaining debts of the debtor” and 
from (2) (b) the words “and may dismiss the application in respect of the 
remaining debts” as being unnecessary. 

We have, modified sub-clauses (2) (b) and (2) (c) in such a manner that 
the provisions are to apply only wnen creditors, to whom is owing not less 
than forty 'per cent, or sixty per cent, of the total secured and unsecured 
debts, have agreed. 

In the proviso to clause (2) (c) we have considered it desirable to add a 
provision that the terms are fair terms in the opinion of the Board. 

Sub-clause (2). —We have omitted this sub-clause and reproduced it as 
new clause 21A which bars the application of clauses 19, 20 and 21 to debts 
due in respect of arrears of rent. 

We have added an Explanation to this clause as to the meaning of the 
expressions ‘Jeecured debt” and “unsecured debt.” 

Clause 20. —The change in paragraph 2 is to make the intention clearer. 

Clause 21. —We have considered it desirable to revise clauses (2) (a) and 
(2) (b) giving power to the Board to reduce the debts of a debtor to such 
amount as may be paid within a period not exceeding twenty years and fixing 
the principle upon which each instalment is to be foced. In case the Board 
considers it undesirable or impracticable to reduce the debt as above the 
Board shall specify what portion of the immovable property of the debtor 
(including not more than one-third or less than one acre of his land to be 
left as provision towards his maintenance) shall be excluded from the sale 
and what of the remainder shall be sold for the payment of the debt. 
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We have considered it desirable to include a new sub-clause (la) authoris¬ 
ing the Certificate-officer to sell the property of the debtor in the manner 
provided in the Bengal Public Demands Kecovery Act, 1913. 

Sub’Clause (2). —In the proviso we luive considered it desirable to 
include properties which are declared by a civil court or are discovered to 
belong to the insolvent debtor. The other alterations are verbal. 

Clause 22. —The changes in sub-clauses {2) and {3) are consequential. 
We have omitted sub-clause {4) as unnecicssary. 

Clause 23. —We have inserted a new sub-clause (2) (al) to provide for 
the inclusion of a list of the movable pro[)erties of the debtor on which there 
is a mortgage, lien or charge. 

In sub-clause we have included a proviso regarding the payment 

of the amount according to the order specified in the proviso. 

New clause 23A. —Wc have considered it desirable to make a special 
provision regarding the inclusion of arrears of rent (included in an award) 
in a suit instituted by the landlord for the recovery of the arrears of rent 
accruing during the continuance of the award. 

We have also considered it desirable to give [xnver to any creditor to 
whom any amount is due under the award to pay to the court arrears of 
rent to prevent the sale of the debtor’s land in execution of rent decrees. 

Clause 24. —The alteration in this clause is purely consequential upon 
the inclusion of new clau.se 24A. 

Clause 24A. —We have considered it desirable to f)rovide by this clause 
that the provisions of OhaTiter XIV of the Bengal Tenancv Act, 188.5, shall 
apply to lands sold by a r'crtificate-officcr under this Act. 

Clause 25. —The chanee in snh-clau.se (z) is intended to provide for the 
case of joint-creditors. Wc have reca.st sub-clause (2) in order to give 
power to the Certificate office7’, in a case where he allows time to the debtor 
within which to pay any amount due under the award, to direct that a 
similar 7)eri(Kl of time shall l)e given k> the debtor after the time fixed in the 
award for i>ayment of any other .amount payable thereunder. 

Sub-clause {2(i) I’eneats certain provisions of original sub-clause {2) of 
clause 2.5 as in the Bill as introduced. 

We have re,ca.st sub-clause (/j) to enable the Certificate-officer to sell only 
such portion of tlie iiroperty of the debtor .as will be sufficient to pay all 
amounts payalde under the award. 

The c,h.anges in sub-clause (4) are consequential. 

Clause 26- —The changes in sub-clause (zj are consenuential. We have 
inserted a new sub-cl.‘uise (Za) reouiring the Certificate Officer to pay out of 
the distribution of sale-proceeds first anv amount pay<able as costs of sale in 
execution of the Certificate. We have also revi.sed .sub-clause (Z) {a) in view 
of the in.sei'tion of clause 24A. 

In sub-clause (Z) (h) the reference to a decree passed by a Civil Court 
has been omitted as being iiridesirable. 

We have reca.st sul>clause (3) to make the intention clearer. 

In sulvclause (4), we have omitteil the opening reference to clause 21(f) 
as being unnecessary. 

We h<ave considered it desirable to add a proviso that in case the sale- 
proceeds are insufficient to meet the {)!ivment of the amounts p.avable under 
the award the Boiird may pass an order deckaring the debtor to bo an 
insolvent. 

New clause 27A. —By this clause we have given an opportunity to the 
debtor to apply to the civil court to set aside an ex parte decree referred to 
in the proviso to sub-clause (!) of clause 18. 
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Clause 28.—The alteration made in this clause is to make the intention 
clearer. 

Clause 29.— We have recast the proviso in view of the proviso added to 
clause 26(.4). The other changes in this clause are purely verbal. 

Clause 30. —In sul)-cJause (it) we have considered it desirable to alter 
the period of six months to three months. 

In sub-clause (in) we have for similar reasons changed the “date of the 
signing of an award made” to “the date of an application under clause 9.” 

Clause 31. —The alterations are to make the intention clearer. 

Clause 32. —The alterations are purely verbal. 

Clause 33. —The alteration here is consequential upon the change made 
in subclause (2) (a) of clause 34. 

Clause 34. —The change in sub-clause (2) (a) is to make the intention 
clearer. We have omitted sub-clause (7) (d) as being unnecessary. 

In the proviso we have altered “an officer” to “a person” in order to 
enable the Local Government to appoint any person it considers suitable. 
The other changes are of a consequential character. 

^ We have inserted a new sub-clause (2a) to provide that an appeal shall 
lie if made within thirty days. 

In sub-clause (5), the addition is intended to provide that the appellant 
shall be given an opportunity of being heard. 

A new sub-clause (7) has been added to prevent an appeal against a 
decision passed by the Board with the consent of the debtor and the creditor. 

Clause 34A. —See the remarks under clause 8. 

Clause 34AA. This new clause will give power to the Appellate Officer 
to give his opinion, advice or direction to a Board seeking the same. 

Clause 36. —The small emendation in this clause follows the change 
made in clauses 33 and 34. 

New clause 36A. —We have considered it desirable to bar the applica¬ 
tion of the Indian Evidence Act and the Code of Civil Procedure to pro¬ 
ceedings before a Board. The procedure is to be laid down by rules to be 
made under the Act. 

Clause 37. —We have recast this clause by omitting the reference to 
persons who are proclaimed touts as being unnecessary in view of the pro¬ 
vision that the Board’s permission is required before any agent can appear. 

We have added a proviso authorising a son or husband of a party to 
appear before a Board even if be is a legal practitioner. 

Clause 44. —We have considered it desirable to alter this clause to pro¬ 
vide that an award shall be assignable in the manner prescribed by rules 
under this Act and not as a decree of a civil court. 

Clause 45. —The alterations in sub-clauses 1(a) (b) and (2) are with 
the desire to guard against abuse and to make the intention clearer. 

We have reduced the maximum penalty under this clause from seven 
years to three years. 

Clause 46. —In sub-clause (c) we have included the Appellate Officer in 
order to enable his allowance to fixed by rules. The other alterations in 
this clause are purely consequential, except that by the insertion of a new 
sub-clause (5), the power of making rules is subject to the condition that the 
rules are to 1^ made after previous publication. 

We recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, be passed. 
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The official members of the Committee desire to make it clear that as 
the changes made in clauses 9, 14(5), 23A (6), 24A and 36A require the 
previous sanction of the Governor General, they are unable to accept 
responsibility for them in the absence of such sanction.

25(2), 2G(2) (a) and 34AA. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. Narendra Kumar Basu, M.L.C. 

I dissent from several of the provisions of the Bill as settled by the Committee. 

When at the start of the proceedings, 1 asked the Hon’ble Member-iu-chnrge if 
he could give us time or when the Bill came before the Council an idea as to the 
jjolicy of Government in carrying out the measure, whether they weie willing to find 
some money for the purposes of the Bill the Hon’hle Member declared that Govern¬ 
ment would not advance an;/ inoncij and was not prepared to give any financial help. 
That in my judgment is enough for the Council t(' throw the Bill nut altogether. To 
pi'ovide for (mmjmlsion and not to provide any funds would in my opinion be tant¬ 
amount to wrecking the whole system of agrarian and ruial credit and to head straight 
for an economic revolution. 

The official viewpoint was stated to be that creditors might be compelled but 
debtors not. If the debtor does not think it advantageous to come in for a settlement 
of the debts, he must not be compelled. 

It is from this point of view that the provisions of clauses 9 (3) and 13 (3) have 
been framed. 

I shall only mention here that the principal provisions to which I object are— 

(1) Clauses 3 (2) and 34—regarding the qualifications of the Gliainnen of Boards 

having the compulsory powers and of the Appellate officers. 

(2) Clause 13 (3) and if that is relaine<l the inadvisability and inconsistency of 

retaining clause 9 (3). 

(3) The retention of clause 20 and more specially the last sentence thereof post¬ 

poning execution of a decree for ten years even vdtere there is no award. 

(4) Clause 37 prohibiting the employment of lawyers before Boards which would 

exercise, such wide, powers as are contemplated. 

I may mention that the opposition to my propo.sal for fixing the court-fees for 
applications by debtors under clause 9 at a nominal figure throws the intentions of 
the Government and its supporters into strong and lurid relief. One wonders if 
leaving everything to the executive even in fiscal matters would be tolerated in any 
other atmosphere. I am sorry that for personal reasons I am unable to make this 
note as full as I had intended but I reserve liberty to move amendments to the clauses 
not mentioned herein, in Council. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. 8. M. Bose, M.L.C. 


In this note of dissent I shall only deal with certain general questions of principle, 
matters of detail being left to be dealt with by amendments at the proper time. 

2. Clause 3(2) .—In the case of Boards exercising powers under clause 7, it is 
very necessary that the Chairman, at any rate, should be an experienced judicial officer 
of at least ten years’ standing. The Board may have to deal with difficult questions 
of civil low. and the Chair should have, a thorough knowledge of such law. Under 
the Central Provinces Debt Conciliation Act, as appears fiom a report in the Statesman 
(Dak Edition, dated 24th October last) a Conciliation Board has been established at 
Sohagpur under the Chairmanship of a Sub-.Judge. It is to be remembered that under 
the Central Provinces Act, debt conciliation is on uii entirely voluntary basis, and 
even then, a judicial officer has been appointed Chairman. The argument that there 
are not enough judicial officers for the purpose is unsound, as the work of the civil 
courts will be very greatly diminished wdien this Act comes into operation. It is also 
possible as in the Central I’rovinr.es, for the Goyernnienl to establish two Boards with 
a common Chairman. In any event, the ((ualifications of the Chairman should be 
laid down irt the. Act itself, and not left to be regulated l)y rules. Eurther, the services 
of retired judicial officers may be availed of. 

3. Clause 13(3) ■—This clause says that if on the application of a creditor, notice 
IS issued on a debtor calling upon him to submit a statement of his debts within one 
month, and if he fails to do so, the creditor’s application is to be dismissed. This is 
against all principles of justice and equity, and the clause should be deleted. Under 
c'lause 9, either the debtor or the creditor, may apply to the Board for debt-oonciliotioa. 
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If the debtor applies^ and the creditor fails, after notice, to Bubmit a statement of debt, 
then under clause lo(2) the amount stated in the debtor’s application is to be taken 
as correct, and no debt of which the creditor has failed to submit a statement (unless 
admitted by the debtor) is to be payable. But in the case of the creditor’s applica¬ 
tion, if the debtor defaults, the application is to be dismissed. In all fairness, in such 
a case, the amount stated in the creditor’s application should be taken as correct, 
on the analogy of clause 13(2). There are only two alternatives on principle. Either 
the creditor should not be allowed to apply at all under clause 9; or if he is allowed, 
then the same rule should prevail as in the case of the debtor’s application. 

The principle embodied iji this sub-clause is leminiscent of archaic law where 
the plaintiff had to drag the defendant to the court before the court would assume 
jurisdiction in the matter. 

4. ClaUM 20i —This, to my mind, i.s the most objectionable clause in the whole 
Hill and should be entirely omitted or radically modified. It negatives the principle 
underlying clause 19, namely, that where a large proportion of the creditors agree 
(40 per cent, or GO })er cent, as the case may be), and the offer seems fair to the Board, 
then the coinitosition may he put through and gentle compulsion applied to the other 
creditors. It is iiiiderslood that it is not Ihe intention of the (tovernment to enforce 
absolute compulsion, but clause 20 iji effect compels the creditors to accept whatever 
terms are cousidered fair to the Board (even though not a single creditor accepts them) 
for otherwise their (duims cannot he enforced for many years (the peiiod of post¬ 
ponement may extend upto 20 years) which means practically that their claims cannot 
be enforced at nil. If tlie object of the Government be to enforce naked compulsion 
then clause 19 is superfluous, aud the Bill might then consist of a single clause 20. 
Attention is invited to section 20 of the Punjab Act of 19.34, which pTovides for a 
certificate being given by the Bouid to a debtor in respect of a debt where the terms 
offered are (1) considered fair by llic Board, and (2) are accepted by creditors holding 
40 per cent, or more of the total debts. Attention is also invited lot the Report of the 
Commission appointed to consider the (luestioii of agricultural indebtedness in the 
I’rotectorate of Zanzibar which wa.s presided over by the Chief Justice of the Protec¬ 
torate. The main step 8Uggp.sted in the Report ‘was the adjustment of debts by 
amicable settlement through Conciliation Board.s similar to those established inido'r 
the Cenii'al Provinces Act and the Punjab Act. The Zanzibar Commission r<M ommeruled 
that a Conciliation Jioard should consist of a Resident Magislrale, an Indian and an 
Arab, and should have tlie power to impose on the parties any adjustment whi(di is 
aeeGj)tiil)le to tlie debtor and to GO ])er cent, in value of liis creditors. In any event, 
the provision at the end of the clause that even if there is no award, tlie creditor’s 
claim may be postjimied ujito ten years, i.s inequitable, and against all principles. 
Arbitrary jiower is given to the Board, which may instead of making an award, jieiiulise 
a particular creditor by imposing an offer on biin at its etilirc discretion, without any 
reference to the yiexvs of the creditors, he they secured or unsecured, aud if he does 
not agree, liis claim is jiostponed for a period upto ten years. 'I'liere is no justification 
for this. 

5. Clause 27i —^^iloiut-slock Banks and Co-operative Societies should be placed exact¬ 
ly on the same fooling, as both lend out money received from depositors. There is no 
exemption under the Punjab Act or under the Ceutrul I’rovinces Act of co-operative 
societies from the scope of these Acts; in fact, Central J^roviuces Act expressly in¬ 
cludes such societies within the definition of a ereditor. The rate of interest to be allow¬ 
ed njay be prescribed as originally proposed in clause 2(.S’) {vii) of the Bill when' intro¬ 
duced in the Council. 

G. Clause 34(1)—Appellate OfflceiC.— The (lualifications of this officer should be 
... d^wa in tlie Act itself. It is very necessary that he should be an experienced 
civil judicial officer of several years’ standing, aiuruot below the rank of a Sulxirdinate 
Judge. Retired judicial officers with this qualification should be eligible. Reference 
is invited to the reniavks made in paragraph 2 above. 

7. Clausa 37.— There is no reason why legal pructitiouers should not be allowed 
to awear at any rate before Boards having power under clause 7 of the Bill, and before 
the^Officer appointed under the jiroviso to clause 4. Intricate questions affecting tbe 
rights of various parties will liuve to be considered by them and lawyers will be of 
great assistance.

of tJijs Bill. Rent is payable by inslalmonts and generally rents are not sued for till 
tne arreiws are about to he barred, i.e., on the eve of expiry of the 4th year, thus ihe 
tenant have sufficient opportunities to pay by instalmeiit. If further iiistulmeiils 
are allowed tor payment of arrears of rents and rent decrees, it will be very difficult 
Tor the landlords to pay revenue and rents to the superior landlords. 

. ,?• Joint-stock Banks should not be included in tlie Bill. These Banks uie 
.1 'TTi'ler the Company's Act. Several ermes of rupees have 

h sted ID the.9e Banks by the puolic by wn.v of share capital and deposits. 
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1£ these Banks are included, it will hit hard the gensral credit 

merr e of the r^ountry. Most of these Banks are financing- trade and industry as well 
i»s nprieultiire. 

3. In the Bill itself no provision has been made as to parsonnel of the Board. 
These Boards will be called upon to decide important questions of facts and sometimes 
of law. Village people such ns we generally find in thj Union Boards should not he 
appointed members of the Boards. Fronv our experience of the Union Boards, vve 
are of opinion that the constitution of the Boards should avoid this class of persons 
who are very often amenable to the influence of village factions and other undesirable 
influences. These Boards should b? presided over by persons having judicial ex¬ 
perience, who should be paid by fees, if non-official. The Board should sit at the 
headquarters of a subdivision. Lawyers .should he allowed to appear. T do not see 
any reason for excluding lawyers from the Board. Appearance of lawyers will <;hnck 
many irregularities, illegalities and even corrupt practices. 

4. There are stringent provisions in various forms to compel the creditors to 
appear bafore the Board on the application of the debtor and after his appearance, if 
he refused to accept terms offered by the debtor which in the opinion of the Board 
are fair, harsh and inecpiitahle provisions are made in the Bill for punishing the 
creditor for his refusal. But there i.s no provision to compel the debtor to appear 
before the Board on the application of the creditor and have the del\t settled. This 
is one-sided arrangement. T am of opinion that similar provisions should be madti 
to compel the debtor to appear before the Board. The question of losing revenue on 
account of court-fees should not enter into consideration in providing compulsory 
measures for appearance of the debtor on the application of the creditor. For, the 
effect of the passing of the present Bill will have the effect of decreasing revenue on 
court-fees. 


To my mind, legislation should proceed on the voluntary basis as in the Central 
Provinces. In order to make the debt conciliation successful without injuring rural 
credit, compulsory provisions should be omitted. 

The, .\ppellato Offleer should in all cases he the District Judges or his Subordinate 
Officers to whom he may delegate his jiowers. Executive officers should not be appointed 
Appellate Officer. 

Clause 20> —Provisibn for pranting certificate should he omitted. At least in 
cases decided under clause 19 (1) (o)'clause 20 .should not he made applicahle. 

When the debt can he settled at any amount, it is not necessary to retain ])rovi- 
sions for insolvency. These provisions do not exist in similar Acts, passed in other 
provinces. I am of opinion, clauses 21 and 22 should h,“ deleted. Other objections 
will be preferred by way of amendments to the Bill. 


Minute of dissent by Mr, Saileswar Singh Roy, M.L.C. 

I beg to submit the following note of dissent on the rej)ort of the Select Committee 
on the Bengal Relief of Indebtedness Bill. 1935: — 

1. Clause 3(2). —In the case of Boards exercising powers under clause 7. the 
Chairman should be an officer of judicial experience of not less than 10 years, and not 
below the. rank of a senior ifunsif. The Chairman’s ([ualificatioi.s should be provided 
in the Act itself, and not left to rules. 

2. Clause 13(3). —This clause should be deleted. Under clause 9, either the 

debtor, or the creditor may apply under this Act to the Board. If the debtor applies 

and the creditor fails to comply with the notice to supply a statement' of debt, then the 

amount stated in the debtor’s application is to be deemed correct, and no debt excluded 

from the creditor’s s^tement is to be payable. But in the r ase of the creditor’s appli¬ 
cation, it is to be dismissed if the debtor defaults. This is against all principles of 
equity. In such a case, the amount stated in the creditor’s apiilicntion should he 
taken to be correct, on the lines of clause 13(2). 

Either the creditor should not be allowed to apply at all, or if he is so allowed, the 
same rule should prevail as in the case of the debtor’s application. 

3. The provisions of clause 14(.3) and clause 31(h) seem to be rather contradictor.y. 
Clause 31 should be re-drafted in the light of clause 14(5) to remove an.y further coii- 
trovers.v on the point. 

4. Clause 20 should be entirely omitted or radically altered. This clause 
negatives the principle underlying clause 19, noinely, where a large proportion of the 
creditors agree (40 p.-*r cent, or 60 per cent., :is the case may be), and the offer to the 
Board seems fair, then the composition may be put through, and gentle compulsion 
may be applied to the other creditors. It is understood that it is not the intention of 
Government to enforce absolute compulsion but clause 20 is in effect intended to compel 
the creditors to accept whatever terms are considered fair by the Board, for otherwise 
their claims cannot be enforced for man.y years (the period of postponement may extent 
up to 20 years). If the policy of Government is to enforce out and out compulsion, 
clause 19 is meaningless. In any event, the provision at the end of clause that even 
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if there be no award, the creditor is to be Mstponed for a period up to ten years is 
inequitable and is opposed to all principles of law. This is the most objectionable clause 
in me whole Bill. 

5. Clause 34(1) — The Appellate Ofilceri —His qualihi^utious should be prescribed 
in the Bill. It is very necessary that he should be one with considerable judicial 
experience and not below the rank of a Subordinale Jud^^e either in service or retired. 

6. Clause 37, —There is no reason why legal practitioners should not be allowed 
to appear at any rate before the Appellate Officer. Intric ate questions affecting the 
rights of parties have to be settled by such tribunals, and lawyers will be of considerable 
help to them. The bar should therefore bo removed. 

Constituted Attorneys of parties irrespective of the fact whether they are lawyers 
or not, si'.ould be allowed to appear before the Board having powers under clause 7 of 
the Bill and also before the Appellate Officer. 


Minute of dissent by Maulvi Abdul Hamid Shah, M.L.C. 

I signed my name with the note of dissent on the clauses 27 and 117, which 1 
shall put forward ns amendments in the discussion in the Council. 


Minute of dissent by Khan Bahadur Maulvi Alimuzzaman Chaudhuri, M.L.C. 

Owing to my illness 1 could not attend the Select Oommittee meeting. I reserve 
my right to place amendments at the time of reconsideration of the Report. 


Minute of dissent by Maulvi Syed Majid Baksh, M.L.C. 

I sign the Report of the Select Committee of the Bengal Relief of Indebtedness 
Bill, IJhiS, subject to the following note of dissent. 

The j)rovision to make the stireties jointly liable to I lie fullest amount of debt 
although the share of debt of u debtor is reduced is unjust liecause it may be in many 
cases the sureties out of a disinterested motive and merely to help a debtor lent his 
name to the joint debt. In such a case it wouhl be too harsh to penalise a surety. 
Ilencte to clause 9A (i) a further sub-clau.se (c) .-should be added for the protection 
of such sureties as mentioned above. Moreover, if the share of debt of an agriculturist 
is reduced, the others sliould not be saddled with more than their share. Clause 
2 (S) (ir) (b) is ambiguous. It. is not clear what sort of arrears of rent is meant. It 
should be cleared up by an amendment. 

Clause 17 (2) (b) is unnecessarily harsh on the debtor because there may be such 
cases where the debtor not knowing that the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act is 
coming to existence may have made a transfer of the property for self-protection. 
Such cases should be provided for. 

In clause 19,\ there should be provision that the decision of the Board shall be 
final. 

The exclusion of three, bitjluis of land for the maintenance of an insolvent debtor 
.should be in addition to his homestead. 


Minute of dissent by Raja Bahadur Bhupendra Narayan Sinha, of Nashipur, M.L.C. 

So far as the objec^t of the Bill is concerned it is laudable. We appreciate the 
motive which has inspired the (lovcrnment to introduce the Bill and to take up this 
vital Question of the province. We cannot but be thankful U) the authorities for re¬ 
cognising the necessity of tackling this problem of Rural Indebtedness. 

But the methods that have been adopted are likely to be of doubtful utility. The 
Ilon’ble Member has cited the case of Bhawiiagorc State, .\mnngst other measures 
adopted to relieve the debt-oppressed khrdu (agriculturist), the Bhawnagore Durbar 
sanctioned a debt redemption scheme depending for its application on the voluntary 
co-operation of the soiccarx (money-lenders) and the indebted khrdii. Rut the Durbar 
was not satisfied by merely passing a new law, but a.s a measure of practical relief, the 
Durbar had sanctioned some money to pay oft the debts. The nominal outstanding 
arrears shown as ow'ing by khedvs in sowcars’ books amounted to Rs. Hfi.'iiS.IXlO, and the 
same have been compounded and compromised under the scheme by the Durbar, pay¬ 
ing on behalf of the indebted khediix Rs. 20,59,000. This is the jiraciical way of solving 
this great problem of problems. If the Government want to give the full benefit of 
the Bill to the indebted agriculturists they must jnovide a loan from the Govej’iimeut 
of India at the usual interest of 3 per cent, and tlien they can lend the money to the 
agricuRurists by way of settling their debts, at a higher rate of interest. If the loan 
from the Government of India canpot be secured, the next course would be to organise

rural banka in each aubdiviaion which can advance money on ihe secuiUy of the laadad 
property, Bui mere passiiig* of the Bill will not achieve the object fully ww euooeae* 
fully. 

It is further admitted that tlie Chandpur Boards had success. But there is much 
difference between the method adopted at Chandpvir, and the one provided in the Bill. 
Three types of Boards are proposed to be s;d up under this Bill. But only the flrat 
type resembles the Boards as set up at Chundpur suMivision whose dutsr had been 
to amicably settle debts on the lines of the Central Provinces and the Punjab Boards, 
ITie power of compulsion jriven to the other Boards is admittedly wider than what 
was recommended by the Board of Enquiry. Secondly, the Chandpur Board has 
selected a few (tases, whereas the Bill would apply to all without exception. So these 
factors should be considered seriously before we launch the Bill. 

I would like to make a few observations with refrard to some of the clauses. 

Rent sliould not be included witliin the purview of the Bill. Ever since the 
permanent settlement and the passinur of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1885, rent has 
been enjoying a special form of sanctity, and the civil courts are not empowered to 
allow instalments in decree for arrears of rent. The inclusion of arreai-s of rent can 
only be considered as a measure of temporary emergency and not as a permanent one. 
Tn the Central Provinces and the I’unjah Acts arreare of land revenue are excluded. 
Tf the analogy of the Central Provinces and the Punjab Acts are strictly followed in 
all their iniplication.s, the claim for arrears of rent to be excluded from the category 
of debt becomes irresistible. 

Tn the award some provision should be made for the payment of current rent. 
From the standpoint of debtor this should be done. If no provision be made, naturally 
the debtor will make default and his holding is liable to sold and the object of the 
Bill will be frustrated. 

A certificate as to the satisfaction of the arrears of rent due by a debtor should 
he a condition precedent to the granting of an award at the instance of the debtor or 
creditor us recommended by the Enquiry Committee. 

Under clause 18, if any creditor fails to com pi v with a notice under sitli-<lause (J), 
the Board will declare that V<he amount of any debt due to him from a creditor on the 
date of such order shall, for the purposes of this Act. be deemed to be the amount 
stated in the statement of debt submitted by the debtor, and that no debt of which the 
(Teditor has failed to submit a statement, other than a debt which the debtor has includeil 
in his statement of debt, shall be payable 

“and such order shall not be (luesiioned in any civil court or in any manner.” 

“If any debtor fails to comply with a notice under sub-section (J), the Board shall 
dismiss the application.” 

There should not be an inviiLous distinction between a debtor and a creditor. 

Clause 2{5)(///) brings rent accruing after the filing of the application till the 
date of determination within the definition of debt. This will directly interfere with 
the collection of rent, ns the time, between the application and the date of determination 
will necessarily be u long one and the debtor will naturally withhold payment of such 
rent on the ground that it will form part of the award. So some pitivision should be 
made to realise rent which has not been mentioned in the application during the 
pendency of the application. 

In clause 2(S){I1I) after the word “when” the following words be added, namely, 
“An application is made under section 9 or 9A’' and the words “A Board determines 
the amount of debts under section 18” be deleted. 

In clause 9(tf) in the last line the words “Sub-section (2) of” he deleted. 

In clause 18(.7) substitute the word “Shall” for the word “May.” 

In clau.se 18, the following proviso be added after suli-cluuse (4): — 

“Provided that if a debtor does not pursue the application after such determination, 
the Board shall, upon the application by a creditor, make an award for tlie entire 
amount so determined or else such determination of debts will cease to subsist and the 
parties will he relegated to the original position.” 

At the end of clause 20 the word “Two years” be substituted for “Ten years.” 

At the cud of clause 22 the following explanation be added; — 

“The words ‘unsecured debt’ in this clause have the same meaning as in the explana¬ 
tion under clause 19.” 

CitU80 28i —At the beginning of the clause add the following words: — 

"Except as provided for in section 23A.” 

At the end of the clause 31<5) add the following: — 

“Unlesfl it is proved to the satisfaction of the civil coui’t that there were sufficient 
reaeons for non-production of the documents liefore the Board.” 
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Mimito of dissent by Mr. Ananda Mohan Poddar, M.L.C. 

I sejid my note of dissent on some of the provision.s of the Bill as settled by the 
Select Committee. 1 reserve the ripht to deal with the other provision.s at proper 
time. 

Public opinion as we find iu the eii'ciilated j)apers is strongly against the various 
provisions of the Bill. Before introducing a measure comprising so many important 
changes iu th.^ existing civil law, it would have been pro])er if the opinion of the 
llon’ble High Court, the highest .Judiciary in the land, as well as of the District Judi¬ 
cial Officers, had been ascertained. This should he done even at this stage and before 
the Bill is put oii the lyegislative anvil. 

Tlie Govei'unient would have done better if it had examined the recommendations 
of the Central Banking Enquiry Committee regartling debt conciliation and ascertain¬ 
ed how far the Government are in a position to act in accordance with tliosc recommen¬ 
dations. I would quote a few observations made by the said Committee in this con¬ 
nection ;—“The general experience recorded in all tlu'se provinces has been that any 
scheme of debt conciliation could not succeed until adecjuate organisation for carrying 
out debt clearance has been built uj), and unless some agency like the Government or 
the co-operative credit societies or laml mortgage lianks where they exist is forthcoming 
to make cash advance to the dcljtors, in order to eiiuhlo tlieiii to j)ay the coiujjound 
debt, at least in part, to the creditor. Tlie Ceiitriil J’rovinces Committee are satisfied 
that many creditors would readily agree to aeeej)! iu full satisfaction of their dues 
considerably h-ss sums if imid down in cash. '1 hey also e.vpress the ho])e that the Dis¬ 
trict Development Boai'ds and those assisting iji the campaign of rural reconstruction 
would l)e able to help in evolving a scheme of debt redpm])1ion. The Punjab Committee 
report that tlieir evidence leads them to believe (liat in many cases the money-lender 
is finding recovery increasingly difficult and is more dis|>osed than ever before to com¬ 
pound his claims. It is tbouglit. tliey say, tiiat be would agree to substantial reductions 
if he were given an assurance that the amount finally settled would be repaid by a 
fixed date without further effort f)u bis ])art; and if is suggested that the best way of 
giving him this assurance would be io allow him to transfer his debt, or such part 
of it as could not be paid at once, to the co-operative society as a deposit wbieli would 
lie rejiayable pari paxrii with the iiistaliueut fixed for tlie debtor, subject to a maximum 
pei'iod of, say, ien years.’’ (Paragraph !)tl of the Bejiort.'i Tt is the duty of the 
Government, to give etfeef as far as possible to the recnniiner.dai ions of the Committee 
set up by the Government for the jiurpose. So far as we have heeji able to ascc'rtain 
from the Hun’ide, Memln'r in charge of the Itill, the Government, of Jteugal are not pre- 
liai-ed to shoulder any financial rc'sponsihilify for the successful working of the proposed 
Act. ’I’liis makc's me very diffident as to flic success of dehf eouciliafion measures iu 
Ifpiigal. 

The Government of Bengal in asking' the erediiors to make sacrifice in order to 
give relief to the debtors are themselves keeping aloof and refuse to find out money 
for the puriiose. This is simply to rob Peter to pay Paul. T am sorrj' to have to 
observe that this rittilude of fhe Government will kill tlie rural credit of Bengal. 

ClflUSB 1, Sllb*ClailS6 (3).—The Bill being an onicrgency measure, the duration ef 
its apjdic'ation sliould be restricted accordingly. If slioubl he jirovided that the Act 
shall remain iu force in a notified urea for a limited period only. 

ClauSO 2, Sllb*ciauS6 (8). —I object to the inclusion of a dec'i'ee or order of a Civil 
Court to the definition of debt except for the purpose of Clause 11) (1) (a), i.e., for 
amicable settlement. 

Clausa 2, sub-clausa (8) (ii). —Debt ineurretl by ail agriculturist for fhe purpose 
of trade should not he included in the definition of debt. 1 want to retain fhe original 
suh-elause (A) (»). 

Clause 3.—The Boards sluiuld he osfahlished in ilistriet towns and at the sub¬ 
divisions and not in the interior. In these days of easy eomnuinieation tlure would 
be little or no difficulty for the parties to attend .such Boards in towns. This will 
jirevent fhe parties from falling into fhe elutehes of fhe village touts. If the Boards 
are situate in the towns away from the rural areas tliey will be free from any local 
influence tlml ma^v be exorcised upon tlieni for either jiarty, wlierens on the other 
hand, if they require, they may avail of legal hclji or of the helji from the iiitelligentsia 
of fhe town. 

Clausa 3, sub-clausa (2). —It is nowhere suggested iu the Bill that the Chairman 
or the members of the Board will be men of judicial or legal experience. Many 
intricate questions of law arise in rent suits and mortgage suits a.s well as on suits 

on promissory notes. The Bill as a ivliole proposi‘s to oust the civil courts of their 

jurisdielion in these days when people cry hoar.se for the separation of executive and 
judicial functions. It is certainly undesirable to divest the civil courts of their juris¬ 
diction and to place civil matters in the hands of laymen or executive or revotiue 

officers who are generally devoid of legal training. The contenijdated Boards that 

will be veste<l with arbitrary power.s may not be iinmune from abuses that arc rampant 
in union courts in rural areas. For these reasons^ the Chairman at least should he a 
person with some judicial experience, and the qualifications of the Chairman should 
be laid down in the Act itself, and not left to be regulated by rules. 
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Clause 12i —The manneT of serving the notice should he embodied in the Act itself 
and should not he left for rules. The notice must be by registered post under this 
(lause as well as under clauses 13 and 23. 

Clause 13, SUlMilaUSe (3). —Under clniiso 9 either the debtor or tlie creditor may 
‘‘Pply to the Board; in the case of the creditor’s application if the debtor defaults, the 
application is to he dismissed; hut in the cuse of tho debtor’s application, if the credi¬ 
tor defaults, llie latter will be made to suffer inasmuch as under clause the amount 

stated in the debtor’s application is to he taken as correct. 

'Phis is against all principles of equity or justice. If you allow the creditor to 
apply, then in all fairness, the same rule should be allowed to prevail and if the debtor 
(lefaiuts, tiie amount slated in the creditor’s application should be taken as correct on 
the analogy of clause 13(2). 

I strongly object to this sort of discrimination. 

Clause 19i —This clause provides for the settlement of debts either amicably or 
otherwise. So far as the settlement is amicable or agreed there is nothing to object to. 
But this clause contemplates ooinjmlsion inasmuch as tlie nou-agreeiiig creditors can 
ho made bound by the terms offered by the debtor under certain conditions. The com¬ 
pulsion introduced under sub-clauses (It) and (c) of this clause should be made milder 
by providing the percentage referred to in clause (h) to be at least fifty per cent, and in 
clause (c) seventy-five jier cent, instead of forty per cent, and sixty per cent, 
respectively. 

Clause 20, —The grant of certificate under this clause is intended to penalise the 
recalcitrant creditor. It negatives the principle of the milder form of compulsion pro¬ 
vided under clause 19(7) (h) and (c) inasmmdi as it gives the Board most arbitrary 
powers by which an offer may be i]n|><)8ed upon the creditor at its discretion without 
any reference to the views of the creditor and if he does not accept ihat offer his claim 
is postponed up to ten years. It ineaus that under the threat of the infliction of clause 
20 the creditor will he made to agree to the terms oll'ered by I lie debtor or by 
the Board, as the case may he. This is out and out compulsion without 
any restriction- and is a most ohjectionahl.* clause in the whole Bill and with this re¬ 
tained, the colour of conciliation is gone. 

It should be delete^. 

Claus6 21i— Ts'ot only tho dwellfu«: house of the insolvent debtor will ho exempted 
from sale hut immovable projierty to the extent of not more than one-third or less than 
one acre of land shall be exempted for his maintenance. 

Provision of this nature is not justifiable. There is no such provision under the 
ordinary law of insolvency. Its inclusion will only defeat the object of insolvency 
procedure and with this safeguard the debtor will readilj' welcome insolvency. 

Even if this is to he, retained, it should not he more than one-thiid wliich in no 
imse would exceed one acre of land. 

Clause 27, —.Joint stock hanks and co-operative credit societies should ho placed 
exactly on the same footing, as both lend out money received from the depo.sitors. 

Clause 34 (1) ,—The (iualification of Appellate Officer sliould he laid down in the 
Aef itself. It is necessary that he should he an experienced judicial officer not below 
the rank of a Suhordinate Judge. 

Clause 37i —The legal practitioners will he debarred from appearing before tlie 
Board and the Appellate Officers. Tntrictutc (juestions affecting the rights of various 
parties will have to he considered h.y the Board and the Appellate Offieers and the 
law.yers will he of great assistance' to fhem. Without the help of the lawyers, the 
parties will not lie projicrl.v leyiresenled and the door will lvt> wide ojjun to village 
touts. 

Clause 46.^The Bill I eaves nian.y things with the Local Government under the 
nile-making clause. The functions of the Legislature .should not he usurped in this 
way. This is undoubtedly very drastic as placing the rights of the creditors and 
debtors at the discretion of a few executive officers of the Local Government. 


Minute of dissent by Haji Badi Ahmed Chowdhury, M.L.C. 

Clause 1 (2). —It should extend^ to the whole of Bengal; if Calcutta is to be 
excluded, I suggest that other municipalities should also be excluded 

Clause 3 (1). —The Local Government may by notificulion establish at least one 
or more D'ebt Settlement Boards in each of the thunas. 

( 2 ) Of the four members to be appointed two must he non-official—one district 
board or local board member who is elected by the agriculturists, creditors, del^ors 
and others. 

Clause 21(1) (b). —Before passing orders for sale of two-thirds of immovable 
properties the consent of the debtor should he obtained; if no cmisent lie given, Board 
should order for repayment of his debts by sale of half of the produce of his 
properties. 
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MlfHilt of tfiatont by Mauhrl Abul QuMom, M.L.C. 

I do not agree with all the provisions contained in clause 9A {2), particularly 
the proviso. An agricultural debtor is being granted relief all right but the person, 
a non-agriculturist, who by standing surety for him helped him to get a loan and tide 
over, his difficulty, is being left to shift for himself. The creditor will proceed 
against him and realize all liis dues from him but he (the surety) will never be able 
to reimburse himself for what he will have to pay on a<‘.count of tlie principal debtor. 
The curious and unfortunate result will he that the man who befriended the agricul¬ 
tural debtor when he was in dire neeel of money will be penalised. This is, to say 
the least, most unfair. The. Hill is designed to help the agricultural debtor, Tint to 
punish his friends in need. 1 am strongly of opinion that the relief wiiich is being 
granted to the debtor should be extended to his surety also. 

The other points on whicdi T differ from the recommendations of the Select 
Committee I will bring tip in the (louncil in the shape of amendments.

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•TATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Before the Bengal Wakf Act, 1934 (Ben. Act XIII of 1934) ia brought into force in whole, 
certain amendments appear to be nc^cesaary. 

The Act does not state who shall decide, in the event of dispute or doubt, whether a parti- 
culrr property is a wakf or not, or whether a wakf is wakf-al-al-aulad or not. It is desrtablc 
that this defect should be remedied. 

Section 9.3 of the Act empowers the Local Government to remove unforeseen diffieulties 
within twelve months from the date on which this Act in whole or in part first came into force. 
The Act came into force in part in December, 1934,only for the purposes of the survey contem¬ 
plated in section 2. The twelve months will expire in Decembi'r, 1935. As unforeseen diffi¬ 
culties may arise when the whole Act is enforced, it is exjx^dient to extend the jwriod from 
twelve months to two years.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. When records-of-rights were prepared for whole districts, many changes were made 
in the unit of survey of rmuza. These units which generally dat^ from the Revenue Survey 
in some cases consisted of a number of disconnected blocks or chaka, and in others were too 
small or too large for administrative convenience : many also had names which were not even 
known to the majority of the residents. The rules for the determination of the new units are 
given in Appendix Rp 217 of the Survey and Settlement Manual, 1917, and rule 225 of that 
Manual prescribes that proceedings will be drawn up in each case of a proposed change. No 
changes were therefore made without issuing notices to the landlonis and tenants and disposing 
of objections and the publication of a notification in the Calcvtta Gazette under section 3(19)(b) 
of tho Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885. After the rocords-of-right-s had been finally published, 
revised jurisdiction lists were drawn up to act as an index to the village maps and new regist¬ 
ers in the forms prescribed in tho Land Registration Manual for the Collector’s Registers 
A and C were prepared in tho Settlement Offices. It has l>een found convenient to use these 
registers in tho coUetorates instead of the out-of-date registers prepaxed years ago but this, 
as tho law now stands, cuiuiot be done without issuing notiees to every co-sharer in a revenue- 
pa 3 nng or rovonue-free estate. Hence it is projxosed to amend section 28 of the Land Registra¬ 
tion Act, 1876, so as to avoid the expense of issuing notices to evei-y landlord about ehaiiges 
in tho register which have no effect on his intomst in the estate as recorded in Register D. 

2. The second paragraph of sesetion 78 of tho Land Registration Act, 1876, exempts 
ijmali tenants from paying rent to tlu> different co-sharer landlords except in proportion to the 
shares of those landlords as n'corded in Itogister D. 

This j>aragrapli is universally ign(jred in practice, bocnu.se there are a largo number of cases 
whore eo-sharoi- landlords by mutual nrrungoment or for some other reason collect rents dis- 
proportifuinte to their real slmies. There is no advantage in leaving this unpraoticablo pro¬ 
vision in the Act and it is accoidijigly proposed to dek*te it.

Minute of dissent by Babu Hem Chandra Roy Choudhuri, M.L.C., on the Bengal Relief 

of Indebtedness Bill, 1935. 

SubHilause (1) (a) of clause 9Ar-As the ancestral assets only, not the personal 
j)ropertie8 of the heirs are liable for the debt, there is no cogent reason for extending 
relief under the jirovisions of the Bill to the heirs of the ancestors, who were not 
debtors as defined in the Bill, simply because one of them happens to be an agricul¬ 
turist. To grant any relief to somebody who is not a debtor within the meaning of 
this Bill is against the principle of the Bill. 1 therefore cannot subscribe to this 
provision of the Bill. 

Clausa 26 (1) (a).—The word “or” should he substituted by “and” for payment of 
the amounts is not alternative. One will follow the other in order of priority. 

Proviso of clause 26 (2) (b)r-The meaning of the proviso is not clear. I am not 
in favour of giving priority to any instalment of an unsecured cieditor when sale 
proceeds are insufficient to meet the whole dues of all of them. They should rank 
equally among themselves for purposes of payment. 

Clausa 29.—The Board is authorised under the clause to stay a suit or other 
proceeding pending before a Civil or Revenue Court and it has also been provided 
that the suit or proceeding shall abate so far as its claim is covered by the decision of 
the Board. But there is no elause in the Bill entitling the deserving creditor to the 
costs of the suit or proceeding and prescribing the procedure to be followed for its 
realisation. Before a decree is passed tor the costs, it will not be a debt, and in that 
case it will be outside the jurisdiction of the Board: even if it be a debt, the amount, 
incurred after the date of the application under clause 9, will not be taken cognisance 
of by the Board. The Civil or Revenue Court cannot give a decree for costs as the 
suit or proceeding will abate. I would, therefore, suggest to empower the Board lo 
take the amount of cost into consideration in giving the award. 

Clause 34.—I do not want to have two sets of appellate officers with two sets of 
qualifications., All appellate officers must have qualification of civil judicial experience. 

Sub-clause (6) refers to revision, but there is no provision in the Bill for applying 
for revision. 

Clause 86.—Provision for review of the decision or order of the appellate officer 
should also be made. 

Clause 37.—One should not be debarred from appearing before a Board simply 
because he happens to be a legal practitioner. It may so happen that a brother may 
be in charge of the money-lending business of his widow-sister or of some brother 
serving at a distant place or that a father or a cousin brother may be guardian of bis 
minor son or brother as the case may be for the management of the properties of the 
minor and if they are not allowed to appear before the Board simply because they 
are legal practitioners, interest of the widow or the minor may suffer. It should, 
therefore, be provided that for good and sufficient reason legal practitioners may be 
jiennitted by the Board to represent a party before it.

Report of the Select Committee on the Bill further to amend the Cantonments Act, 

1924, for certain purposes. 

We, the underaigneil, meiuhers of the Select Committee to which the Hill further 
to iimejul the t'antoiimeiits Act, 1924, for certain purposes was referred, hove consider¬ 
ed the Bill and have now the honour to submit this our Report, with the Bill as 
amended by us annexed thereto. 

2. Having examined the provisions of the Bill, we have come to the conclusion 
that radical alterations in its structure are necessary before we can recommend its 
acceptnnce by the Legislative Assembly. 

1$. Apart from a number of minor changes which are briefly explained in 
notes on individual «dauses, there are four questions of major importance whi<-h we 
propose to discuss at greater length. 

(1) Const it iitioval position of J,ocal Governments. 

4. While accepting the necessity for making it clear that with the inception 
of Provincial Autonomy, the authority of the Central Government must remain 
paramount as regards military administration, we consider that the present alloca¬ 
tion of duties to Ijoeal Governments under the Cantonments Act is suitable, and will 
remain so, from the point of view of pra«‘tical convenience. 

5. The existing powers of superintendence, direction and (ontrol vested in 
the Governor General in Council dej»eiid on s.'ction 45(1) of the present Government 
of India Act, and we feel that we could not do better than to reproduce the wording 
in that section so that it will operate under the new constitution in respect of canton- 
.naent matters. The practical result will he to maintain the present relation between 
the Central and Local Governments under the new constitution in respect of canton- 
®ent matters only. We have, therefore, in place of old clause 75 of the Bill inserted 

‘'inuse 66 which introdtices into the Act a new section 285A on the lines of 
anction 46(1) of the present (government of India Act. At the same time we have 
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removed fix)m the Bill the following old clauses, which were designed to transfer 
specific functions of the Local Government to the Governor General in Council; — 

Clauses 3, 4, 5, 8(6), 8(c), 9(5), 10, 11, 12, 13(o), 13(5), 14, 15(a)(t), 15(5)(«), 15(c), 
16(5) (u), 17, 23, 24(5), 27 (second amendment), 29, 3()(a), 30(c), 31, 32, 
34, 42, 44(tt), 44(5) [second amendment], 46, 47, 49(5), 52, 63, 64(c), 66 
and 73. 


(2) Cantonment Boards. 

6. While agreeing that military interests in cantonments must predominate, 
if the area of each cantonment is taken as a whole, and that therefore the local 
hodies responsible for the administration of cantonments must continue to contain an 
official majority, we consider— 

(a) that statutory provision should be made for some representation of non- 
official interests in all cantonments, instead of only in a limited number 
as at present—in other words, that there should be a Board containing 
an elected element in every cantoiimeut; and 

(5) that statutory provision should also be made whereby the detailed adminis¬ 
tration of bazaar ureas (other than small regimental bazaars) should be 
left as far as possible ttt the elected representatives of the civil popula¬ 
tion, thereby relieving the official niemlwrs of the Bf)ard of much work 
in which they ar.» not directly interested. 


7. We liave given effect to these conclusions in clauses 4 and 10 of the Bill. 
Clause 4 substitutes five new sections for sections 10 to 14 of the Act. In proposed 
section 10, we hav\* laid down the general principle that in every cantonment there 
should be a Board incor])oruted under proposed section 11. I’rojmsed section 13 
provides that in cantonments with a ciA’il population of 2,500 upwards tlie member¬ 
ship of the Board, while retaining the official majority of one, should vary from 
9 to 15 in proportion tr> the civil population. In smaller cantonments the section 
provides, in place of the “corporation sole’’ now ])ievailing, for a Board of three 
members, one of whom is to be elected. 

We recognise that, in tlie’case of— 

(a) military operations; or 

(5) serious administralive troubles, 

it may be difficult to continue the administration of cantonments under the normal 
system of Boards propo.sed by xis, and we, therefore, have made provision in proposed 
section 14 that, in the former (‘asc, the Governor General in (hmmil on his own initia¬ 
tive, and, in the latter case, the Govenior General in Council after cousultation with 
the Local Government, may replace the Board in any cantonment by a Botird consist¬ 
ing of 2 official membeiH and one non-official nominated member. This arrangement, 
however, is limited to a imrmal term of one year, sulbject t<i extension by periods of 
not more than one year at a time after review by th.^ Governor General in Council, 
and subject also to the »!ondition that the Governor General in Council shall be 
bound forthwith to restore the normal regime if th? extraordinary reasons necessi¬ 
tating its abrogation cease to exist. 

8. These changes necessitate certain amendments throughout the Act and the 
Bill. 8om.^ are purely formal. Thus, the word ‘-‘Board” has been substituted for 
“Cantonment Authority” throughout the Bill and the Act {vide new clause 68). 
Similar purely consequential changes are emljodied in the following clauses of the 
Bill as re-drafted: — 

Clauses 2(5), 3,-6, 7, 8, 9, 13, I7(a:) (i), 17(a) (it) (2), IKa) (U) (3), 17 (5), 
24, 30, 34, 37, 38, 39, 52, 54 and 58. 

Of the above-mentioned new clauses, some are not entirely consequential: — 

0. Clause 3.—The special power in section 9 of the Act of modifying the Act 
in its application in certain instances is now confined to cases where a Board is 
superseded under section 64 (when it is obviously essential) and to cantonments in 

Presidency-towns, which were previously regulated by the provisions of section 10(2)_ 

now repealed—the interpretation of which was open to some doubt. 

10. Clause 6. —It is obvious that the provision for a Vice-President in section 
20(2) of the Act eannot apply to the new Boards of three members only. 

11. Clause 9. —Provision has bean made for an authority to prepare the electoral 
roll where the first Board has not as yet come into being. 

12. Clause 13. —Clearly a special quomm is required for Boards of three 
members only. 
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Other amendments, not entirely consequential seem to us necessarily involved in 
the existence of a Board in every cantonment. They are: — 

13. New clause ll(b){i ).—It is not clear that the mere substitution of “Board” 
for “Cantonment Authority” by clause 68 of the Bill as re-drafted would perpetuate 
the disability at present contained in section 28(2)(m) of the Act,whi<!h is a penal clause. 
Hence the amenument. 

14. New clause 14 .—Section 40, whicdi relates to the appointment of a presiding 
officer in emei’gencies, is clearly inapplicable in its present form to a Board of three 
members only and we have suggested an appropriate modification. 

15. New clause 02 .—'This is consequential on the omihsion by clause 4 of the 
Bill as re-drafted of existing 8e<'tion 10(2) of the Act. 

16. New clause 16 of the Bill, as already stated, is designed to secure that the 
administration of haisnui' areas should, as fai' as possible, l>e left to the elected 
members of Boards. We recognise that it is inappropriate to attempt to divest a 
statutory body like a Board of any of its responsibilities. We have however, made 
mandatory provision for the constitution of Bazaar (committees consisting of elected 
members only, trusting that their decisions will, in practice, he respected and upheld 
by the official majority. We also desire to express our hope that the Board as a 
whole, operating with an official majority, will delegate the widest possible duties 
and powers tct these Committees. "We have added a provision that such Committees 
may co-opt su<h ew-ofiric members as the Health Officer and Exe<‘utive Engineer, 
if they desire their expert advi«!e. 


(3) Sanctwn to erection of hvildings. 

17. On the understanding that the intention of Government is not to assert its 
rights to cantonment lands in l)azaar areas, we consider it reasonable that a service 
of Military Estates Officers should he maintained to manage other Government lands 
in cantonments and to protect the rights of Government therein. We are not, how¬ 
ever. ])repnred to accept the pifwisions of clause 56 of the Bill as introduced. 
Proposv=(d sub-sections (3) and (5) of section 181 of the Act. as inserted by that clause, 
are open to the criticism that the Military Estates Officer, by lodging an objection, 
can preclude the (hintonment Authority fmm granting sjinction to build.- W'e 
consider tliat it would suffice if propo.sed sub-section (3) is replaced by a provision, 
on the lines of section 193 (2) of the Punjab Municipal. A<‘t, 1911, that the ('antonment 
Authority ttniif refuse su<‘h sanction where the site coucei’iiecl belongs to (hiverninent 
and the consent of Government is not available, or where Government disputes the 
title to the site; and if proposed sub-section (5) is modified so as to i)rovide that the 
Board should, in ca.ses wliere the site is not undei’ its management, imike a pj’cvious 
reference to the Military Estates Officer in order to ascertnin whether Government 
has any claim to urge. ’ The Military E^tat.^s Officer, in our opinion, .should be 
reipiired to submit his rejily within 15 days, and we have made provision to that 
effect (ride new clause 451. 


(4) Bulk uatcr-.iup/di/ by Governrnevt. 

18. W’^e accept the general prini iple tha'., where Government supplies water 
through the Military Engineer Heivices or the Public Works Dejiartment, such 
supply should be in hulk. We consider, l.owever, that it should he optional for the 
Board to provide its own supply, whereas clause 67 of the Bill as introduced enabled 
the officer of Government to require the (^intonment Authority to take a bulk supply 
of water from Government. We have, therefore, in new* clause 57 secured this 
option, with the proviso that such a supply, if taken, shall be in hulk. Whilst 
securing an option to the Board as a whole, we desire to express the hope that in 
practii^e the official majority will not overrule the wi.shes of the elected members. 

19. We think, also, that some limitation should he placed on the cost to the 
consumer of water so supplied and have provided that it shall not exceed the cxirre- 
sDonding cost in the nearest municipality, the rate paid for the water by the Board to 
(lovemment being waled down to admit of this. Proposed sub-section (2A} provides 
the necessary machinery for adjusting disputes which are likely to arise m connec¬ 
tion with a technical subject of this nature. 

20. Other changes made by us in the Bill are discussed clause by claus.-: — 

New clnv.se 2(a).—We consider it. desirable to qualify the word “structure” by the 

word “roofed”. Otherwise its application would be altogether too comprehensive. 

New clause 2(c).—We are satisfied that the redraft of the definition of “entitl^ 
consumer” is more workable from the administrative point of view than that in the 

Bill as introduced. ^ .. t 

New clause 2(o).—We do not accept the principle of constructive occupation of 
premises through domesti.-, servants, and have omitted references thereto 

Old clause 2(h).-The definition of “tax” in the Bill as introduced is l|kely to 
lead to complications in respect of the power to impose rates, and ^ have deleted it, 
replacing it by an amendment of section 102 of the Act (snde new clause 32). 
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New clause 4 (proposed section 12). —^We accept the proposal that Executive, 
Officers should in future be appointed from a Service of Executive Officers to be 
constituted and controlled by Qovenimeut. We consider, however, that Government 
should share equally with the Boards the expense of the salaries of these officers; 
especially as, even if this recommendation is accepted, there will still be a substantial 
saving to Government as against the existing system. 

We desire also to express the hope that Government, in framing rules for tiis 
new service under proposed section 280 (2) (cc )—new clause 64 of the Bill—will provide 
that, so far as possible, disciplinary effect will be given to the expressed wishes of 
a Board os regards its Executive Officer. 

Neir cUmse 5. —We understand that the intention was to prolong the term of 
office of the elected members of a Board all together, not in«lividually. We also 
consider that such extension should be limited to a period of one year. We have pro¬ 
vided accordingly. 

Old, clauses 13 (c), 15 (a) (ii), 18, H), 20, 35 and 55. —^We understand that Gov¬ 
ernment do not attach imijottance to these provisions of the Bill, and recommend 
their deletion. 

A^ew clause 10. —We see no reason why the electoral qualification laid down in 
section 27 (1) (b) (Hi) should not be extended to persons who have passed the 
Matriculation or equivalent examination of any University. We have also shortened 
the period of disqualification under the proposed second proviso to section 27 (2) from 
five to three years. 

New clause 21. —We consider that a decision of a Board should not he cancelled 
or modified without opportunity being given to the Boaril for showing cause against 
su<-h cancellation or modification. 

New clau.se 22. —In our opinion the initiating auth<»rity for taxation in canton¬ 
ments should, as in most municipalities, be the Board with the previous sanction of 
the liocal Government, and not the liocal Goverament. 

Neu) clause 32. —See note on old clause 2(h) 

New clause 53(c). —We have provided that the fee for a licen(!e should not exceed 
the acdual cost of issuing the licence. 

New clause 56. —This supplies an omission in the Bill to provide an amendment 
to section 264 of the Act consequential on the proposals contained in new clause 57 
of the Bill. 

21. The Bill was published in the (faz-ette of India, dated the fith April, 1965. 

22. We consider that the alterations made by us in the Bill necessitate its le* 
publication and circulation for public opinion. We recognise that, in view of the 
radical revision of the Bill in Sele<‘t (^ommitt.je, modifications thereof may he required 
in the light of opinions obtained in the process of circulation.

A statement explaining, where necessary, the variations in the estimated 
receipts or expenditure compared with the actuals of the i)reviouB .year 
and the revised estimates of the current year shall be appended to the 
budget. 
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(3) The details of the outstaadinf liabilities, if any, at the com> 
menc^inent of the current year shall also be shown in the budget. 


27. (1) After the entire budget estimate of .the municipality has 
been sanctioned by the Commissioners it shall be* submitted to the 
Commissioner of the Division through the District Magistrate not 
later than the Ifjth of January each year. 


(3) A copy of the educatiomil budget estimate of the municipdity 
as sanctioned by the Ooniinissioners shall be forwarded to the Divisional 
Inspeotoi' of Schools. The Divisional Inspector shall, after referring,

(4) In the case of an indebted municipality in respect of which an 
order under section 110 has been made, the Oommissioner of the Division 
shall sanction the budget before the Ibth of February. 

In such indebted municipalities the Commissioners shall have power 
to vary or altei' the budget under sub-section (,'i) of section 112 subject 
to the following condition, viz., that transfer from one major head to 
another shall not he made without the previous saiictictu of the Com¬ 
missioner of the Division. 


(6) Proposals for sanction of reappropriations whether submitted 
to the Commissioners at a meeting or, uiuler clause 4 of this rule to 
the Commissioner of the Division shall be in Form 2. 


28. The minimum closing balance of each municipality shall not 
ordinarily be less than one-sixth of the aggregate expenditure on 
account of the establishment and fixed monthly (iharges for the whole 
year, i.e., charges on account of establishment, scholarships, contribu¬ 
tions, rents and other recurring charges other than loan, or the total 
average charges for two mofiths. 
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Subsidiary accounts of special rates. 

29. A separate account shall be prepared in Form 6 showing the 
receipt, charges and balance on ac-,count of each of the following rates, 
namely, the water-rate, lighting rate and conservancy rate. 


In the fonii of budget estimate and the quarterly and annual accounts 
to be prepared for publication all sums received by the Commissioners 
shall be treated as forming one Municipal Fund. In appropriating the 
funds at their disposal the Contmissioners shall conform to the special 
provisions as contained in section 111. 


30. The credit balance of each of these accounts shall, except a.s 
provided in section 111, be canied forward and not appropriated for 
general purposes, but if there is a continuous debit balance, it may 
be cleared by adding the deficit to the receipts as a contribution from 
the genei'ul fund. The direct receipts and charges for the quartei' 
will be transcribed from the quarterly and annual accounts. The 
proportionate share of the annual cost of collection and aupeiwision 
and of the keejiing of ac<'Ounts worked out on the ratio fixed by the 
Ootnmissioners at a meeting uiuler section 111 of the Act, shall be 
entered in column 7 of Form o, without distuibing the classification 
in the quarterly and annual accounts. For example if a proportionate 
share of the cost of collei’tion is to he charged against the water-rate, 
it will be, entered in column 7 ot h'orin 5, but the full ceisl of collection 
shall continue to be shown in Form 90 under the head “32—Follecti.m 
of taxes,” and'not proportionately under that head and “Cl—"Water- 
supply.” The same rule a{i>plies to the proportionate distribution of 
-eceipts to the credit, of the subsidiary funds. 

Note 1 .—For the determination of the proportionate share of the cyil- 
lection and supervision charges the following heads of expenditure shall 
be taken into account: — 


(1) office establishment, including provident fund contribution ainl 
contingencies; 

(2) establishment for collection of taxes including provident fund 
contribution; 

(3) other charges on account of collection of taxes; 

(4) printing charges; 

(5) • law charges ; 


(6) Public Works Department establishment or Sanitary Injector’s 
pay according as the Public Works Department staff or the Sanitary 
Inspector supervises the work of water-supply/lighting; 
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(7) charges for tlie HeaUh Ofiicers and Sanitary Inspeolors for con¬ 
servancy fund. 

Vote -The term “proportionate” occurring in section 111 is 
interpreted to mean that the shares of the cost of collection and super¬ 
vision should he based on the ratio which the income of the fund b^rs 
to the total levenue from all sources. 

‘11. An ahstract account in Fomi 5 showing the estimated opening 
and closing balances and receipts and expenditure pertaining to each 
rate as shown in the estimates for the ensuing year, shall he annexed tc- 
the budget. Similar figures showing the estimated balances and expen¬ 
diture out of any loan granted by the Government shall also be shown 
in this abstract. When a proportion only of certain receipts and charges 
is taken into the account of any particular rate or fund, the necessary 
information shall be furnished in the “Remarks” column of the form. 


CHAPTER ill. 

COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


General. 


32. The duties a.s.signed to the Vice-Ohairman in these rules may 
under tlie written order ot the ('hairiiuin, be j)erformed by the Execu¬ 
tive Officer or the Secretary. 


The municijKility shall be divided by the Chairman, with the 
approval of the (■ommissioner.s at a meeting, into (xrllocting (drcles by 
a jalculatiou Inised on the ground to be traversed and the number of 
bills to be delivered. Each circle .shall be numbered and to each circle 
shall be apperiuted a sarkar. The collecting circles shall b(^ as compact 
as possible, and so arranged as to distribute the work of tax collecting 
evenlj among the sarkars. ?so collecting circle shall contain more 
hotises than can be vi.sited by one sarkar during the working days ot a 
month. 
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Whenever rates, rents or other dues are not received in the Muni¬ 
cipal Office as c-onteiuplated in s.^ction 152, the Commissioners shall 
arrange for the verification of at least ten per cent, of the receipts 
granted to the payers with the (lujilicate copies filed in the office and 
for the eni|Xiiry in not less than 10 per cent, cases in which taxes have 
been outstanding. This verification shall, in no case, he .entrusted to 
the (Collection or Assessment Department. 


<14. The circles having been determined and the assessment list 
under section 147 having been ijublishod, the Assessment Agister and 
the Demand and Collection Registers shall be opened, separate Imoks 
lieing used for each circle. 


35. All changes in tlie demands shall Ixi entered in an Assess- 
meiii Register from wliich the Demand and (Collection Hegister shall 
he posted. The bills shall l>e prepared from the I>emand and Collec¬ 
tion Register in which the .satisfaction of the bills by collection or 
remission shall be noted. The details of the totals of the bills on 
completion shall be compared with the entries in the Assessment 
Register for the quarter. For each officer entrusted with the collec¬ 
tion of “rates” an account or hsiger is to be kept in which he will 
Ije debited with the demand for the quarter as shown in thi- Demand 
and Collection Register and credited with the collections and remis¬ 
sions. These accounts are to he closed and balanced monthly and 
the totals of the several accounts are to lie brought together in the form 
of a progre.ss statement to show the stale of the entire collections. 

36. If there is a separate Assessment Department, Assessor or any 
other officer in charge of the Assessment Department shall keep the 
Assessment Register and the Mutation Register ami jueparc the jiiogress 
statement while the Collection Dejiartmeut shall deal with collections, 
lemissions and warrants and jwst the settlement of demands in the 
Demand and Collection Register. Tlie sarkars who are employed on 
the actual work of collection shall not, however, he allowed to have 
access to the Assessment Register and the Demand and Collection 
Register. The Accountant or Head Clerk shall in every case iheck 
the remissions and the progress statement. The Vue-Chairmun shull 
so apportion the duties between the Head (Jlerk or A<’Countant and the 
tax-collector as to provide for a eross-eheck over the Colleidiou Depart¬ 
ment. Where there is no separate Assessment Department the Assess¬ 
ment and Mutation Registers shall he kejit by the Head (3erk or 
Aeeountant. 

37. No coll.’eting sarkar should lie in charge of a iMJcle for a con¬ 
tinued period of more, than two years. When a sarkar is (^hanged the 
outgoing sarkar .shall prepare a list of outstandings which, after check 
by the tax-collector, will he made ovei- to the relieving sarkar. Once 
the latter receives this list the responsibility for the collections will he 
entiiely his.

Assessment List. 

38. The asBessment list shall bo prepared in Form 3, and kepi 
in bound volumes. As soon as a revision of valuations is made in o 
municipality columns 1 to 8, and 10 to 12 of the assessment list shall 
be filled in. Notices of assessment shall at the same time be issued 
to all concerned under section 147 (2). The dates of (i) service of the 
notice, (m) receivinp objections apainst new assessments, (Hi) the <lisposal 
of the objections by the Assessment Review Committee and (iv) the 
correction of the Assessment Repister and the final valuation fixed by 
the Assessment Review Committee sliall be duly noted in columns 13, 14. 
15, 17 and 9, respectively. 

Assessment Register. 

39. The Assessment Register shall he in Form 4. A sejmratc 
volume .shall be assigned to each collecting circle. Columns 1 to 6 
shall he filled up from the assessment list. Sufficient si>aco shall be 
left between each name for entering revisions and spaces may also 
ho loft at the end of each street or m^alla or other convenient interval 
for the insertion of new holdings brought under assessment. 

40. The columns showing the annual value and iiuarterly demands 
in the Assessment and Demand and Collection Registers shall he 
totalled at least a month before the beginning of the first qtiartor of 
the year from which the revised assessment will take effect. The 
totalling may, if it ho found convenient, be made by .suljdivisions, but 
these subsidiary totals must he carried forward or summed on a separ¬ 
ate ]Migo of the As.sessraent Register and the Demand and Collection 
Register, so as to amve at the total of the circle. When the total 
has Ijeen stnick, the Vice-Chairman, Secretary or a Commissioner 
appointed for the purpose shall carefully compare the entries in columns 
I to .5 with the assessment list and with the orders of the Assessment 
Review Committee under section 149 and shall sign the register in token 
of having matle the comparison. 

41. Any reduction alloweil after the writing up of the Assessment 
Register and liefore the totalling up of the quarterly duos shall be 
entered in the assessment list and the entries relating to the annual 
value and the quarterly instalment shall be duly corrected in the 
Assessment Register hut all suhseijucnt alterations decided upon by 
the Assessment Review Committee shall be noted in the columns for 
subsequent revisions. 

42. The Assessment Register is the iirincijial record of the Assess¬ 
ment Deimrtment and the officer-in-charge of the department shall 
lie responsible for seeing that it is correctly prepared, and that all 
alterations therein are attested by the proper authority. 

43. The Vice-Chairman shall see that the Assessment Register and 
Demand and Collection Register are free from erasures; no altera¬ 
tions shall be made in them except under the initials of the Vice- 
Chairman or other officer empowered to sign for him. 

Abstract of Demand. 

44. (1) The total originally struck in the Assessment Register 
in accordance with rule 40 .shows the demand for the first quarter of 
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the aBseesmont. For subsequent quarters the demand shall be arrived 
at and agreement effected thus:—

These entries may Iw made in continuation of the original total struck 
in the Demand and Collection Register or this may be noted in an 
al>siract on the opening {xige.

(2) If the percentage on the.valuation at which the tax is levied 
is changed under section 135 during the currency of the assessment the 
Assessment Register shall be corrected in accordance with section 138. 


Petitions. 

45. I’etitions for review of assessment under section 148 shall, if 
possible, be presented in forms of a uniform pattern and Form G may 
be used for the purjiose. 

46. Such petitions shall be registered in Form 7 by means of which 
the progress made in dealing with them shall be watche<l. 

Note .—The Assessment Review Committee shall try to dispose of 
expeditiously all petitions against as8e.ssinents. A rejKirt showing the 
number of petitions filed, the number disposed of and the numlau' pend¬ 
ing with reasons for the delay in tlieir disposal, if any, shall be sub¬ 
mitted by the tax-<Mdlector liefore the (^nniiiissioners at a meeting 
every month. 

47. All a|>pliculions for reduction or remission of rates under 
section 141, all proposals subinitt.^d liy the Cidlection Department for 
remission of irrecoverable taxes under section Ki.'l shall, after entry 
in Form 7, be made omu- for en(|uiry to the f'haiiman or to a Com¬ 
missioner or to any other officer duly authorised by the Commissioners 
at a meeting to conduct such en(|uiry. 'I'lie nature and results of the 
eiifjuiry and the orders passed thereon by the A.ssessm.uit Review Com¬ 
mittee appointed under section 149 or l»y the (\unmissioners at a meet¬ 
ing, as the case niay be, shall b.^ rei-orded in Form 7 under the initials 
of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Exemitive Officei' or Secretary. 
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Changes in the Demand. 

48. All perinaueut alterations in the deinaud, whether hy ijirreases 
by assessments or the enhancement of the existing assessments 
or as decreases by the cancellation or reduction of existing assessments, 
shall be recorded in the Mutation Register in Form 8. 

4!). 'I’his regis<.^u- shall he writlen uj) I'roin the orders )»assed by 
(he revising auihoritv or troni tlie intermediate assessment lists or 
orders issued under clauses (r), (r/), (f) and (jj) of sub-seetion (7) of 
section 188^ of (lie Act, and shall be totalled at the close of eo<-h 
i|uarter. 'Phe total of the increases shall then be added to the jn-evious 
ipiarter’s demand and fioin the sum shall be deducted the total of 
decreases so as to work out the demand of each (juarter. 

A'o/.c.-—When the j)ercentage on the annual value at which any rate 
is to be levied is altered under secti»)n 148 (7) tc). a list showing the 
nuinVr of holdings, annual value and the jevised (|uarteily tax shall 
be prepared and totalled. To minimise clerical labour the total 
amount of this list in.stead of each individual holding may be shown 
in the Mutation Register or directly in the abslra<’t of demand referred 
to in rule 44(7). 

bO. As soon as the revising order has been passed and registered 
it shall 1>B made over to the assessor or other officer in charge of the 
Assessment Register, who shall correct the demand and shall give a 
certificate on the order to the following effect: 

“Certified that the corrections in the demand directed by these 
ci-ders have been entered in the Assessment Register.” 

The order shall then be placed in file with the other orders of the 
same quarter. 

50A. The alteration in the demand to be ent.^red in the Mutation 
Register (Form 8) will not be retrospec(iv<‘, ex<'ept in (he «'ase of 
general or interinediat.} a,s.sessment of holdings when (he alteiittion will 
take effect fj'om the (piarter from which the assessment was made. 

51. If the valuation finally se(tle<l upon by the Assessment Reviety 
Committee be greater than the old valuation, the difference between 
the quarterly rates now fixed and the old rates realised, if any, under 
section 151 sliall be realised from the quarter from which the assessment 
was given effect to. 'Phe supplein.mt.ary In'lls for the arrear dues shall 
be entered in the “Demand and (’ollection Register" of the circle below 
the totals id' the (|uar(er in whiidi these supplementai’y bills are i.ssued. 
On the other hand, if the (|Uarterly rates finally fixed by the Assess¬ 
ment Uevi.^w (Committee be less than the rates realised, if any, the 
amounts realised in excess shall be noted in the Register of I’ates 
refundable (Form 19) and set off by adjustment with the consent of 
the payee against his ilues, if any, by debit to A5—Refund and credit 
to the proper receipt head or refuinled to him on his presenting a bill. 

Bill Forms. 

52. Bills foi- municipal rates shall be in Form !). 'Phe totals of 
the hills shall be entereil both in words as well as figures. The bills 
shall 1)0 in duvdicaio and they shall be filled up in the Collection 
Doijartinent or in the Assessment Department by the carbon process

from the Demand and Collection Register. Before the bills are issued 
they shall he compared with the Assessment Register by the Secretary 
or Accountant who shall record a certificate in the fly-letif of each 
book that the comimrison has l)oon made and that the details shown 
in the bills are correct. 


Receipt Forme. 

58. When the tax is paid tlu' tax-collector or sarkai' shall prani a 
receipt in Eorni 10. The sarkar shall fill up the form in duplicate 
by the carWn process and shall retain the duplicate copy. Part pay¬ 
ment of (piarterly taxes shall not be accepted. When an objection 
to an assessment or valuation has been mad© under section 148 and 
has not lieen finally determined, rate shall be paid on the previous 
n.sscssmeut or valuation. In case of new holdings rates shall be real¬ 
ised on the new assessments and refunded, if necessary, under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 151, after the disposal of the objection by the 
Assessment Review Committee. 

;)4. The forms shall be numbered conseiulively for the year and 
shall he bound up in books of KM) duplicate forms each. Both the 
original and the du])licate shall bear the same number wbicli shall be 
printtMl. The Vice-Chairman or the Secretary shall .sign on the back 
of each receipt l>ook, a certificate stating the number of fonns contained 
in it. Only one book shall be given to a sarkar at u time and until 
the book thus i.ssued has been used up no new book shall be given 
out. Receipt forms should not generally be printed in a local firm. 
If in special cases they are printed in a local firm, iKirticular care 
should he taken to see that extra forms may not l>e printed and used 
improperly by the collecting’ staff. 

55. It it is considered undesirable to empower sarkais to sign 
receipts on behalf of the municipality the receipts shall be in triplicate, 
of which one would lie a temixirary receipt signed by the sarkar and 
printed with a caution that the tax-fiaver should complain to the 
Chairman or Vice-(’hainnim if the formal receipt signed by the proper 
authority did not reach the tax-payer in a reasonable time, .say a week. 
The permanent receipt would lie signed or stamped by the Chairman 
or Vice-Chaiiman after the sarkar’s accounts have been checked and 
delivered to the tax-payer in the course of the sarkar'.s daily rounds. 
The third ixirtioii would lie the counterfoil for record in the office. 


Demand and Colleotion Register. 

5(1. 'i’lie Demand and Collection Reglst.-r shall he prepared in 
I'Virm 12 from the Assessment Regi.ster and shall also show any 
outstanding dues noted in the previous Demand and (<oll(wtion Regis¬ 
ter. The total of all out.standing dues shall lie agreed with the total 
of the old arrears and the arrears for the previous year .as shown in 
the sarkar’s ledger of the circle. 

The column “Amount of tiuarterly tax” shall lie totalled and 
checked with the demand for the same quarter through the alistract ol 
demand and until thosj agree and their agreement has lieen certified to 
hy the Vice-Chairman, Executive Officer or Se(retar>’ in lioth registers, 
the bill shall not be issued for collection. 
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The satisfaction of the dues current or in arrears by payment or 
remission shall be postetl daily in the Demand and Collection Register 
by the tax-collector or liis assistant and the Vice-Chairman shall see 
that the work does not fall into arrears. Collecting officers other 
than the tax-collector or his assistant shall not have any access to these 
registers. At the end of each (juarter all the money columns showing 
the collections and remissions in the Demand and Collection Register 
shall be totalled, after posting all collections and remissions and the 
total collections, remissions and balances of each (juarter shall be 
checked and agreed with the total collection, remission and balances 
in the sarkar’s ledger of the circle and the agreement shall be (certified 
by the Vice-Chairman himself on both the registers. If any differ¬ 
ences are found they must be reconciled immediately either by tracing 
the error or recovering from the tax-collector or snrhar any deficiencies 
for which they are unable to account. If the scrutiny lead to the 
detection of any embesssdement the facts shall be immediately reported 
to the Examiner of iKical Accounts in accordance with rule 20 of these 
rules. 


Rsmissiofi Ragistar. 

57. Every remission of taxes, rates, fe^s or tolls sanctioned under 
the Act shall be entered in a register in Form 21. The period for 
which remission is granted shall always be clearly stated. If many 
remissions are granted by one order, either as a 1-gal redmdion on 
account of vacanc.y, or any other cause, or to clear the account of 
irrecoverable demands, the amounts to be remitted shall be eiitt^red in 
remission orders in Form 20. The total of these lists shall he given 
Imth in words and figures when they are passed hy the revising authority. 
The revising authority shall certify on the list in Form No. 20 the 
total amount remitted both in words and figures and only the total 
amount of each class of rates and taxes will he entered in Form 
No. 21. Irrecoverable taxes shall be remitted periodically, say once in 
ev.^ry (inarter of a year and not towards the close of the year when 
proper entiuiry as to the merits of each case is rendered impossible 
owing to insufficiency of lime. 

r>8. All remissions or reductions of rates granted by the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting on account of excessive hardship under section 
141 shall be noted in the Register of cases of excessive hardship 
(Form Kit to see t.hut the remissions or reductions are not continued 
beyond one year without the fresh sanction of the Cbmmissioners at a 
meeting. 

Note .—Remissions or reduction.s on account of exce8,sive hardship 
under section 141 shall not he grunted with retrospective effect. 

.59. All remis-sion orders shall be numbered serially in accordance 
with the serial number of Form 21 and shall be kept in a guard file and 
an index to the file of remission order shall b.^ kept in the Remission 
Register. Copies of the Remission Register shall lie supplied to each 
sai'knr for correcting the bills. 
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Daily Register of Ooileotions. 

60. The saikar shall maintain a register in I’orm 14 (with the 
♦■ountarfoil left out) in duplicate in which the details of <‘ollection 
of the day shall he entered by the carbon process and the total of 
each day’s collection struck. As an alternative the chalans (Form 
14) may be Imund in botiks with blank counterfoils. Each sarkar 
shall maintain a separate cbalan btmk in which the details of collection 
shall be entered every day by the collecting sarkar and the total of 
each day’s collection straclc. Collections made by cash apd by cheques 
shall be separately entered and totalled. 


Collection of taxes. 

6J. A bill shall be presented for payment as soon as possible within 
three months of the date on which the sum to which it relates became 
due. No bill will contain a sum which became due three months or 
more before the date of presentation. The tax-collector shall commence 
the .service of the bills at the l)eginning of the quarter by making 
over to each of the sarkai’s one or more bill books of his circle ft>r 
delivery to the rate-payers. The sarkar shall go round with the bill 
books and also with a bound book of receipt forms and shall serve 
the original bill, after adding the date, on the tax-payer and note on 
the duplicate also the date on which the bill was served. As soon 
as the tax is paid he shall fill in the iwinted receipt and m^e over 
the original cmpy to the tax-payei , lie shall at the same time note 
the fact and date of x»vment against the demand in the duplicaU' 
copy of the bill. The sarkar shall return to tl»e municipal offitx* either 
every day or, if i)ermitted by the Vice-(-hairman, every alternate day 
and shall deliver to the tax-collector all the money h<* has collected, 
together with the I>aily Collection Register, and the receipt book 
in his po.ssession. The tax-collector or bis assistant shall check the 
account by comjKuing the credits with the duplicate of receipts and 
after initialling the latter, be shall cursorily run through the Ixroks 
and see that there arc no duplicates from which the original receipts 
are missing which have not been initialled by him or his as.sistant. 
He shall then total tlu* register and .see that it corro.s^nds with the 
money given to him by the .sarkar and if all is in order ho shall furnish 
a receipt on the duplicate or the counterfoil of the chalan stating 
in lioth words and figures the amount actually received by him with his 
dated signature and retain the chalan which shall be filed in a guard 
file after the Demand and Collection Register has been posted. The 
duplicate chalan or the counterfoil shall be hand^ over to the sarkar. 
The tax-collector shall then post the amount received from each sarkar 
into his cash book. 

62. Every item of collection or of remission shall lie posted daily 
in the Demand and Collection Register from the sarkar’s daily 
(iollectioii chalans— Form No. 14—or from the order of remission 
relating to tha various holdings, and the Vice-Chairrnan shall i'e 
responsible for seeing that the postings of cndlection or remission of 
taxes in that register do not fall into arrears. The lollecting sarkar 
shall not be allowed to have access to the Demand and Oollei'tion 
Register. 
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Stook Account of Receipt Forme. 

03. The VicH-(.!liuirmaji or Swrelary shull kae]» the 8<oc‘k of re<!eipl 
lKX>kg in hi« personal custixly and under lock and key and they shall 
only be issued under his orders. 

G4. All llie receipts and issu.^s shall Ire entered in a register in 
Form 13. When a receipt hook is made over to a collecting sarkar, the 
V'^ice-t’hairinan or Se<Teturv shall take his signature in the register. 

Go. When a receipt hook has heen used up the sarkaj' shall return 
it to the Vice-Chainnan or Se(uetai*y who before issuing a fresh book 
.shall see (1) that no i»age has been extracted, and (2) that in the case 
of cancelled form,s the original and dujdieate copies are in the book and 
have been cancelled. For eac.h Imok returned the officer receiving it 
shall grant a receipt to the sarkar. The suriilus forms which will be 
few in immher if projasr caie is taken in making the estimate and 
indents, shall l)e destroyed under the i)er8onal supervision of the Vice- 
Ohairinan or Secretary at the end of each year. If, however, any 
entire Ismks of forms are unu.sed, they may he used in tlic next ycai’. 


Sarkar's Ledger. 

GG. The sarkar's ledger sliall be kept in Form 17 ami shall he 
posted hy tlie tax-collector or head clerk. One such register shall he 
kept for each circlt* of collection. The entries uml.'r the heading 
“('ollections” shall he filled up from the daily total in the Daily 
(Collection Jlegister under the various ([uarteily ((dniuns ami the 
monthly totals of remissions posted in the ap]U'0])riatc rodumns from 
the Remission Register. 


Progress Statement. 

G7. 'J'h( sarkar’s ledgers shall be closed and balanced at the end 

(if each month and the totals of the collection and remission shall then 
he posted into the progress statement, in Form 18. Tf there is only 
om> circle, however, this will not he necessary, as Form 17 may he 
made to seiwe the purpose. 

G8. 'I'he demand .shown in this statement will he the aggregate 
dmnand up to date of the current year and the balance of demand 
of })revious years outstanding at the end of the last year. The collec¬ 
tions and remissions shall be taken from the sarkar’s ledger and the 
[.reviouH months’ progress statement. The collections of the month 
shall l>e verified by the accountant with the Abstract Register ot 
R.'ceipts and the cashier's cash-book, and the remissions with tlie 
Remission Register or file of remission orders. If any discrepamdes 
are noticed, the accounts of the month shall be re-checked until the 
errors are delected and rectified. As soon as the correctness of tlie 
progress statement has been proved l>y the accountant he shall sign it ami 
lay it l)efore the ViciO-Cluiirman and when it has been pas.sed and signed 
by the Vice-Chairman, it shall be placed with the sark.ar’s ledgers 
before the next ordinary meeting of the Commissioners. 

09. The progress statement represents the .state of the <!ollection 
accounts as a whole and sarkar’s ledgers of each circle separately. 
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Wumuiti. 

70. It' the tax, rate, fee (»r toll is not paid on the presentation of 

ti l)ill a Notice of Deinanil in Form B pretteribed by Notification 
No. 6131 M., dated the 11th November 1933, under clause 
(c) of section 215, with a copy of the bill shall be served on the 
person liable to pay tlie same. It a demand is realized at this stage, a 
receipt in Form 10 or in Form 42 will be gmnted by the person serving 
til? Notice of Demand if he be authorized to receive any money. 

When 16 days shall have elapsed after the delivery of a Notice of 
Demand and the sum due is not paid within this i)eriod'or sufficient 
cause is not shown to the Commissioners for not paying the same, the 
(’omniissioners should issue a wari-ant of distress under section 166 < t 
the Act which will he taken to the defaulter’s house hy an officer 
cJiarged with its execution hy them and if the demand as well as the tee 
I)iescrilH>(l hy law for th.* warrant expenses he not then satisfied, the 
said officer shall make an attachment of the defaulter’s property in the 
manner laid down in section 157 i)reparing an inventory of all goods 
and chattels so attached and inoclalining a notii^e. of sale by beat of 
ilruni. Every warrant issu.^d for this juirpose shall be recorded in a 
register in Form 22. 'I'he Chairman or Vice-t’hainuan shall initial 
the register when signing the warrunts. One Notice of Demand may 
cover several bills which have been duly presented, provided a copy 
of each bill is attached to that notice. An item included in one Notice 
of Demand may not lie included in any subsequent demand notice and 
no Notice of Demand may be presented twice. 

71. All outstandings shall be regularly reviewed and systematic 
action taken to isSue warrants within the time limit prescribed by 
section 156. Where, however, *for special reasons it is considered that 
warrant should not lie issued, the Vice-Chairman’s written order shall 
be taken and .serially filed in a guard file. 

72. I’he officer charged with the execution of warrants shall pul his 
initials in the warrant register in token of having received the warrants 
in question. When he credits realization or returns any warrants the 
tax-collector or the officer in charge of the Warrant Department .shall 
credit him with the amount of the svarrants returned or the collections 
credited. All warrunts should he returned to the office within one 
month from the date of receipt by the officer charged %vith the execution 
with his remarks thereon. The Vice-Chairman or the officer in charge 
of the Collection Department shall consider the remarks recordeil on 
the unexecuted warrants and direct what further action should he taken 
for the realization of the dues. Tf it be deemed necessary to file civil 
suits for recoveiy of the dues, a list of such leases with reasons for not 
being able to recover the same without suits-should be submitted liefore 
the Commissionei-s at a meeting for orders. 

73. Amounts realized by Ihe seizure and sale of property shall lie 
entered in the Register of Distraints in Form 23. 

Warrant Dapartment 

74. The jirocedure prescribed in the preceding rule presupposes 
the service ol warrants by tbe sarkar. If there is a separate Warrant 
Department the arrear demands transferred to that department shall 
be deducted from the balance of the sarkar’a ledger and be treated as a 
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H^arate circle or curcles of oollectiou. Each warraut sarkar or the 
officer charged with the exe<5ution of a warrant shall keep a (wllection 
re(gister in Form 14 and the progress of his work shall he embodied 
in a ledger in Form 17, the monthly totals of which will be embodied 

in the progress statement in Form iS. The remissions and collections 

shall either continue to be shown in the original Demand or Collection 

Register or separate registers may be opened for the Warrant Depart¬ 
ment, the letter “W” being entered in the original Demand and 
Collection Register against the demand transferred. The latter course 
need be adopted only when there is a complete division between the 
Collection and Warrant Departments. 


TaxQK paid at offloe. 

75. 'I'he lax-C(?llector assisted by a sufficient number of t lerks shall 
roinain in the municipal office at a counter each day during the office 
hours fixed by the Commissioners under section 152. In the event 
of the taxes being paid at the municipal office, the tax-collector shall 
deal with the transaction preci.sely as the collecting sarkar does. For 
this purpose a separate receipt l)ook in I’onn 10 shall be kept by the 
tax-collector from which a receipt shall be furnished for each payment. 
.Ml collections thus made shall l»e entered in a daily collection chalan 
(Form 14) and credited to the cushier’s cash-hook on the very day 
of coll.action. 


CHAPTER IV. 

LICENSES. 

General. 

70. The following general rules shall apply to all licenses pre¬ 
scribed by the Act or rules made thereunder. 

77. The Commissioners at a meeting may appoint a suitaide person 
to he a Licensing Officer for the purpose of rules 76 to 94. 

78. No person other than the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Executive 
Officer, Secretary or a Licensing Officer appointed under rule 77 shall 
receive any application for a license from any person who is required 
to take out a license under the Act. 


License Inspectors and quarterly statements. 

79. One or more 1 defense lns]>ector8 .shall appointed in munici¬ 
palities in which any licenses are issued under this Act. They snail be 
required to submit ]»eri()di<jil statements at the beginning of each 
(juarter lor each kind of license separately show'ing all persons, liable 
to the payment of the fee or tax. 

80. The person or persons in charge of the Incense Department 
on receipt of the almve statements shall locally verify some of them and 
enter the demands of license fees or taxes in the Register of Licenses 
(Form 27). The names of the licensees shall be entered therein and an 
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alpltabeliual iudex ahall be prepared thereto. Deniauds for fees for each 
kind of liceiieeB including the tax on carts shall be entered in separate 
pages or in a separate volume. All collection or remission of demands 
or action taken for the recovery shall be noted in this register. 

81. Bills for license fees or taxes shall be pj-epared from the License 
Register in Form 61 and presented to the parties within three months 
from the date on which they become liable for payment of license fees. 


Payment of iioonaa fee or tax. 

82. A license shall not be granted until the fee or tax for the 
license is paid. 


Forms of lioansa. 

83. A license shall be granted in Fonn 24, Form 25, or Form 26 
according to the nature of the license. 

84. All license forms shall Iw l>ound in counterfoil boohs. Kach 
book shall contain 100 forms and no book shall be brought into use 
until all the forms and counterfoils have been consecutively machine 
numbered. 

Only one Imok for each purpose for which a separate book is 
required shall be issued by the Vice-Chairman or Executive Oflicer or 
Secretary at a time, and until the book thus issued has been used up, 
no new book shall be issued. 

The receipt and issue of all license forms shall be recorded in a Stock 
Register (Form_ 11) and on no account shall loose unnumbered license 
forms be kept in the office. 


Application for, and grant of, lioensos. 

85. On application by any person who is required to lake out a 
license under any section of the Act or by rules under the Act the 
person or persons in charge of the Licen.se Depaitment shall, on rei eipt 
of the fee, fill up a license with its ••ounterfoils in Forms 24 or 25 or 

>nay be, and issu,^ the license. The progressive totals 
of the license fees received shall be entered at the foot of each counter¬ 
foil, as the <ounterfoils ar.« filled up and the licenses issued. The 
total shall be entered at once and not be put off till the en«l of the day. 
The total receipts on this account which should agree wifh the last 
totid on the counterfoils for the day shall he brought to account in the 
cashier s cash-book and remitted to the treasury in the usual way The 
person or periwns in charge of the liicense Department shall also enter 
th.^ details of the license in the appropriate section or volume of the 
register of licenses (Form 27). 

86. fn the case of a license applied for under sections 370, 405 (m:) 
and 407, the pemm or persons in charge of the License Department 
hafore receiving the fee shall make such enquiries or inspection as he 
may deem necessary, or as may be prescribed by the Commissioners at 
a meeting. He shall then report the case to the Chairman unless he is 
empowered to deal with it himself. 
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Check cf licensee. 

87. At the entl of each luuuth the jiersou or jrtnous in charge of the 
License Department shall examine his register of licenses to se?. that 
every person who is required to take out licenses has been served with 
bills and in each case in which a license is reijuired to be taken out 
but has not been applied for, action under sections 155 to IGO shall 
be taken oi- it nec-essary a report about the c'ase submitted for older to 
the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, the Executive Officer, the Secretary or 
the Commissioners at a meeting. 

When a license taken out for one year or half-year is not renewed in 
the subsequent year or half-year, brief reasons shall be recorded in the 
register under the initials of the Vice-Chairman. 

At the end of the year the person or persons in charge of the 
License Department shall cause the details of all unexpired licenses 
to be carri.'d forward into the register for the following year. 

Conditions of licenses. 

88. Licenses shall be granted exclusively in the name of the 
licensee and are not transferable. 

At the expiry of the period for which a license is granted, if a 
license is still required, a new license may be issued in accordance with 
rule 85. 

89. The condition, if any, under which a license is granted, shall 
be clearly written on th,^ license form which is granted to the licensee. 

Taxes on carriages, horses and other animals. 

90. To facilitate compliance with the provisions of section 171, 
which requires that des<'ription of carriages, horses and other animals 
for which licenses arc to be taken shall be forwarded to the (Commis¬ 
sioners, printed statements in Form 28 shall be distributed to owners 
of such carriages, horses and other animals. Such forms shall be sent 
by ]K)8t or band to all persons who paid the tax during the {n-eceding 
half-year. 

In other respects, the procedure outlined in the previous rules in 
this chapter for collection of taxes by the lic;ense system shall be 
followed. 

Fees for registration of carts. 

91. Tin tickets shall Iw* is.sued to owners of carts which have l>e3n 
registered under section 183. These tin tickets shall be of a different 
colour for each period of issue. They shall be of a size saifficiently 
ladge to be easily distinguishable and they shall bear consecutive 
numbers. 

These ticAets shall not l)e obtained from any linn or person carrying 
on business within the limits of the municipality. 

As soon 08 the registration fee has been paid hy the owner of the 
cart, the necessary particulars shall he entered in a register in Form 29 
and the tickets shall be affixed to the cart by a municipal servant. 

92. A stock hook of the tin tickets received from the makers and 
issued under sections 184-187 shall be kept in Form 30. The person 
or persons in charge of the License Department shall at least once a 
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quarter compare the balance of the tin tickelM as brought out in the 
stock book with the balance of unused tickets actually in the office and 
shall initial the register in token of ('omparison. 

A similar form shall be used for hackney-carriage, jin rickshaw an<l 
palanquin tick>ds (see rule 93). 

If tickets are entinisted to peons or sarkars for registration of carts, 
they shall also be entered in Form 31. 

The unused tickets, if any, shall be produced before the Ijocal Audi¬ 
tor who shall after verification destroy them and record d certificate 
to that effect in the stock book. 

Licenses for hacknev'carriages, hackney-carriage drivers, palanquins 

and palanquin-bearers, 

93. Buie 92 regarding the cu.stotly, issue and check of cart regis¬ 
tration tickets, shall apply, rnvtntis vniUindis, to the custody, issue and 
check of plates issued under the Calcutta Hackney-carriage A<d, 1919, 
to owner.s of hackney-carriages, jin rickshaws and palanquins and to 
drivers of hackney-carriages and bearers of jin rickshaws and palan¬ 
quins. A list of owners, drivers or bearers, as the case may be, shall 
be recorded in Forms 32 and 33, respectively. In all cases where a 
hackney-carriage, jin rickshaw or palanquin owner, driver or bearet 
does not renew his license in the next year or half-year, an explanation 
shall be recorded in the register unrler the initials of the person or 
persons in charge of the License Department. Fees when realized shall 
be entered in the ^ipprojiriate columns of these forms, but the credit 
may be checked from the countfrfnils of the licenses. 

94. Licenses granted to owners «)f hackney-carriages, drivers of 
hackney-carriages, owners of jin rickshaws and jin rickshaw bearers, 
owners of palanquins and jialamiuin-bearers shall be in Forms 34. 3b, 
3G and 37, respectively. 


CHAPTER V. 

Miscellaneous revenue for which there is fixed demand. 

(a) Revenue leased out. 

95. When the collection of revenii,* is leased out for fixed amounts 
the recoveries shall be watched by means of the Demand and Collection 
Register of rents in Form 38 or any modification thereof as approved 
by the Accountnnt-Gleneral to suit the requirements of the municipality. 

Note.- The following sources of revenue are usually leased out: — 

n) Market rents. 

(2) Rent of buildings and lands. 

(3) Ferry rents. 

(4) Fishery rents. 

(5) Slaughter-house fees. 

(6) Produce of lands and gardens. 

(7) Cattle pounds. 
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96. A separate page or sets of pages of the register shall be set 
apart for each of the ^ove kinds of revenue for which there is a fixed 
monthly, quarterly, half-yearly or annual demand. 

97. The register shall show all demands due on account of rents 
arran^d in serial order— 

(1) on expired leases of the previous year, 

(2) on unexpired leases of the previous year, and 

(3) on leases granted for the current year. 

The entries under (1) and (2) shall be taken from the register of the 
previous year. In the former case the demand due will appear in 
columns 9 and 11 and in tlie latter in columns 9, 10 and 11. The 
Accountant shall fill up the <-urrent year’s register in respect of these 
demands in the manner indicated alxive and lay it w’ith the register for 
the previous year before the Vice-Chairman, the Executive Officer or the 
Secretary who after c.omparing the entries shall plac^e his initials in 
column 13. 

Tn respect of (3) when the agreement with the lessee has been signed 
and security deposit paid, the Accountant shall fill up columns 1 to 12 
and post the amount in the deposit ledger. He shall then lay the agree¬ 
ments, the register, the deposit ledger and the chalans (or the cashier’s 
cash-book) liefore the Vice-(Miairman. the Exetmtive Officer or the 
Secretary who shall— 

(a) compare the entries in columns 1 to 8 with the agreement; 

(h) sea from the Hegister of Tjands (rule 256) that all the items 
have been included and from the agreements and the pre¬ 
vious register that all arrear and current dcinands liave been 
correctly posted and then total and initial column 11. 

(cf s?e l)y reference io the chalan.s (nr cashier’s ensh-tiooki that the 
deposits (column 12) have actually been paid and place his 
initials against the entries in the deposit ledger and column 
13 of the register. 

98. Bills shall be prejiare*! in Foim 41 from the Register of Fixed 
Demands as so«)n as rents full due. One copy of this Bill shall be 
served by the collecting sarkars on the parties and the other copv kept 
by them for watching realisation. .V receipt in Form 42 sba^l be 
granted to the parties when iinmey is actually realised. The bills shall 
be comjiared with the Demand and Collection Register of rents (Form 
38) kept by the Ac'countant before they are issued to the collecting sar- 
hars for realisation. 

A separate Daily Collection chalan hook (Form ISl shall be kept for 
surb <-ollections and the Collection R^egister shall be posted by the 
Accountant from it. 

Note .—^A bill must precede the notice of demand and the warrant of 
distress prescribed in sections 166 (2) and 166. 

99. Payments made in satisfaction of the demand .shall be posted 

by the .Xcconiitant from the Daily (Collection chalan or the cashier’s 
cash-book in the column for the month in which the money is credited 
in the Accountant’s cash-book, a payment credit.^d in June on 

a<'count of May will appear in the column for .Tune and not May. 
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OSiccr or (ho Secroiary who flhall comnaro the total for the month with 
,/TMvr( rofristor of receipts ami after a M Per cent, of be 
rrofUts with the daily coUectioa chnlan shall initial below the monthly 


total. 

Ho shall iako noc.^ssary action for the recovery of the ouistanawfri^. 

101. The security deposit which usually amounts to one-fourth of 
the annual rental wi/l ordinarily he taken in aatiafaction of the demand 
for the last three mouths of the year in which the lease expires and shall 
be transferred by adjustment from "deposils” to “rent” and entered in 
the reffister in the column for March. Such credits in the register may 
be made in red ink to distinguish them from cash payments made during 
the same month. 


102. If any part of the deposit is taken as a fine for non-fulfilment 
of contract, the balance shall be taken in part satisfaction of the demand 
during the last three months of the year: and if on the Olst March the 
deposit or balance of deposit is more than the demand the excess shall 
be refunded to the lessee. But in no case shall any sum be removed 
from the deposit and transferred to another head except under the orders 
of the Ohainnan or Vice-Ohairman or Executive Officer or Secretary 
who shall at the time initial the debita made in the Deposit Ledger. 


(b) Misoellaneous Revenue managed departmentally. 


10.3. When the collection of revenue is managed departmentally, 
that is collected through municipal subordinates instead of being leased 
out to renters, it shall be collected by means of bilingual tickets in 
Form .39. 

Note .—The following sources of revenue are managed departmentally 
in some municipalities:— 

(1) Market fees. 

(2) Ferry rents. 

(3) Slaughter-house fees. 


104. The tickets shall be obtained by the Commissioners from some 
press outside the municipality and shall be of different colours for 
different values. Each kind of tickets shall be bound in kioks of 25, 50 
or 100 as convenient and shall bear consecutive machine numbers. 
Before issue to the collecting officers, the tickets .shall be stamped with 
the common seal of the Commissioners in the presence of the Vice- 
Chairman or the Executive Officer or the Secretary. The stock of tickets 
shall be kept in the custody of the Vice-Chairman or the Executive 
OffitMir or of the Secretary, and a stock account of tlieir receipts, i88ue.s 
and balance shall be kept by the Aci^ountant in Form .30 ami the tax- 
collector shall give his receipt in the proper column for tickets made 
over to him periodically. 
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105. The number of tickets issued to the snrkar by the tax-collector 
shall be counted and entered by him in the sarkar’s debit a,nd credit 
account of tickets (Form 31) -which shall be posted whenever tickets are 
issued or returned or collections deposited. 

The At5(!ountant shall check this account when verifying his cash¬ 
book (see rule 222) and the Vice-Chairman or the Executive Officer or 
the Secretarj' shall check it fortnightly like other subsidiary registers. 

The cancelled tickets, if any, after being entered in the debit and 
credit account shall be produced before the Vice-Chairman, or the Exe¬ 
cutive Officer, or the Secretary for destruction, who shall record a cer¬ 
tificate to that effect in th.^ stock register (Form 30). 

106. The sarkar shall dale each ticket with a rubber stamp as he 
issues it and shall make the collections under the supei-vision of the 
Secretary, or other responsible officer appointed for the purpose by the 
Commissioners at a meeting. 

107. The Vice-Chairman, Executive Oflii^er, Secretaiy, or other 
officer appointed in this behalf by the Commissioners at a meeting shall 
at irregular inteiwals inspect the tickets of the stall-holders. 

The inspe(!ting officer shall satisfy himself that only persons having 
a tic-ket of the current date are allowed to hold a stall, or sho]», in the 
bazar, market or to kill an animal in the slaughter-house. 

108. At the end of the day or at siu-h other time os may he fixed 
by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman, the sarkar shall bring his collection 
money and th.^ balance of tickets in hand to the munici]>al office, and 
make them over to the cashier, who shall check the cash and the 
balance of tii-kets in hand with the sarkar’s debit and credit account 
of tickets (Form 31i. \fter ne<es8ary check, the amount shall be 
entered in the cash-book in the usual way. 


Misoeilaneous demands. 


109. For demands not otherwise provided for in these rules the 
Commissioners shall maintain a Miscellaneous Demand Register in 
Form 40. 

Columns 1 to 7 of the register shall be posted when the bills are 
signed, and the entries regarding payment shall be made in columns 
8 to 12. 

The money shall then he credited into the (cashier’s cash-book (Form 
78) in the usual way. 

110. Bills shall be prepared in Form 41 and shall be entered in the 
appropriate columns of the register and their satisfaction noted in the 
]»roper column. .\ receipt in ‘Form 42 will be granted in such cases. 

111. A receipt in Form 42 shall he granted by tlie Vice-tUiairman. 
Executive. Officer, or Sej-retary, for any money received by the Commis¬ 
sioners under these rules or the Act for which no receipt form has been 
prescribed. The total amount received shall be written in words both 
on the receipt itself and on the counterfoil. 
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112. The bill and receipt forms shall be bound in counterfoil books. 
Each book shall contain 100 foims and no book shall be brought into use 
until all the forms and counterfoils have been consecutively machine 
numbered. The numbers shall, if possible, be printed. 

A separate book in the same fom shall be used for any head of 
revenue, the receipts on account of which are numerous and until the 
hook thus issued has been used up, no new book shall be given out. 

IKt. The leceipt and issu.- of all forms shall be recorded in the 
stock book (Eorm 11) and on no account shall loose unnumbered forms 
be kei)t in the office. 

Recoveries for services rendered to private individuals. 

114. No work shall be undertaken by the Commi.ssioners for a 
private individual other than that executed in default of compliance 
with notice under section 519 or in pursuance of a deposit under 
.section hlfJ. If a sum of money is received under section 51G it 
shall be credited to the service head and a sjiecial account shall be 
opened in a separut.? register in Foi'm 72 in the name of the individual 
<-oucemed. The amount rec.eived shall be entered on the debtor side 
and the charges incuried on account of the service i-endered including 
the su])ervision charges, shall be drawn on proper bills and entered on 
the creditor sid**, as soon as the amount is paid, with a quotation of the 
numljer and date of the vom-her. Ctn the comjdetion of the work if 
there is a balance at his credit, if shall be refunded to him and a note 
of file fact made in the regi.ster. 

Sutecriptions and donations. 

115. Subscriptions and donations for special purposes shall he 
recorded in Form 43. These shall not he appropriated for any other 
]uirposeB and to prevent this a separate account shall be kept in Form 72. 

Note.—See nile 202. 

Contributions. 

116. 1’he realisation of amounts due on ac<-ount of contributions 
shall be watched by means of the Miscellaneous Demand Eegister 
(Form 40). As soon as the demand can be ascertained and the amount 
becomes due, a bill shall be prepared by the Commission.u's in Form 41 
and accounted for in the way laid down in rules 109 and 110. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Estabiishmont. 

Monthly pay bills. 

117. The salary' bill of the municipal establishment shall be drawn 
in Foim 44' and the certificate at the foot of the form shall be signed 
by the Chairman or Vice-Chaiiman. When salary is drawn for a por¬ 
tion of a month only, the rate at which it is drawn and the number of 
days for which it is claimed shall be stated either against the name of 
the employe in the body of the bill or in a note at the foot of the page. 
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When an employe is absent from duty and acting aiTungements are 
made in consequence of his absence, the absenteo stulement on the 
reverse of Eoriii 44 shall lie filled in and signe<l by the Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman. 

Pay not distributed shall be refunded by short drawal in the next 
monthly jjay bill. 

118. No deduction not authorised by the A< t, these rules or a com¬ 
petent court or authority, e.g., libraiy fee, assoiuation fee or co-operative 
dues shall be shown in the pay bill. 

119. If a Provident Fund has been o])ened, the headings of the 
establishment bill may conveniently be in Form 45, but the absentee, 
increment and other certificates jn’escribed in rule 117 shall not be 
ihanged. 

The total of tin* bill will he the joint total of <-olumns (i and 13. 
1 ’he amount of column 10 (net amount payalde) will he dishurst>d in the 
jiiunicij)al otlicc. 'I'he tfital of the Provident Fund shown in column 14 
w'ill he remitted to the Savings Bank hy a cheJiue drawn in favour of the 
Post Master where accejited by him, in other cas.'s cash should he 
sent, and the income-tax shown in c.olumn 9 will he paid hy cheque 
(o the Income-tax Officer of the district. If the amount he less than 
Rs. 20, payments may^ he made in c^ash. 

120 . U'o the first bill in which a periodical inci'cmctit is drawn hy 
any officer a certificate in Form 40 shall he apjtended. 

121. The pay of all temporary employes who tire enterttiined under 
sanction shall he hilled for 8ei>arately in the same f >rm, the sanction 
being quoted. 

122. One hill whethei- for establishment or other charges shall 
ordinarily only' contain details of charges to be taken against one of the 
budget heads. If in anv case a bill be jiresented which contains charges 
against moie than one head, the Accountant shall enftice in red ink on 
the bill itself above the jiajunent order the details of the apportionment 
of the charg-es. These details shall he also shown in the, cash-hook 
(Form 83) in the column “Head of account in Abstract Register.” 

123. Th,’ last payunenl of an employe’s salary, travelling allowance. 
Provident Fuml deposits, grattiity or seciiJ-ity deposits shall never be 
made until it has been a.scertained that there are no demands outstand¬ 
ing against him. A certificate to this effect signed by' the Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman shall Ik? attached to each such bill. 


Distribution of salaries. 


121. Every municipal employe shall give a recieipt with date in the 
appropriate column on the form for the sum paid to him and shall in 
the case of sums exceeding Rs. 20 affix a receipt stamp before signing. 
The c.ost of such Ku'eijd stani]) must Iks borne by the jserson who receiv¬ 
ed the money and not by the Commissioners. Employes unable to write 
shall give their thumb impression and shall be paid in the presem e of 
the Vice-Chairman or some responsible officer, who shall record a certi¬ 
ficate to that effect. 
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125. The head of the office is pei’&onally responsible for every salary 
drawn on a bill sijfned by him until he has paid it to the persons entitled 
to receive it, and has had the acquittance roll signed and, if necessary, 
stamped by the payed. The undisbursed amount shall not be kept in 
hand for over two months and shall be refunded by short drawal either 
in the next monthly bill or in the bill for the month next following. 
It can be diawn anew under rule 127 w'hen it is required again for 
disbursement. I’ay shall not in any circumstances be placed in 
deposit. 

]2(). The head of the office shall not readjust the salaries of the 
establishment by giving one officer more, and another less, than the 
sanctioned pay of his post, nor shall he distribute the pay of an absentee 
otherwise than as jirovided by any general or special rules or orders of 
the Commissioners at a meeting. 


Arrear bills. 

127. Arrear pay shall be drawn not in the ordinary monthly bill, 
but in a separate bill, with a quotation of the bill from which the 
charge was omitted or withheld or on which it was refunded by deduc¬ 
tion, or of any special order granting a new allowance. Such bills //lay 
be presented at any time and may include as many items as are neces¬ 
sary, but they shall be supported by a certificate from the head of the 
office that the amount was not paid before. 

When the bills 4ire paid the number and date of the voucher shall 1 e 
noted on the original bill from which the charge was withheld or omitted 
or in which it was refunded, a'gainst the item concerned in order to pro- 
vent a second claim from being entertained. 


Leave and acting allowances. 

128. Leave and acting allowances may be granted to municipal 
employes within the limits prescribed in the Fundamental Rules or 
other similar rules for the time being in force as regards similar officers 
in Government service. No leave or allowance in excess of those 
admissible under these rules shall he granted without the express 
sanction of the Local Government. 


Record of servioe. 

129. A Service Book in-Form 47 printed in English and the 
verna(!ular shall be supplied at his own cost to every subordinate 
employ^ holding a substantive ai)pointment on the permanent establish¬ 
ment of a municipality. 

In the case of heads of offices, c.'g., Health OffVer, etc., this reenrd 
shall be kept in the “History of Services” in Form 48. 

It shall be kept in the custody of the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman 
whose signature as well as that of the employ^ on the first page shall be 
attested every five year. 
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The Service Book shall contain a contemporary record of the 
employe's official life including leave of every description, every period 
of suspension from employment and every other interniption of service 
with full details of its duration. And every entry relative thereto shall 
b© written across the page and attested by the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, 
or the Executive Officer or the Secretary. 

130. The Chairman or Vice-Chairman is primarily responsible thal 
every necessary entry is made. e8])ecially in regard to leave or suspen¬ 
sion. The Service Books shall be shown once a year to the employes 
to enable them to see that all entries relating to their services, leave, 
etc., have been duly made and attested. The Service Books shall then 
be kept by the prop(>r authority. Service Books shall be introduced 
and kept up whether rules for the grant of pension and gratuity have 
been framed or not. 

131. A charncter roll in Fonn 49 which will be in ihe nature 
of a confidential report shall be maintained for the Executive Officer, 
Secretary. Engineer and Health Officer and other officers and kept in 
the personal custody of the (^lairman. Ttnfavourable remarks, if any. 
made against any officer shall be communicated to him confidentially. 


Pensions and gratuities. 

132. The Accountant shall j»repaiv the pension papeis and certify 
the amount of pension or gratuity admissible under the rules framed 
by the Commissioners and approved by Government under section 09 
of the Bengal Municipal .Act. Tlie grounds on Avliiidi pension or gra¬ 
tuity is to be awarded sliall always be recorded on the ])eusion papers. 
The amount of pension or gifituity certified to be admissible shall be 
<hecked by the Vice-Chairman and the same shall be sanctioned by the 
Commissioners at a meeting. These documents together with the 
service books and other connected records shall be placed before the 
local auditor when he next visits the municipal office arid he will post¬ 
audit the admissibility of the amount of pension or gratiiity sanctioned 
and paid. 


Security. 

133. No person shall be appointed to be the Secretary, Accountant, 
tax-collector, cashier, tax and license fee collecting sarkars and other 
employes entrusted with the receiijt, expenditure or custody of muni¬ 
cipal money or propeity unless he furnishes security to an amount to be 
fixed by the Commissioners at a meeting, in accordance with the rules 
framed by them under clause (ii) of section 75 in each instance with 
due regard to the responsibility of the officer. 

Such 80 (;urity must be either a deposit of cash or Goveniment pro¬ 
missory notes, or Tost Office Saving Banks dpi) 08 it 8 . In exceptional 
cases the Commissioners at a meeeting may accept payment of the 
required security deductions from salary. Such deductions shall be 
at not less than one-fourth of his pay or at not less than such sum as 
would make up the security in a maximum period of five years. In 
such cases personal securities shall be obtained until the full amounts 
of the cash securities required have been recovered, the solvency of the 
sureties being ascertained from time to time: 
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Providwl that the Municipal Commissioners may, if they 8o_ desire, 
accept fidelity bonds from su(‘h employees, in lieu of security in 
monthly instalments, in accordance with the principle laid down in the 
notes appended to rule 40 of the Benj^al Financial Rules. 

134. In the case of every employe «tt'e<’ted by the preceding rule, a 
security bond in Form oO shall be executed. All such bonds shall be 
kept under lock and key in the custody of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman 
or Secretary. 

A security bond executed in a particmlar capacity is not valid when 
the duties and responsibilities are added to or changed. 


Travelling allowance^ 

135. Travelling allowance may be granted to municipal employes 
for journeys undertaken in the interests of the municipality. The 
travelling allowance jiaid to such officers shall not, without the express 
sanction of the Local OoveiTiment, exceed what would be admissible to 
similar officers in Government .service under Part III, Chapter V, of 
the Fundamental Rules. 

13G. Travelling allowance shall he drawn on a contingent bill 
(Form 52) in which the following details shall be given: — 

(a) Name of officer with designation; 

(J>) Maximum pay of appointment; 

(c) Dates of journeys and halts, and hours in case of journeys by 
road; 

(</) Route: from to 

(c) Purjiose of journey; 

(/) By rail or otherwise, etc.; 

iff) ff road, the number of miles. 

The bills shall be countersigned by the Chairman before it is passed 
for payment. 

Vote.- The Chainnan may not delegate the power of countersigna¬ 
ture to anv officer subordinate to him, excejit the Vice-Chairman or 
Executive Officer, and to the latter only if duly authorized under section 
51 or 52 as the case may be. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Contingmt expenditure. 

Contingent bills. 

137. All vecoujnnents of < ontingent charges shall be drawn on a bill 
in Form 52. 

Note .—Contingent expenditure includes all charges other than those 
for establishment or travelling allowances. 
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Imprest aooounts. 

138. A sum of mouey specifiad from time to time by the Commis¬ 
sioners at a meeting: but not exceeding' Its. 100 without the sanction of 
the Commissioner of the Division may be placed as a permanent advance 
at the disposal of an officer whose duties cause him to incur petty 
expenses whi<!h require to be paid at once before money can be obtained 
on a contingent bill (Form 52). Similar advances may also be made to 
schools, dispensaries and other municipal institutions. 

Paymenls exceeding Rs. 20 shall not ordinarily be made from the 
imprest. 

139. The holder of tlie permanent advance shall make payments 
from his permanent advance from time to time as may be required, and 
for each payment he shall obtain and hold a bill receipted by the payee, 
or in the case of i)elty office exiienses a written detailed statement of the 
sums sj>ent. 

These bills or statements shall be numbered consecutively, enfaced 
or stamped “paid in cash” and entered in the expenditure columns of the 

1 )ermunent advam-e account in Form 53. the «’la8sification of the charges 
leing carefully entered in the columns provided for the purpose. 

140. The ])ermanent advance may be recouped whenever necessary, 
and it shall always be rec;oui)ed on the last working day of the month 
and it shall be recouped in the following manner: — 

(i) The officer holding the advance shall compare the sub-vouchers 
with the entries in the permanent advance account and he 
shall deface them by stamping them “cancelled” so that 
they cannot i>e used again. He shall total and initial the 
column “amount of sub-vouchor” in the permanent advance 
account and also the amounts in the classification columns, 
the cross total of which should agi’ec with the total of the 
column “amount of sub-voucher” and shall rule a red ink line 
acrf>8s the page. 

(it) The bill for recou})ment shall then be drawn out and sent to the 
municipal office for payment. After the bill is enfac-ed with 
the usual payment oidcj- in the foim presc-ribed in jule 214, 
a cheque shall be drawn out in favour of the officer holding 
the advance. 

The recoupment shall always be in full of expenditure from the 
last recoupment to date so that the balance in hand after 
recoupment will always be the ftill amount of the advance. 

141. The serial number of the sub-vouchers shall always recom¬ 
mence with No. 1 after each reco\ipment. 

142. Sanction of the ('ommissioners at a meeting shall be obtained 
for tbe purchase of books, jieriodicals, newspapers, official publications, 
for unusual contingent charges, such as typewriters, fountain pens, fur¬ 
niture, etc., and for all recurring contingent charges which bind the 
Commissioners beyond a single payment. 
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Stamps and Postage. 

143. Stamps and jmslap'.* liiaisps sliall ordinarily bo mid iroiu 
the permanent advance. Hut, in order to enable a check to be kept 
upon the number of stamps e.xpended by each deijnrtment using 
stamps upon the business of the municiijality, a Stamp Register shall 
be maintained in Form ;')4. The same register sliall be used for 
receipt or other stamps, separate pages being allotted for each descrip¬ 
tion, columns 5 and fi being modified as required. 

This register shall also serve as the despatch register. 

144. The balance of stamps in hand shall be verified once a month 
by the liearl of the office who shall make a note of the verification in 
the remarks column under his signature. 

Note.—See rule 258. 


Stationery Accounts. 

145. The stationery accounts shall he niainlaiiied in l"\>rni 55. 
The purchases shall be made annually or half-yearly on indents duly 
sanctioned by the Chairman and shiiwing the stock in hand at the 
time, the actual consumption of the previous year and the quantity 
required. The issues shall be acknowledged in the register umler the 
initials of the officer supplied. The balances shall be struck at the 
end of the half-year and verified with the actual stock by the head of 
Uie office, who shall Record a certificate to this effect on the register. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

Public works. 

14(J. To facilitate the prejiaration of estimates, a schedule of rales 
of each kind of work commonly executed shall be kept up. The 
Chairman, the Vice-Chairman, the Executive Officer, the Secretary, or 
the Municipal Engineer shall periodically ascertain the market rates 
and place them before the Commissioners at a meeting to consider 
whether the schedules of rates should be revised. 'I'hc schedule shall 
be passed at least once a year by the Commissioners at a meeting in 
March of each year. Any change in the lates during the currency of 
the year shall likewi.se be sanctioned and the number and date of the 
resolution (juoted against the item concerned, under the initials of the 
Chairman or the Vice-Chairman. 

Estimates. 

147. Except in cases of emergen<\v or to prevent damage or loss, 
no work shall be put in hand until a jiroperly detailed estimate in 
Form 98 has been prepared and sanctioned. 

All estimates for new works and repairs, the amount of which is 
not more than Rs. 200, may be sanctioned by the Chairman or the 
Vice-Chairman if empowered to do so, and those which amount to 
more than Rs. 200 shall be sanctioned by the Commissioners at a 
meeting and signed by the presiding officer. 
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In large municipalities, this limit may be raised with the sanction 
of the Commissioner of the Division. 

In the case of the following classes of estimates or projects the 
sanction of the Commissioners snail be subject to the approval of the 
authority indicated: — 

(a) All projects for new works, the esti- N 

mated cost of which exceeds I Approval of tlie Coinmis- 
Rs. 10,000, but docs not cxcee»l | sioner of the Division. 

Its. 25,000. J 

{b) All projects for new works, the esti-l Approval of the Local 
mated cost of which exceeds [ Covernmcnt in the Local 
Rs, 25,000. i 8elt-Government Depart- 

] ment to be obtoined 

J through the (Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division. 

The sanction of the Commissioners to an estimate for an original 
work which forms paid of a contemplated scheme alithough such 
estimate may in itself be within the limit up lo which the Commis¬ 
sioners can sanction^ shall be subject to the approval of the same 
authority as the estimate for the whole scheme would be, and no 
such estimate for a jiart of a scheme shall be sanciioned unless the 
nature and the approximate cost of the entire scheme is fully set forth 
in the report of the estimate. 

A revised estimate shall be prepared when an esiimate is likeOy to 

bo exceeded by more than 10 per i-ent. of its toial amount or when 

considerable alterations of the original estimate aic desired; and it 

shall be submitted for the approval of llie authority whose sanction 

would be necessary if it were an original estimate. 

148. The estimates shall be tiled in order of sanction and indexed. 


Measurement Book. 

149. 'I’he overseer or other officer dejiuted for the duty of 
periodicaHly measuring the works shall keep up a Measurement Book in 
Form 56. 

150. The pages of the book shall be nuudiine-uumbered, and no 
page shall on any account be torn out, nor shall any entry be erased 
or effaced so as to be illegible. If a mistake be made, it shall be 
<orrected by crossing out the incorrect words or figures, and the correc¬ 
tion thus made shall be initialled. 

The entries in the Measurement Book should, if ])OS8ible, be made 
in ink, but when this is not possible and the entries have h) be made 
in pencil, the pencil entries shall not he inked over but left untouched. 
The contents or area shall, however, bo invariably inked in. 

151. (a) The Measur.'iuent Book shall l)e the basis of all accounts 
of quantities whether of work done by daily labour or by piece or by 
contract or of materials received which have to be counted or measured. 

(5) Before the bill of a contra<dor is prepared the entries in the 
Mea.surement Book relating to the description and quantities of work 
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or supplies shall be scrutinised by the Municipal Engineer or by the 
officer selected by the Commissioners at a meeting and the calculation 
of the “contents or area” shall be checked arithmetically under his 
supervision. The bill shall then la; prepared from the measurement 
entries in Form 57 or 58, as the case may be, and tlie rates shall 
lie taken from the agreement or tender accepted. The pages of the 
Measurement Book in whicli the detailed measurements are recorded 
shall invariably be quoted on the bill. The bill shall b.^ signed with 
date by the officer in charge of the work and by the contractor in token 
of its correctness. 

(r) Before signing the bill, the Municijial Engineer or the officer 
selected by the Commissioners at a meeting shall compare the quantities 
in the hill with those recojded in the Measurement Book and see that 
all the rates are correctly entered and that all calculations have been 
checked arithmetically. When the bill is on a running account, it 
should l)e compared with the previous bill. The memorandum of pay¬ 
ment shall be checked and any' recoveries which shall he made on 
account of work or supply or on other accoiints shall he shown therein. 
Every page containing the detailed measurements shall then be scored 
out by a diagonal red ink line. 

(d) The Accountant shall then check the bill with the Measurement 
Book, estimate, agreement, previous payments (in case of running billsh 
balance of allotment available and the arithmctiial calculations, and 
shall submit the same before the (’haii-man or the Vice-Chainnan (vide 
rule 214). The numh.^r and date of the payment voucher shall Ik? 
noted on the abstract of measurements in the Measurement Book and 
also on the. pages contaiiring (he detailed measurements. 

152. To enabl.^ the overseer or other officer in charge of works to 
submit his Measurement Book with the bills or accounts to the munici¬ 
pal office two or more books for his use shalll be provided. The 
Measurement Books after they are completed shall he returned to the 
municipal ’office for record. 

153. When note or Measurement Books are issued, the name of 
the subordinate to whom they are issued and the date of issue will be 
noted on the hook and attested by the signature of the head of the 
office. All the Measurement Books shall he numbered serially. A list 
of all books issued shall be kept in the municipal office in view of their 
being promptly called in and filed when done with. 

Works executed by contract. 

Tenders. 

154. In the case of all works executed by (contract, tenders shall 
be invited in the most open and public manner possible whether by 
advertisement in the local newspapers or by notices in the vernacular 
posted in public idaces. Where lowest tenders are not accepted the 
reasons for the same shall be stated. 

Agreements. 

165. For every work given out on contract an agreement on stamped 
paper shall be taken in Form 97 and executed in accordance with 
section 103. 
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Security. 

166. As a safeffuard af^uinst possiblfe loss to the CommissioDers the 
Chairman shall as a rule take security for the due fulfilment of a con¬ 
tract and this shalll he either in the shape of a lump sum or a deduction 
of 10 per cent. , made from the payments due from time lo time on 
account of work done. 

The securities so taken will also serve to cover possible over¬ 
payments which may he detected on check-measurement. 

Note.—See rule 187. 


Contract Certificates. 

107. Ihiyinents for work don.* or materials suj>plied by contractoi-s 
shall he made as a lule monthly on a Contract t'ertificate in Form 07, 
showing quantities and value of work executed up to date, the quantities 
entered being duly attested by the overseer. Such payments shall he 
treated as payments on account. On tJie completion or cessation of the 
work, the final adjustment of the contractor’s claim shall l>e made on 
hills printed on yellow paper and the payment shall be made on the 
contractor adding on the bill a certificate in his own hand-writing or 
attested by his thumb impression that the payment is in fiill settlement 
of all demands. 

168. When contractors or suppliers are paid up at once on comple- 
ti(»n of the work or supplies, h’orm 68 may be used for the bill. In this 
form the accounts of several works and if necessaiy^ of more than one 
payee may be included. 

Payments to contractors. 

16!>. I'aymenis to contractors and sui)i)liers shall be made by m.^ans 
of cheques drawn in their favour. Such cheques shall be delivered to 
them direct and not through the overseer. When, however, the paye«* 
is a firm carrying on Imsiness outside the district the procedure laid 
(town in rule 230 shall be followed. 

Works executed through departmental agency. 

Muster Roll. 

]()(). When work is done by daily labour through departmental 
agency the basis of the account shall be the Muster Roll and when pay¬ 
ments are not made daily the Muster Roll shall be a nominal one, i.c., 
names of the labourers shall be entered in it. This shall be kept in 
Foiiu 59. The nominal Muster Roll being the initial record of the 
labour employed each day on a work, shall be written up daily by the 
sulwrdinate deputed for the puriiose each morning before the labourers 
begin work. 

161. An extract from the Measur.^ment Book shall ordiuaiily be 
endorsed on the Mxister Roll and the quantity of work turned out shall 
be compared with the cost of the labour employed so as to afford satis¬ 
factory evidence that the outturn of work gives a sufficient return for 
the money spent. Any deficiency in this respect shall be noticed by the 
paying officer. 

162. If, however, the work is of a petty nature, and in consecpience 
not susceptible of measurement, a certificate in lieu of the above shall 
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be furnished by the officer in charge of the work to the effect that the 
work turned out is worth the auiount paid for it. 

163. The Muster Holl shall be closed iiumediutely after the close 
of the week or other period for which it is kept and the labourers paid 
as soon after as possible. 

The payment shall be made in the presence of the Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman, Executive Oflicer, Secretary, an offi(!cr appointed by tlie 
Municipal Commissioners at a meeting, or a Ward Commissioner, who 
shall initial with date against the group of lalmurers paid on that date. 
The amount paid on each date shall be noted in words as well as figures 
at the foot of the Muster Koll (Foitu 59). The disbuisenient certificate 
at the foot of the Muster Roll shall then be signed by the officer wit¬ 
nessing the disbursement. 

164. Wages not claimed within three months of their falling due 
shall not be paid without the written orders of the Chairman or the 
Vice-Chairman or Executive Officer. Claims preferred six months 
after their becoming due shall however be supported by a certificate 
from the head of the office that the amount was not paid before. 


Completion certiflcates. 

165. Beforj final payment for a work is made, a completion certi¬ 
ficate shall be submitted by the Vice-Chairman, Executive Officer or a 
Commissioner appointed by the Commissioners at a meeting in this 
behalf, to the effect that h.^ has examined the work, and that it has been 
jiroperly canied’ out in accordance with the sanctioned ])lans and 
estimates. If if has not been lio carried out, an explanation of the differ¬ 
ence shall be given. 


ChockHtneasurements. 

166. All important works executed under the .sui)ervision of ilie 
municipal authorities shall he check-measured by the Vice-Chairman, 
or other officer apx»ointed by the Commissioners at a meeting in this 
behalf. The fact of check-measurement shall invariably be noted 
under his signature with date or dates of check-measurement both 
against the measurement entries in the Measurement Book and in the 
contract certificates on which final payment is made. 


Register of Works. 

167. A Register of Works shall c<»ntain a record of every original 
work or repair estimated to cost more than Rs. 200, showing the expendi¬ 
ture incurred in comparisoif with thfe estimate and the arrears due on 
accounts for which part payments have been made. When the work is 
estimated to cost under lls. 2,500, the record of outlay need not be 
kept by. sub-heads, and Form 56 will be used. But a record shall be 
kept by sub-heads and Form 61 usjd where the outlay is estimated to 
cost not less than Hs. 2,500, provided that sub-beads under Rs. 200 
need not be separately detailed in the register. 

For works the cost of which is estimated not to exceed Rs. 200 
expenditure against the estimate shall be watched by noting on the 
estimate itself the number of each payment voucher and the amount 
thereof. 
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Stock amt Store Accounts. 

168. For stock und store accounts, registers shall be kept in Form 

62 with any additional details or columns which may be found requisite. 

A separate set of pages shall be assigned to each description of stock. 
The figures entered in column “balance” shall be certified half-yearly 
by the Vice-Chairman or Executive Officer or the Secretary as represent¬ 
ing articles found by actual counting or measurement, and if any 
excess or deficiency bo found, the register shall be corrected accordingly. 

Note.—Sec rule 258. 

169. When there is a large balance mf stores for use by the 
Engineering Department, registers of daily receipts and Lssues in Form 

63 with inner columns for each kind of stores may be kept instead of 
Form 62. This register shall be balanced monthly in a separate 
abstract in Fonn 64 and a half-yearly return in Form 65 showing the 
receipts and issues month by month and the balance shall be prepared 
for stock-taking. 

Note.—See rul^ 261. 

170. A separate account shall be kept of fools temporarily lent to 
contractors or in use by the municipal subordinates. When no longer 
required they will be received back oy the store-keeper and transferred 
to the account of articles in store. 


indent Register of Stores. 

171. All orders for supplies required for miscellaneous work to be 
executed shall be issued in Form 66. The Vioe-(.!hairnian shall see 
that the persons or firms concerned furnish bills for payment imme¬ 
diately after the close of the month or the completion of the work, as 
the case may be, supported by the order. But one bill shall ordinarily 
be submitted for all orders received by the same person during the 
month. A list of unpaid liabilities, if any, shall be prepared from this 
Register at the end of each (luarter. 

Note.—See rule 226. 


Workshop. 

172. The Engineer, or officer in charge of the workshop, shall keep 
up a stock book (Form 62) of stores, apparatus, fittings, etc., received 
for use in the shop. This register shall be balanced and the stock, etc., 
in hand verified by the officer in immediate charge of the shop at sucli 
intervals as the Commissioners at a meeting may prescribe, but not 
less than once a year. 

Note.-—See rule 258. 


Work Register and Muster Roll. 

173. To enable a check to be kept upon the work done in the work¬ 
shop the officer in charge shall keep up a Work Register in Form 67. 
He shall also keep up a Muster Roll (Form 69) of the workmen. 
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174. The Workshop Stock Book and the Work Register shall he 
examined not less often than once a month by the Municipal Engineer 
or other officer in charge of Public Works, who shall sig^ the register 
in token of his having made this examination. This omcer shall also 
at frequent and unexpected intervals check the Muster Rolls. 

Contribution works from the Road Development Fund. 

175. Will'll any work is to be carried out from contribution from 
the Road Bevclopmont Fund, the project will have to be first approved 
by the (Joverniuent of India. The grant sanctioned for each project 
may be jinid by the Local Government in instalments from time to time 
and the work will be subject to inspection by the Executive Engineer or 
the Superintending Engineer of the Public Works Department of the 
Government of Bengal who will report whether it complies wdth the 
approved sjiecifications. 'The final instalment of the grant will not be 
paid by the Jjocal Government, nor shall the final imyment for the 
works executed be made to the contractor by the Oommis.sioiiers, until the 
Superintending Engineer furnishes a certificate that the work has been 
conijileted according to the approved specifications. 

17(1. All contributions received from the Central Road Develop¬ 
ment Fund through the Local Government for reconstruction of roads 
and all expenditure incurred therefrom or from the Municipal Fund 
exclusively on those works shall be entered in the Appropriation Register 
(Form 7(1,1 for each sanctioned estimate s:‘parately. 'The unspent balance 
of contribution for one work shall not be appropriated towards the 
expenditure on any other work but shall be refunded to the Jjocal Gov¬ 
ernment by debit to the head ‘‘Extraordinary and Debt—Subvention 
from the Road Development Fund.” A progres.sive statement in Form 
77 showing the contributions received, tlie amounts expended out 
of them, and the balance left unspent in respect of each sanctioned 
estimate shall be submitted quarterly to the Local Government through 
the Commissioner of the Division ami the Superintending Engineer 
and a copy of the same shall be forwarded to the Accountant-General, 
Bengal, and the Chief Engineer, I’ublic Works l)epartment. The copy 
forwarded to the Accountant-General, Bengal, shall be duly counter¬ 
signed by the Superintending Engineer before it is sent. The total 
unspent balance of this statement shall agree with the outstanding 
balance of “Deposits—Subvention from the Road Development Fund.” 

Note.—Sec rule 177. 

177. As soon as tli.^ money is,j'eceived by the Commissioners it shall 
in the first instance be credited to a separate sub-head “Subvention 
from the Road Development Fund” under “(F) Extraordinary and 
Debt—Deposits.” The actual expenditure on the works shall be 
debited to the head “C—I’ublic Health and convenience—14—-Public 
Works—Reconstruction of roads from the Road Development Fund.”

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CHAPTER IX. 

Dispensary Accounts. 

General. 

178. The accounts of Dispensaries included in Class Ill-A under 
rule 28 of the Dispensary Rules shall not be entered in those cf the 
municipality, which is only concerned with them as an affency for the 
realization of endowments in the municipal area, and us paying a 
regular subscription from Municipal Funds. Dispensaries of Class 
III-B beiiifr a municipal asset and liability, their accounts shall be 
entered in those of the municipality. The following rules ai)ply to 
either class. 


Glass Ill-A. 

179. Class III-A Dispensaries, j.c., those whose aciounts aie not 
incorporated: — 

(1) The income from the endowments and investments will be 

realized by the Oummissioners and remitted to the Treasury 
for credit to the account of the Dispensary Fund, an intima¬ 
tion being at the same time sent to the Managing (oramittee. 

(2) The periodical contribution to be made out of the Municipal 

Fund shall be paid by cheques, to be drawn in favour of 
the Chairman or Secretary of the Dispensary Committee and 
credited to the ledger account of the Dispensary kept at the 
Treasury ])y transfer. 


Class III-B. 

180. All subscriptions and donations and other miscellaneouh 
receipts collected by Managing Committees of Municipal Hospitals and 
Dispensaries in Class III-B shall be deposited intact in the Postal 
Savings Bunk in the name of the Chairman or Secretary of the Manag¬ 
ing Committee, who is authorized to withdraw therefrom such amounts 
us may he retiuired for expenditure within budget limits. The Chair¬ 
man of the Managing Committee shall send monthly -pro forma account 
in Form 08 showing separately the charges paid from tlie municipal 
otlice and those paid in cash by the Chairman or Secretary. The latter 
amount will be brought to account in the municipal office through the 
Adjustment R.^gister (Form 88) by debit to the head “4—lTos])itals and 
Dispensaries—Charges to bo met from special receipts and by credit to 
D—Crants, etc., 3—From other sources for medical purposes.” Care 
shall be taken to make this adjustment for the month of March before 
the accounts of the year are closed. But for each institution vested in 
the Commissioners, a subsidiary balanced account shall be kepi in Form 
(){) in which shall be credited (o) all endowments, funds and contribu¬ 
tions received by the Commissioners on its behalf; and (b) all sums 
allotted in the budget estimates for its establishment and maintenance 
which are chargeable to the general revenues of the Municipal Fund 
and in which all expenditure incurred shall be charged. The balance of 
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this account which shall be struck at the dose of ea^ luonih shall not 
be appropriated to any object other than the establishment and main¬ 
tenance of the institution to which it belongs. 

The monthly pro forma accounts submitted by the Managing Com¬ 
mittee shall be checked by the acoountant with the balanced account 
kept in the municipal office. 

181. Any hospital, dispensary, scliool, library, museum or such 
other properly constituted body vesled in the Commissioners under 
section 97 shall submit to the Commissioners a copy of their .sanctioned 
budget for approval. 


CHAPTER X. 


Debt Heads. 

Advances. 

Permanent Advance. 

182. Whenever the Commissioner.s at a meeting decide that a per¬ 
manent advance may be granted to any officer for payment of i>etty 
charges, the following procedure shall be adopted:— 

(1) On first rocaiviug or taking charge of the permanent advance 

the holder shall sign and file an acknowledgment in these 
terms:—“I acknowledge to have in my pos.session a i>er- 
manent advance of Its. (nijiees ) which sum 

is due from me to the (’ommissioners, ami I am personally 
accountable for the amount.” 

(2) A similar acknowledgment shall also Ijc given by the holder 

on the first working day of each year. 

(3) The permanent advance when first drawn shall be charged in 

the Cash-book to the head “Advances” and shall be debited 
to the holder’s account in the Advance Ledger. 

There will be no further entries in the ledger account until the 
advance is finally rej»id. A portion of a permanent advance shall 
never be refunded. If the amount originally fixed for the permanent 
advanc-e is suh.sequently increased or decreased by the Commissioneis 
at a meeting, the original advance shall l»e i-epaid and a fresh advance 
drawn. 


Othku Adv.v.ncks. 

183. All moiidys advanced to coniractors or to Mie (Miairmaii, 
Vice-Chairman, Commissioners or ojhcr individuals under whose 
personal superintendence a work i.s being executed, all sums 
paid without proper vouchers, and any other advance that may be 
made shall in the first instance l>e charged to the head “Advances” 
and entered in the Advance Ledger (Form 70), A separate account 
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shall be opened in this ledger for each person to whom an advance 
has been given and this account shall he^credited with the amount 
of any reiMiyments that may be made. 

Advances for works to ho carried out dei>urtmentally should not 
1)0 for tho full sanctioned cost of the work, but should be restricted 
to Ihe amount actually necessary to meet immediate payments; and 
as this amount is exhausted it can be recoui)ed by submitting detailed 
bills for the exiienditure incurred. 

184. In ibe case of advances made (o coniraclois or others for the 
execution of works, tho account shall be caedited with the actual value 
of work done ujion receipt of detailed bills and iirojier vouchers for 
the exjienditure incurred out of the advance. These adjustments shall 
be canied through the Adjustment Register in the manner prescribeci 
in rules 244 to 240. Before the order for adjustm.mt is made, the bills 
and vouchers put forward in support of the oxpnditure shall be passed 
by the Oliairnian or Vice-Chairman if authorized under section 52 or 
both in the same manner as other bills are passed. The passing order 
shall run thus:— 

“Passed for rupees . Adjust Rs. by credit to advance 
account of , and debit to 

185. The different accounts in fhe Advance Ijedger shall be 
balanced quarterly and signed by the Vice-Chairman, Executive Officer 
or Secretary. The jwstings in the Advance Ticdger shall be checked 
with the accounts at the end of each quarter. 

The officer who signs the accounts shall at Uic lime satisfy 

himself tlint stejis nro being taken to recover or adjust advances which 
have been outstanding for more than three months. At the close 
of every (juarter a list in Form 71 shall be prepared of outstanding 
advances. 


Deposits. 

18G. All sums of money received by way of security deposit from 
contractors or others and all sums received which are not the property 
of the Commissioners and have been placed with the municipal author¬ 
ities for a temporary ]>'iri)oso only shall be credited to th© head 
“IJcposits received” in the Abstract Register of Receipts (From 86\ 
and shall bo entered on the credit side of the Deposit Ledger (Form 
72). As in the Advance Ijedger a separate acaomit shall be opened 
for each de])ositor and the accounts shall lie balanced quarterly and 
signed by tho Vice-Chairman or Secretary. 

187. In cases whore deductions are made fiom the bills of con¬ 
tractors us security for the duo performance of work the bills shall 
be passed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman or both for the full 
amount due on the bill, but only tho net amount paid shall be entered 
in the Cash-book (Form 83). The amount deducted as security shall 
be brought upon the municipal accounts and into the Ledger oi 
Deposits (Form 72) thi-ough the medium of the Adjustment Register 
in the manner described in rules 244 to 246. The payment order shall 
run thus: —

Pay Bs. by cheque and adjust Rs. by debit to 

and credit to deposit account of 
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188. At the close of every quarter a list of outstanding deposits 
shall be prepared in ForA 73. The postings in the Deposit Ledger 
shall be checked with the accounts at the end of each quarter. 

Register of Security Deposits other than Cash. 

180. Security deposits in cosh shall be entered at once in the Cash¬ 
book of the municipality and the Deposit Ledger and paid into the 
Treasury like revenue. All other forms of security such as Govem- 
jnent paper, Post Ollice Savings Bank dej>osits and the like shall be 
recorded in a register in F-orm 74. 'When the security is surrendered 
the depositor shall give a receipt in th^ column ]»rovided for the pur¬ 
pose. 


Covemment Security Register. 

190. All Government securities which shall become, by i)urchuse 
or otherwise, the sole property of the Commissioners shall be accounted 
for in Fonn 74. They shall not be written off this form unless disposed 
of absolutely by sale or otherwise, e.g., Government securities merely 
made over to the Reserve Bank of India, (’alcutta, for safe custody 
on payment of usual commission (ruJc G. 0. Nos. 2055-59M., dated the 
14th Mar<'h 1935, to all Commissioners of Divisions) shall not be writt.^n 
off this account. 


Annual verifloation of Seouritiaa. 

191. The total amount of .securities which are in the safe custo<ly 
of the Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta, shall be v.'iified annually by 
the Vice-Chairman, Executive Officer or the Secretary with the list 
published by the Reserve Bank of India in the Calcutta Gazette at the 
close of each calendar year and a certificate of verification given in the 
remarks column of the register against each entry therein. 

Securities which are in the cu.stody of the Chairman himself will 
be verified by the Local Auditor at tin* lime of audit. 


Loan Register. 

192. The transactions in regard to any loan coutraited by the 
Commissioners shall be recorded in Form 75. 

When a loan is raised in the open market under the condition 
that a Sinking Fund is to be fonned for its payment, the payments 
to the Sinking Fund as they fall due shall be mode to the Coramissioner 
of the Division and the Collector of the District, who will hold the 
Fund in trust for the redemption of the principal of the loan. On 
receipt of the money the Trustees will lodge it in. the Treasury for 
credit to a personal ledger account to be oi»eucd in their names, and as 
soon as a sufficient balance is available they will invest the same in 
Government securities for retention in the custody of the Re.seiwe Bank 
of India. When any loans or debentures fall due, the Trustee.s will 
realize the whole or a sufficient portion of the securities held in their 
names and apply the sale-proceeds thereof, so far as they will extend, 
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to satisfy such loans or debentures. The interest accruing on the 
investment will be added to the balance of the trust account until the 
Sinking Fund is complete. 

The transactions of the trust account will be recorded in a cash-book 
in Form I of the Account Rules for the guidance of the Adminis- 
t.ialt)r8 of Trust Fund issued by the Government of Bengal. As soon 
as possible after the dlst March in each year the Trustees may forward 
to the Chairman an abstract of the account in Form IT of the Trust 
Fund Rules and obtain from him a written acknowledgment of the 
correctness of the account. The Trustees may bring to the notico of 
Government any default in payment to the Sinking Fund which is not 
immediately remedied. 


Depreciation Fund for Waterworks and Sewage Works. 


19.‘i. When a waterworks oi sewage works is maintained by the 
{k)mmi88ioner8, they 8hall make an annual contribution to a fund called 
Waterworks/ Sewage Works Depreciation Fund, for defraying the cost 
of renewal of parts of the plant, which are liable to mpid deterioration, 
us detailed in rule 194. 

1J>4. For the purposes of these rules, the average life of parts of 
plant shall be calculated from the assumed lines of the items mentioned

Example .—If the value of the plant be, say, lls. 2,000 and the 
assumed life be 20 years, the’ annual contribution to the Depreciation 
Fund at 2| per cent, rate of improvement) should be 0401 x 2,000 
rupees. 

197. The contributions to the Wateiworks Depreciation Fund shall 
at the end of e.ach year be invested in Government securities or in 
postal cash certilicates or kept iu fixed deposits in the Imperial Bank 
of India, where a branch exists. Any small amount left over after 
such investment should be carried forward towards the investment to 
be made in the succeeding year. The Government promissory notes 
may be deposited for safe custody with the Treasury Officer. 
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198. When any expenditure is to be incurred out of this fund, 
the whole or such portion of the investment as may l)e required shall 
be realised for the purjmse. 

199. The interest accruiiifr on the i^lv,^s^nlenl should be added 
to the corpus of the fund, the account of which shall bo kept by the 
Commissioners in Form I of the Account Itules for (lie j*uidance 
of Administrators of Trust Funds. 

tJOt). 1 minediaiely after the close of each financial year, the 
Commissioners shall submit to fjovernment, through the proper 
channel, and to the Chief Engineer, Fublic Health Department, an 
abstract of the accounts of the fund in Form II of the Trust Fund 
Rules. 

201. Tile accounts of the E'uud shall be audited by the local auditor 
along with the other accounts of the Commissioners and any default in 
tho imyinent of the contributions or diversion of the Fund or any other 
irregularity shall be brought to the notice of Government through the 
audit rejmrt. 


Appropriatiofl Register. 

Loans, (I'oi'crntiu'iil Scrurities, Kndoirwrnls and other Fnnds. 

292. To watch tlx' aiqiropriation of funds raised by loan or special 
grants by Government or contributions intended for s|M><'ial inirposes 
by individuals or local bodies an Appropriation Itc^'ister shall be kept 
in Form 7(i. Th.* expenditure shall be posted moiilhly from the llegis- 
ter of AVorks or other apjirojiriate register. Without the sanction of 
Government jireviously obtained no ])ortion of -.ucli lumls shall be 
appropriated even tcmporarilv to any object other tluiii that for which 
it was intended. Separate pages or sets of pages shall be set apart for 
each endowment or fund. An.v unspent balance of a Government grant 
made for expenditure in a particular year shall lajise and shall not be 
available for expenditur,^ in tlie subscqiu'nt year except with the 
sanction of Government. 


CHAPTER XI. 

Municipal Office Accounts. 

Cashier’s Cash-book. 

293. All money received at the municipal otiice shall immediately 
and without reservation be brought to account in the cashier’s Cash¬ 
book to be kept in Form 78 under the direct supervision of the A’^ice- 
Chairman. The receipts shall be classified in tlie column provided 
according to the budget lieads. 

204. All receijds shall be entered daily in the Cash-book. 

As regards receipt on aerount of collections for which separate 
uegistors are prescribed the totals only shall be entered against the 
appropriate account head, “Total arrears’’ and “Total current’’ being 
shown separately in the case of lax collections made by sarkars. 

Other receipts shall be entered with full details of names and 

particulars. 
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As far as pomible all receipts under the same head shall be grouped 
t<.gcther for i^ility of accounting. 

205. Any revenue paid direct into the treasury either by servants 
of the Oommissioners who are authorised to collect or by other persons, 
will not be entered by the cashier in his Cash-book, aa he need keep 
a record only of the money which passes through his hands. Ei|cn 
servant who collects miscellaneous sources of income and remits money 
to the treasury shall keep a cash account in such detail as is necessary; 
but if the collections he makes are recorded consecutively in one of 
the prescribed registers and he can prepare his challan direct from 
the regi.ster, no further atscount is required. Eor example, if the 
License Inspeclor appointed to collect the horse and carriage tax remits 
his collections direct to the treasury instead of through the cashier, 
he can prepare his challan from Form 24 without keeping a separate 
caah account. 

Custody ^ the Municipal Fund. 

206. Subject to the provisions of section KXi, all sums received on 
account of the Municipal Fund shall be paid into a treasury 

When moneys received or collected on account of the municipality 
cannot be immediately remitted to the treasury in which the Municipal 
Fund is deposited, they shall be kept in a strong iron-safe secured by- 
two locks of different patterns. As an invariable rule, all the keys 
of the same lock shall be kept in the same person’s custody 
and. .as a general rule, the keys of one lock should be kept apart from 
the keys of the other lock and in a different prwn’s custody. The 
custodian of one set of keys should l)e the Vice-Chairman or some other 
Commissioner or municipal officer who may be placed in charge of 
the cash-chest by the Commissioners in a meeting, and of the other, 
the cashier. The chest shall never be opened or closed withoxit both 
custodians being present. 

At the close of each day’s transaction the cash shall l)e verified by 
actual count and the details of tlie casli balance shall be recorded in 
a bound book in Fonn 79. 

The cash balance certificate should be signed by the cashier and the 
Vice-Chairman or other Commissioner or municipal officer in charge of 
the cash-chest. The latter officer shall verify the cash balance and 
see that it agrees with the balance of the cashier’s Cash-book for the 
same day (Form 74). 

Note .—The provisions of the rules in this Chapter shall apply 
rrmtatis mutandis, so far ns possible, to accounts of those municipalities 
whose funds are kept in a Bank, which is not used as a Government 
treasury, with the approval of the (Tjocal Government. 


RMiiittance into tho treasury. 

207. All moneys received on account of the Commissioners shall be 
remitted intact to the treasury as often as can be conveniently 
managed and shall on no account be appropriated towards expenditure. 
The collections up to the dOth March shall invariably be remitted to 
the Treasury on or before the Slst March and those of the 31st March 
shall be remitted on the same day, if possible, or on the following 
working day without fail. 
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208. All moneys paid into the treasury to the credit of the Muni¬ 
cipal Fund whether by servants of the Commissioners or by others shall 
be accompanied by a challan in Form 80. 

If the remittance to the Treasuiy are all made through the cashier, 
the challan shall be in duplicate and the forms shall be bound in books. 
The seco'nd part shall be removed from the book and retained by the 
Treasury ofiBoe, and the original and counterfoil shall be rei^eipted by 
the Treasury officials and brought back to the municipal office by the 
servant sent with the remittance. When remittances are made by more 
than one officer or by a person not in the employ of the ('ommissioner's 
the challans shall l>e in tripliinte. The first part shall be retained by 
the Treasury office, the second part shall !)(> sent at once to the 
municipal office, and the third part shall be delivered to the person 
paying in the money. Commissioners of municipalities not banking 
with Government Treasuries may use loose challan forms. 

20!). The details of each remittance classified according to the 
different heads of revenue will appear in the cashier’s Oash-booh (Form 
78). The challans for remittance by the cashier shall therefore record 
only the name of the municipality on account of which the money is 
sent to the Treasury and the detail of the notes and (a)ius of which the 
remittance is composed. 

210. When a remittance is to be made to the Treasury, (/) all 
receipts up to the time of remittance shall be entered in the (’ash-book 
(Form 78), (/V) all money columns (columns 5 to 10 of Form 78) shall 
be totalled and the cross total of columns 6 to 12 shall he agjced with 
that of column 13, (in) the total amount of column 13 .shall he cjitercd 
in column 14 and remitted to the Treaaui-y with a chalan, and (ir) the 
nmnher and date of the chalan shall be noted against each remittance. 
The ^'ice-Chairman shall check and initial against the tot.al of the 
remittance in column 14. 

A red line shall be drawn across the Iwok balow the totals after each 
remittance. 

All amounts received after the remittance is made shall he entered 
below the line mentioned al)ove, and the date in column 1 of Form 
78, shall be the actual date of receipt and not of remittance. 

Pa$»4>eok. 

211. The Pass-book will be supplied gratis by the treasury. It 
is not a municipal account book, but is simply a copy of the account 
kept in the Treasury of the money paid in and taken out by the Com¬ 
missioners. It shall therefore always be written up only by the Treasury 
establishment by whom the original account is kept. 

No entries or marks shall under any circumstances be made in the 
Pass-book by any one connected with or working in the municipal 
office. 

With the remittance shall be sent the Pass-book of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Upon receipt of the money by the Treasury both sides of the Pass¬ 
book will lie written up to date by the Treasury Accountant, the entries 
mitialled by the Ti'easury Officer and the book returned at once to the 
municipal office. 
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At the close of each month the balance in the Pass-book will be 
struck by the Treasury Accountant with the amount written in words 
and shall be signed by the Treasury Officer. 

The total of the balance and the amount of outstanding cheques 
shall be checked against the corresponding balance shown in the rssh- 
book (see rule 224). Thj Vice-Chairman shall not sign the Cash-book 
until such agreement has been effected. 

Note .—If municipalities bank with the Irap-^rial Bank instead of 
with Ihe Treasiiry, the said bank shall furnish a statement of accounts 
instead of a l*ass-book. The bank should be requested to furnish such 
statements as soon as a remittance is received and always for the last 
working day of ea<h month. These statements shall be serially and 
chroTiologically filed and serve the pttrpose of tlte J’ass- 
book. I4iis lule, with the exception of sub-paragraph M, shall apply 
imitdtia to municipalities banking with a branch of tlie 

Imperial Bank of India. 

212. The Vice-Chairman. Executive Officer or Secretary, hhall 
once at least in everj'^ fortnight examine the cashier’s Cash-book together 
with the Pass-book, so os to satisfy himself that all money received 
has duly been remitted to the treasury without delay and that the 
cashier does not retain in hand sums of money in excess of the security 
which he may have given, and that he always remits to the Treasury the 
whole and not part of the day’s receipts and he shall initial the Cash¬ 
book in token of having made this examination. He shall further once 
at least in every fortnight (*xamine the cashier’s and the accountant’s 
Cash-books with all the subsidiary forms (other than rate bill form8^ 
and registers in which receipts are given or collections recorded with 
the view of testing whether all sums received are actually brought to 
account promptly. (See rule 230 below). 

213. The Chairman, the Vice-Chairman, the Executive Officer, the 
Secretary or any other di.slmrsing officer .shall exercise the .same vigil¬ 
ance in respect of all expenditure out of the Municipal Fund ns a person 
of ordinary prudence would exercise in spending his own money. If 
there be any loss to the Municipal Fund, the officer who incurred the 
expenditure shall be liable for the same. 

PtqfXMnt orders end payment of claims. 

214. Every bill or other claim for payment shall be presented in 
the first instance to the Accountant who shall check and examine it 
as regards arithmetical accuracy, projiriety of the claim, and its 
admissibility with reference to sanction, order book, measurement book 
or other documents, and if it be found to be correct and in order, 
initial it and submit it for orders to the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. 
Wherev.-r permissible pies involved in the total of the passed bill shall 
be rounded off to the nearest anna—items below 6 pies l)eing omitted 
and 0 pies and above treated as one anna. If payment of the bill so 
pres.’nted is to be made a payment order shall be endorsed on the 
documents, that is to say, on the bill presented by the person who 
prefers the claim. The 7 )ayment order shall, except ns otherwise 
provided in nile 187, run as follows: — 

“Pay (Rs. ) rupee only,’’ the amount being written in 

words as well as in figures and the order shall be signed by the Chair¬ 
man or Vice-Chairman, if the amount to be paid does not exceed 
Rs. 600. If both the Chairman and Vice-Chairman be absent or be 
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unable to sign, no order for payment shall be made on the bill. Orders 
for the payment of a sum of money in excess of Rs. 500 shall be signed 
both by the Chairman and Vice-Chairman or by the Chairman or Vice- 
Chairman and another Commissioner. 

Before passing a cheque the Chairman or Vice-Chairman shall 
satisfy himself that the amount is available again.st the balance of the 
Municipal Fund or a loan or other 8})ecial fund, as the case 
may be, to which the amount is debitable. A rcfei'cnce lo the appro¬ 
priation rcgisiei maintained under account rule 20tl will show (he 
amount of the unspent balance of the loan or other special funds. 
Deducting this sum from the balance of the general cash-book on any 
day (the receipts and expenditure being roughly totalled for the purpose 
of working out tlie figure), the available balance of the Municipal Fund 
proper will be obtained. 

“Note. —'I'hc ‘Special Funds’ referred to above ore ‘grants from 
Chovemment’ or ‘contributions by Local Bodie.s or individuals’ for 
earmarked objects.” 

215. If the bill is to be paid out of the imprest, the Chairman nr 

tlie Vice-Chairman shall sign the pay order on the bill and make it over 
to the cashier for payment. The accountant or cashier shall after pay- 
m.mt stami> thi' vouchcj’ with the, woi'ds ‘‘Paid in cash” in conspiitucms 
type. This shall l)c attached as a sub-voucher to the next contingenf bill 
(Form 52). Tf the bill is to be paid by cbeiiue, it shall be made over 
to the accountant. I'lie cheque shall be written ou< by the acc.ountant 
and the bill stamped ‘‘Paid by cb.^(iue No. , dated ” in 

con.spicuotis type. Both the bill aiul the cheque shall then be placed 
before the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman, oi’ the Executixe CfKcer, or 
the S.rcretaj’.v. authorized by the ('ommissioners at a meeting to sign 
the, cheque. He shall then sign the chetiue and initial (with date) the 
‘‘Paid” endorsement on the bill in token of having signed the cheque 
for ths bill. 

The amount of the cheque shall be entered in the Cash-bi>ok as 
soon as the cheque is signed. 

216. Every pa.vment made either in <‘asli oi- by cheijue ihall be 
covered by a receijxt, stamped, if ueces.sary, ami signed by the i)erson 
to whom the money is dxie. Tf payment is made to another perfton 
duly authorised by the payee to receive pa.vment on his behalf, the 
signatures of both are necessary. 

A rweipt signed by any other person or by a municipal employee 
is invalid. 

217. For pa.vment to illiterate persons the.ir thumb imjiressions 
shall be taken and att.ssted by a witness in addition to the paying officer. 

When the payee signs in vernacular, the paying officer shall require 
the payee to acknowledge the amount in the same vernaetdar. 

218. All bills that have been paid shall be numbered consecutively 
for the year in order of payment, and shall be pasted in a guard book. 

Sub-vouchers for payment.s made out of the imprest shall be filed 
in a separate guard l>ook and shall bo attached lo the imprest bill for 
reoQiupment, a memorandum being kept in its place in the general 
guard book. 
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Unpaid Bill Ragiftnr. 

219. All claims which are preferred and accepted shall ordinarily 
be paid at the earliest possible date. If a bill is presented and pay¬ 
ment is not made within a month of its presentation or if the claim is 
contested it shall be entered in the Unpaid Bill Register in Form 81. 

220. The Unpaid Bill Register and the Register of Works (Form 
60) being requiied for ascertaining the unpaid demands for which 
provision is to be made in the next year’s budget (see rule 26), at the 
close of the year the unpaid amounts shall be shown in the cfdumn 
“Balance” and be carried foivvard to the regi.ster of the next year. 
To en.sure a complete record of the liabilities in cases where bills may 
not have been jiresented, all orders for supplies or w'orks other than 
those for which formal agreements have been taken and jKirticulars 
of which are entered in the Register of Works shall be entered in an 
Indent Register (Form 66). 

Where a large numlier of ]ietty orders are given on any (wirticular 
account, such as fodder, kerosine oil, etc., for which perio<lical bills 
are received, a separate register shall be kept for it. 

The unpaid Bill Register and the Register of Works shall be 
reviewed by the Vice-Chairman, (he Executive Offi»er or the Secretary 
at least once a month along with the relevant records, et<-.. to ensure 
their correctness at all times. 

Note.—See rule 171. 


Caah>boofc. 

221. The Cash-book shall be kej)t in English in Form l)y the 
accountant. It shall be a substantially bound volume, containing a 
sufficient number of pages to contain at least one year's transactions. 
It shall be carefully paged before being brought into use. 

222. As soon as the Pass-book is re<!eived back from the Treasury 
(see rule 211), the accountant shall compare and verify the entries isi 
the Pass-book with the duplicate challans and the cashier’s Cash-lKKjk 
to ensure tliat all remittances have been duly brought to ac count in the 
Treasury and the accountant will then write up the receipt side of his 
Cash-book (Form 83) from the challans and the cashier’s Cash-book. 

In writing up his Cash-book the accountant shall transcribe the 
totals only under the various acxiount headings in the cashier’s b^k 
into his Cash-book, but at the same time he shall prove the compilation 
of the account and test the accuracy of the amount and the < lassification 
of the items forming the totals by referring to all the forms and regis¬ 
ters in which receipts are given or collections recorded. All miscel¬ 
laneous receipts and license hook counterfoils shall thus be checked 
daily by the accountant, but the collections of municipal taxes should 
he compared only with the sarkar’s collection registers after they have 
been duly checked without scrutinising the counterfoils of the bills. 

The date of re(;eipt to be shown in the accountant’s Cash-book shall 
be the date on which the challan is received by the Treasury Officer as 
shown by his stamp and initials on the counterfoil. 

Note .—Both the “arrear” and “current” collection of taxes of the 
31st March, if remitted to the Treasury in April, shall be classified as 
“arrear” in the Accountant’s Cash-book. 
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223. The payment side of the Cash-book shall be jwsted from the 
details of the vouchers aAd of the cheques drawn. The amount of each 
cheque shall be entered as scon as the cheque is signed. 

Note.—See rule 229. 

Closing of the Cash-book. 

224. The Cash-book shall be balanced on the last working day of 
every month and signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman in token 
of the correctness of every entry made therein. The balance brought 
out shall be stated both in words and figures, and shall within three 
days of the close of tlie month be agreed with the balance shown in the 
Treasury Pass-book, thus: —

When a cheque has Iwen cancelled {see rule 245), it will not be 
entered in the list of cheques drawn but not cashed. 

Where the Qiniinissioners have transactions with a bank and a 
treasury or two bunks the details of cheques, chalans and ])as8-books 
relating to ea(ih should be shown separately. 

Vice-Chairman’s Quarterly Review. 

225. The Vice-Chairman shall at least once a quarter review the 
Register of Works (see rule 107), the Stores Registers (.'.’cc rules 108 
and 109), (lie Indent Register (.«’« rule 171), the Register of Unpaid 
Hills (see rule 219) and the Register of Lands (see rule 250) and shall 
submit to the ('ommissionejs at a meeting, a consolidated balance sbeid 
ill Form 84 showing their assets and liabilities. 

The Chairman shall submit a co])y of the balance sheet to the Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate not later than the 20th day after the close of the quarter 
to which the statement relates. 


Cheques. 

220. Cbeiiues drawn on a treasury shall be in Form 85. The draw¬ 
ing officer shall notify to the treasuiy upon which he draws tlie numbi'r 
of the cheque book which he from time to time brings into u.se. 

Cheque books containing 100 cheques each will be provided by the 
officer in charge of the treasury. Each Imok will bear a number 
which shall be repeated upon each cheque contained in it, together 
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with the consecutive number of each cheque form. The drawing officei 
shall keep the cheque book under lock and key in his personal custody 
and when relieved, shall take a receipt for the correct number of 
cheques made over to the relieving officer, a specimen of whose signature 
shall at the same time be forwarded to the treasury concerned. 

2t?7. Oil receipt of a cheque book from the treasury, the officer to 
whom the duty of signing cheques is allotted shall count the cheques 
and shall record on the back of the cheque book: “This cheque book 
contains forms.” The cheque liook shall remain in the custody 

of the officer who usually signs the clieques. 

'I'he clieiiue book in use may be made over to the accountant 
or cashier whenever required, but it shall be returned before the office is 
closed for the day and shall on no account be left in the entire charge 
of any subordinate. 

The officer in whose custody it is to remain shall satisfy himself 
periodically that all unused cheques are in the book and that none have 
been surrejititiously extracted. 

2”9. No ch.^ques shall ordinarily be signed unless lequired for 
immediate delivei-y to the person to whom the money is to be paid. 
The practice of retaining signed cheques in the office shall not be per¬ 
mitted. 

”80. Every idieque sh.all be drawn in English in favour of the iier- 
son to whom the money is actually to be paid and no cheque shall be 
drawn in favour of one person for iiayment to another. 

The sole exceptions permitted to this rule are in the case of a cheque 
issued (a) for a* sum of money distributable as pay or wages among a 
number of municipal employees, and (h) for a sum of money due to a 
person residing outside the district where the treasury with which the 
muuiciiialily banks is situated. In the former case the cheque shall 
be drawn in favour of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Executive Officer 
or Secretary who will endorse the cheque by name to the person by 
whom the actual distribution is to be carried out, and in the latter case, 
the cheijue shall be drawn in favour of the postmaster, it it is acceiilcil 
by him, and shall be sent to him with the money-orders included in the 
cheque, if tlie cheque be not ai'cepted by the ])i)stmastcr, it sliail lie 
drawn in favour of the (Miairman, Vice-Chairman, Executiv.* (tfficer 
or Secretary who will have it cashed and the money sent to the iiost- 
master by money-order. He shall check the money-order carbon 
rei eipts with the bills on the same day or on the following day. 

The postmaster will accept the cheque and give separate receipts 
for each money-order in the usual way. In the case of payment of 
sums due to Government, the cheque shall be made payable to the 
officer in charge of the department .concerned, when the money to be 
remitted is accounted for by a special department of Government apart 
from the treasury, such as the Income-tax or the Land Acquisition 
Department. In other cases the cheque shall l e drawn in favour of the 
Treasury Officer and forwarded to him for credit to Government. 

Note .— When payment.s are frequently to be i iude to firms outside 
the district, a second banking account may be opened with a branch 
of the Imperial Hank with the approval of the Local Government. 
Crossed cheipies shall Ue drawn on the Imperial Hank for such jiay- 
inents and sent to the payee by legistered post. 


IPaet 1 
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231. The amount of every chefiue drawn shall be written in words 
as well as. in liguree both on the olieque itself and on the counterfoil 
which shall be initiailled by the person who signs the cheque. The 
amount of the cheque should be so recorded as to render any alterations, 
interpodations or insertion quite easily noticeable; this word “only" 
shall be added after the amount written in words where the amount 
does not contain annas or annas and pies. 

232. (!he(|ue8 shall be signed either by the (diuirmun or Vice- 
Chairman and they may also be signed by the Executive Officer or the 
Secretary if the Commissioners at a meeting so direct; but in that case 
a copy of the resolution empowering the Secretary to sign cheques shall 
be sent to the Accountant-Oencral, Bengal, and also to the treasury 
where the account is kept. 

233. All <he(jueH diawn in favour of the Chairman or the Vice- 
Chairman for payment of (1) establishment, (2) wages of sweepers, 
etc.., (3) and others in which cases it is not possilifle to make direct 
payments by chetpies in tavoui’ of the paye.^s shall be entered by the 
cashier in the Register of Disbursement of cash drawn in cheijues in 
favour of the Chairman or the Vice-Chaii'inan (h'orin 82). The amounts 
actually disbursed shall be entered in the register daily and the closing 
cash balance shall be written in words across the pages at the close of 
every day’s transaction and signed by the c^Hhier, by the Chairman 
or the Executive Officer or the Secretary. 

234. If the (iomniissiouers of a municipality situated in a subdivi¬ 
sion and banking at a siib-treasurv require money to be paid at the 
District Treasuiy, a ihecpie may be drawn for the amount upon the 
sub-treasury witli a rc(|U. st that an order may be issued for the payment 
of the amount from the District Treasury, and rict ri rno. 


Cancellation of Cheques. 

23f). AVhen a signed cheque is cancelled it shall be stamp.?d or 
enfaced “Cancelled” by the drawer of the cheque. 

The fact of cancellation shall be noted in red ink under the initials 
of the drawer of the cheque upon the counterfoil and also across the 
endorsement which has been enfaced upon the voucher. 

Note .—The cancelled cheque wdll be destroyed by the Government 
Auditor as soon as the accounts for the month in which the cheque 
was drawn have been audited. 


Correction of the Cash-book and Abstract Register when 
Cheques are cancelled. 

233. If the che(}ue is cancelled before the cash transactions of the 
mouth in which it was issued have been totalled, the entry in the 
Cash-book and also in the Abstract Register shall bo struck out in red 
ink under the initials of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. 

If, however, the Abstract Register has been totalled the amount of 
the cheque shall be credited in the Cash-book as a miscellaneous receipt, 
and if the correction is made in the year in w'hich the cheque was issued, 
the amount shall be noted against the head “deduct entries” in the 
Adjustment Register under that head and the head of .expenditure to 
which it was originally charged. 
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237. No fresh cheque shall he issued, in place of the lap.sed 
cheque, the lapsed cheque shall simply be re-dated and the alteration 
initialled by the Chairman or official whose duty it would be to sira 
the cheques. A note of the fact of re-dating shall be entered in the 
Cash-book against tlie original transaction and upon the counterfoil 
of the che(iue itself as the alteration will in no way affect the accounts 
and no further entries ehulll be made. 

Note .—Cheques uje current for three months only. After the 
expiration of Ibut jieriod payment will be refuse<l at the treasury, 
and the ])erBon in whose favour the cheque was drawn will therefore 
have to bring it back to be re-dated. 

238. 'When a cheque is leport.^d as lost during the period of its 
currency, the Chairman shall forward to the Treasury Officer concerned 
a certificate in the following form for signature: —

239. On receipt from the Treasury Officer of the certificate signed 
by him a new cheque can be drawn in lieu of it and the fact of the 
loss and the number and date ef the new cdieque will be recorded on 
the counterfoil of the lost cheque and the number and date of the did 
cheque that is lost will be recorded on the counterfoil of the new one. 
The fact of the new cheque having l)een issued w’ill be entered on the 
date of issue in red ink jjarenthelically in tin* t'ush-book but not in 
the column for payment. A note will also be made against the original 
entry in the Cash-lM)ok. 

Abstract Registers of Receipts and Expenditure. 

240. All the entries on the receij)! side of the (hish-book (l''orni 
83), shall be posted by the accountant one by one direct from llie Ca-.li- 
book into the Abstract Register td' rec(d])ts (Form 80), and all Ihe .‘Ulrie-, 
on the payment side of the Cash-book shalll be similarly posted into the 
Abstract Regi.ster of expenditure (Form 87). 

When transactions under any head are very numerous it will be 
best to open two or more columns with the same headings, and the 
headings under which there can be no transactions may be omitted. 

241. The Abstract Registeis shall be kepi in English and shall be 
posted as often as may be convenient, but in no cuae later than 10 days 
after the close of the month to which the account relates. 

242. The cash tiansaclions in the Abstract Refristers shall be 
totalled every month and the grand totals of the different heads of 
receipts and expenditure must necessarily be equal to and shalll be 
compared by the VTce-Chairman, Executive Officer or Secretary with 
the total receipts and payments in the Cash-book. He shall initial 
the Abstract Registers in token of having made this comparison. 
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Adjustments, 

243. The adjustmentu in the Abstract Registers shall represent 
the totals in the Register of Adjustments described below. 

For the record of transactions other than cash a Register of Adjust- 
luculs shall be opened in Form 88. 

244. The chief adjustments are— 

(1) Rectifications of errors in classification. 

(2) The adjustment of a bill against an advance. 

(3) The charge to a head of expenditure by credit to deposits of a 

sum due on a contractor's bill which sum is retained as 
security deposit. 

(4) Adjustment due to refunds of income or recoveries of 

expenditure. 

These transactions shall be entered item by item in the Re^'ster of 
Adjustments whence the,total shall pass into the Alistract Registers of 
receipts and expenditure, but before the postings are made in the 
Abstract Registers, the net total of the receipt heads shall be agreed 
with the net total of the payment heads. 

245. The methods of entry in the Register of Adjiistmcnls shall 
he as follows; — 

In case (1) the adjustment shall be made by entering the amount 
in the space for “add entries” in the column for the head to which the 
amount is to be added, and again in red ink in the space f<ir “deduct 
entries” in the column for the head from which the amount is to be 
deducted. Roth entries will be made on the receipt side, if the amount 
is to he transferred from one head of receipt to another; and both will 
he made on the expenditure side if the amoupt is to he transferred fronv 
one head of expenditure to another. 

In case (2) the adjustment shall bo made by entering the amount in 
the space for “add entries” in the column of the expenditure side for 
the head to which charges on account of the particular expenditure 
incurred are to be taken and on the receipt side in the space for “add 
entries” under the head “advances recovered.” A corresponding 
entry shall he made on receipt or credit side of the Advance Ledger 
(Form 70) of the jierson by whom the expenditure was incurred and tu 
whom the amount adjusted was originally advanced. 

In case (3) the adjustment shall be made by entering the amount 
on the expenditure side in the space for “add entries” in the column 
for the head to which the balance of the charges of the bill from which 
the deduction has been made has been taken, and on the receipt side 
in the space for “add entries” under “deposits received.” 

In case (4) an adjustment shall b^ made only when the income was 
originally received or the expenditure incurred in the same year Li 
which the refund or recovery is made. When income is refunded the 
refund shall he charged to the major head of expenditure corresponding 
to th.e major head of receipt to which it was originally credited, or if 
there l)e no such head to “Miscellaneous.” The amount shall then be 
deducted in the Adjustment Register from both the head of recei])t to 
which it was originally credited and the head of expenditure to which 
the refund is charged. When expenditure is recovered the amount shall 
be credited to the major head of receipt corresponding to the major 
head of expenditure to which it was originally charged or if there be no 
such head to “Miscellaneous.” The amount shall then be deducted in 
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the Adjustment Register from both the heads of expenditiire to which 
it was originally charged and the head of receipt to which the recovery 
is credited. 

Note .—Adjustments affecting the advance and deposit heads shall be 
made even after the close of the year. 

^40. Adjustments made by deduction in the Abstract Registers 
sliall always be written in red ink. 

Quarterly and Annual Account. 

247. At the close of every month the totals under tb? various heads 
of account recorded in the Abstract Registers (Forms 80 and 87) shall 
be entered in English hy the accountant in the separate registers in 
Forms SO and 00 agiiinst the corresponding heads \inder the a|)propriute 
month. 

If it is desired to show the expenditure in greater detail than accord¬ 
ing to the prescribed budget heads additional detailed heads may be 
inserted in the Register of Expenditure. 

The particulars of the charg.’s to be posted under those heads can 
be obtained from the Cash-book or vouchers. An account showing the 
receipts and expenditure during the year in Form 01 and duly balanced 
shall be prepared immediately, after the clo.se of each year and pub¬ 
lished at the municipal office. 

248. .As soon as possible after the close of the year and not later 
than the l.Oth .A'pril following the totals of the receints and expenditure 
of the year as worked out in the last columns of the registers (Forms 
80 and 001 shall he posted in English by the accountant into the annual 
account in Form 91. 

249. A copy of this account shall he sent not later than the 30th 
April following to the Onmmissioner of the Division through the 
District Magistrate. 

250. To enable the Commissioner of the Division to effect a com¬ 
parison between the estimate and the actual receipts and expenditure 
of the municipality, the amounts by which the actual figures fall short 
of or exceed the estimated figure shall he shown in the two separate 
columns provided for the purpose within the body of Form 91. 

Office Order Book. 

251. An Office Order Book shall be kept by the Commissioners in 
which all appointments, promotions, leave, suspensions, fines and office 
arrangements and orders generallv shall he noted. The Vice-Chairman 
or the Executive Officer shall see that this Order Book is kept in a correct 
and complete manner. 

Establishment Check Register. 

252. The whole establishment of the Commissioners shall l)e recorded 
in th.’ Eslablisbment Check Register (Form 92) in w’hich every appoint¬ 
ment as made shall be entered. When any revision of the establish¬ 
ment is made the details of the revision shall be noted in the register, 
the number and date of the resolution or order being quoted in column 
1 thereof. The original scale as well as all subsequent changes shall 
be authenicated by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman or Executive Officer 
with a quotation of the number and date of the sanction in support. 
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253. Details of every establislimeut bill after it is checked by the 
Accountant shall be posted into the Establishment Check Repister (Form 
92). I’ay shall l)e recorded under the month for which it is due and 
not under that in which it is disbursed. 

Temporary Establishment. 

254. Tempojury establisliinont shall be entered in the Establish¬ 
ment (dieck Rejrister (Form 92) at the end of the space allotted for 
the permanent establishment and shall not be mixed \ip with it. The 
period for which the temporary establishment is sanctioned shall Im 
distinctly ape<'ified in the second column below the details of appoint¬ 
ments sanctioned, and lines shall be drawn across the columns of the 
months previous and subsequent to such period, so as to prevent admis¬ 
sion hy over8it,dit of pay for a j»criod in excess of sanction. 

Other Recurring Charges. 

255. When the ('ommissioners incur recurrin>r chai’^es (other than 
loans) on acr-ount of scholarships, contributions, rents, etc., payments 
on acetiunt thereof shall be recorded and cliecked in the same manner 
as establishment <har}jes.

Register of Lands. 

25(). .\ pro])<’i’ record of all lands iucludinj'- 'oads, lands on road 

sides, sites of buildings, tanks, etc., in the possession of the Commissioners 
sh.'ill be ke]»t in Form 93. 

If any plot of land shown in the register is sold or is otherwise 
transferred from the jiossession of the Commissioners, the entry for it 
shall be struck off and the fa<‘ts in connection with the transfer stated 
in the column for remarks under the initials of the Chairman or the 
Vice-Chairman. This register shall be annually examined by the 
Chairman and attested with his signature and date. 

Register of Tools and Plant. 

257. All property which is not recorded in the municipal stock 
books (Form 02) or in the Register of Tiands (Form 93), c.t;., tools-and 
plant, conservancy or watering carts, road rollers, Iami)s, lamp-posts, 
ladders, scales, weights, etc., shall be recorded in a Register of Tools 
and Plant in Form 94. When any such property is subs.^quently' 
disposed of by sale or in any other manner, the details of disj)o.snl shall 
be entered in cx)lunin 7 by the officer in charge. This officer shall be 
responsible that the register is a complete record of the municipal tools 
and plants which should be shown therein. 

Annual verification of Property. 

258. The Chairman, or one or more representatives of the Commis¬ 
sioners appointe<l by him in this behalf, shall verify such ])ercentage of 
the municipal property referred to in these rules as the Chairman 
may decide, provided that not less than 10 per cent, of the property 
entered in each of the registers of stock books prescribed by the rules 
abovemeutioned shall be verified each year. 
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259. The verifying officer shall initial each entry which he has 
verified and shall sign a certificate that he has personally verified the 
existence of whatever percentage he may have checked of the articles 
entered in the register of stock hook. 

260. I’he verifl<’jition of the entri?s in each separate register cr 
stock book shall be so far as possible be completed in one day. 

It is not necessary that all the registers and stock books should be 
verified on tho same day or at one time of the year. It will in fact 
ordinarily be safer if the various checks are carried out at irregular 
times. 

261. 1'he date on which each item of stores was actually counted 
shall be entered in the Stock Register or the half-yearly balance return. 

Destruction of Vouohers and other Records. 

262. Vouchers, registers and other accounts and forms preso ibed 
for the use of Commissioners shall not be weeded or destroyed otherwise 
than in accordance with the Appendix to these rules. 

The Chairman or the Vice-Chairman shall give the necessary orders 
for destruction after personal inspe<!tion. 

The registers, vouchers and other do«'uinents which have been 
ordered to be destroyed shall be entered in detail in a register and 
attested by the (.'huirman, Vice-Chairman, Exec-utive ()ffi<-er or Secre¬ 
tary after verification. 


CHAPTER XII. 

Legal Proceedings. 

263. The municipal rates, taxes, license fees, rents, etc., shall 
ordinarily be realised by the collecting sarkars or by issue of distraint 
warrants, as provided In the Act. In exceptional cases, where_ civil 
suits are to be filed for the recovery of the municipal dues, sanction of 
the Commissioners at a meeting shall be obtained for filing them. 

264. All suits filed on behalf of or against the Commissioners, shall 
be entered in the Register of Civil Suits (Foiun 95) and costs incmrctl 
in conducting the suits and in execution of decrees shall be noted ;n 
the register against each suit to work out the total dues. 'I’he pleader 
entrusted with the case on behalf of the municipality shall be requested 
to send a rej)ort every month showing the action taken by him, progress 
of the case, the Court’s order, if any, and the amount dejosited in 
Court, if any. The amounts recovered and credited in the Municipal 
Fund shall be noted in the register with the number and date of the 
chalan by which they ware credited. The register shall be examined 
by the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman every month. 

265. No suit shall l)e compromised without the sanction of the 
Commissioners at a meeting. 

266. All prosecutions filed under the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, 
the Bengal Food Adulteration Act, 1919, or any other Act, shall be 
entered in the l’ro8e<',ution Register (Form 96). The order of the court, 
the amount of fine imposed and the number and date of the chalan in 
which the fine is credited shall be noted against each.

RULES. 

1. These rules may be cited as “ The Bengal Factories Rules, 1935.” 

CllA. -Ell 1 
Definitions 

2. In these rules— 

(а) “ the Act ” means the Factories ,^cl, 1934 ; 

(б) ” section ” means a 8< ction of the Act; 

(r) “examining surgeon” nea* a regi.stercd medical practitioner 
authorized by the certify* .nirgeon under sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 12 to exercise the jir'i^ns assigned to the certifying 
surg('on under the Act ; 

id) “ certificate of fitness ” me. ns a certificaki in tbe prcscrilied form 
"••anted by a eertitying surgeon, or by an examining surgeon to, 
or in respect of, any young person, certifying his age, and 
fitness to work in a factory as a “ child ” or “adult ” as the 
case may be ; 

(p) “ artificial humidification ” means the humidification of the air of a 
room by any artificial means whatsoever, except the use of gas 
or oil for lighting purposes, or the unavoidable esca|)e of steam or 
water vapour into the atmosphere, directly due to the treatment 
of fibre by water or steam, in its passage through a machine : 

Provided that the introduction of air, directly from outside 
through moistened mats or seretms placed in ventilation 
openings at times when the tcmiierature of the room is 80 
degrees or more, shall not be deemed be ai Jcial humidifi- 
oatiun ; 
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(/) “hygrometer” means an accurate (combined) wot and dry-bulb 
thermometer conforming to the prescribed conditions as regards 
construction and maintenance ; and 
(g) “ degrees ” (of temperature) means degrees on the Fahrenheit scale. 

CHAPTER n. 

Inspection. 

3. After each inspection of a factory the Inspector shall send to the 
occupier or manager of the factory a report upon any conditions of the 
factory that may appear to him to be contrary to the Act or to these rules, or 
to require comment, together with any orders or recommendations ft)r their 
remedy or removal, and a copy of such extracts from the report as may be 
necessary for the information of the District Magistrate, shall be furnished 
to the District Magistrate. 

4. The occupier or manager of a faet^ory shall furnish any information that 
an Inspector may require for the purpt)se of satisfying himself whether any 
provision of the Act has been complied with or whether any order {)f an 
Inspector has been duly carried out. Any demand by an Inspector for any 
such information, if made during the course of an inspection, shall bo (iomplied 
with forthwith if the information. is available in the factory, or if made in 
writing, shall be complied with within seven days of receipt thereof. 

5. All certificates, orders, lc>tt<-rs, reports or other documents issm'd by an 
Inspector or other officer duly appointed in this Isshalf by the Government or 
by a local authority with resj>ect to the fitness or safety of the factory or any 
portion of its buildings, works, plant, machinery, apparatus or ways, or with 
rt'spect to the fitness of workers cmiployed in the factory, shall bo j)rojH?rly 
filed and preservt'd for a period of t welve months and shall bo available in the 
factory for examhiation by the Inspector. 

6. In the case of factories situated in places within the limit of a local 
authority if it appears to the Inspector that there has been a breach of the 
provisions of any municipal or local Act relating to sanitary arrangements, 
removal of objectionable rubbish, the cleaning and fencing of water tanks 
or the like matters, the Inspector shall, without prc?judice to any action 
which ho is empowered to take Under the Act or the, rules thereunder draw 
the attention of the local authority to the breach of such provisions. 

CHAPTER m. 

Certifying Surgeons. 

7. The Chief Inspector shall fix the number of visits to be paid annually 
to any factory by a Certifying Surgeon. 
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8. A Certifying Surgeon may fix such places and such times as he may 
deem convenient for the attendance of persons wishing to obtain certificates 
of ago and physical fitness. Notice of the place and the times so fixed shall be 
given to the managers of the factories concerned. 

9. (1) Certificates of fitness granted under sub-section (2) of section r)2 
to children and adolescents shall be in Form No. 1 or Form No. 2 as the case 
may be in the schedule annexed to these rules. They shall be prepared by 
filling up the foil and counterfoil, on both of which shall be impressed the left 
thumb mark of the person in whose name the certificate is granted, and the 
Certifying Surgeon shall, when satisfied as to the correctness of the entries, 
sign the foil and initial the counterfoil, and shall deliver the foil to the 
[xjrson at whose re(jueHt the certificate was granted. TIk! foil so delivered 
shall b(i the certificate granted under sub-.section (2) of section 52. 

(2) Ev(iry (Certifying Surgeon shall keep a bound book containing Forms 
Nos. 1 and 2 in foil and counterfoil. The Forms shall be numbered 
consecutively and shall bo print.ed on durable material. 

10. Where a certifying surgeon authorises a registered medical practi¬ 
tioner to be an “ examining surgeon ” such authorisation shall Ik) in 
Form No. 3 in the schedule annexed to these rules, and shall be framed and 
displayed as re(|Hired by sub-section (2) of section 76. 

11. On every certificate granted by an examining surgeon, tlu^ word 
“ provisional ” shall be printal or stampcxl in red ink at (lie top of each foil 
and counterfoil. 

12. (1) A certifying surgeon shall personally examine every person 
who has been granted a “ provisional ’ ’ certificate and may confirm the 
certificate. 

(2) A “provisional” certificate shall not bo deemed to havclM'on confirmed 
unless it has been impressed in the presence of the Oertifying Surgeon with the 
left thumb mark of the pi rson in respect of whom it has been granted, and the 
word “provisional” has been scored out anti tlm certificate signed by the 
Oirtifying Siirgoon. 

13. A certifying surgeon revoking a certificate under sub-section (3) of 
section 62, shall cause the word “ revoked ” to be clearly stamped or written 
in red ink on the foil and counterfoil and shall sign and date such revocation. 


CHAPTER IV. 

(Jleanlinm, Drinking water and Sanitation. 

14. (1) The inside surface of all walla of the rooms of a factory and all 
the ceilings or tops of those rooms (whether those walls, ceilings or topa are 
plastered or not) and all passages and staircases of a factory, if they have nut 
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boon painted or varnished as provided for under sub-rule (2) of this ru'e, 
shall be lime-washed or colour-washed once at least within every twelve 
months, to date from the time when they wore last lime-washed or colour¬ 
washed ; and shall be maintained in a cleanly state. 

(2) All columns, lieains, rafters, doors, window-frames and other structures 
within a factory, shall, if not lime-washed or colour-washed as provided for 
under sub-rule (1) of this rule, Ik: painted or varnished at least once in 
every five yeare, to date, from the time when they were last painted or 
varnished, and shall lx* maintained in a cleanly state. 

Ih-ovided that, in order to allow the use of alternative methods of treatment 
of surfaces, or in order to allow an extension of the period Iwtwcen successive 
treatment.s where, in his opinion, surfaces are in good j>reservation and in a 
clean and sanitary eondition, the Inspector may, in any particular instance, 
by order in writing, relax the above provisions to such extent and subject to 
such conditions ns he may think fit. 

15. The manager of a factory not wholly (‘xi'mpkxl from the 
provisions of rule 14 under the proviso thereto shall maintain a register in 
Form No. 4 in the schodtde annexed to these rules showing th<‘ <hitc8 on 
which the diffenmt parts of the factory have lx>en lime-washed, colour¬ 
washed, painted, varnished or otherwise treated. 

10. The floors of the rooms of a factory and the jwecincts surrounding 
a factory shall be kept in a strictly sanitary and cleanly condition, ami all drains 
carrying waste or sullage water shall be constructed in masonry or other 
impervious material. 

17. No rubbish, filth or debris shall be allowed to accumulak'or to remain 
on the premises of a factory in such a position that effluvia or any other 
nuisance therefrom can arise within the factory'. 

18. (i) In every factory a supply of water lit for drinking, and consisting 
of at lea.st as many’ gallons as there are persons employed in the factory, 
shall lx- provided daily free of cost. It shall be derived from an efliciently 
filtered drinking water supply' or from one or more wells or specially' 
reserved tanks so situated as not to be liable to pollution by organic matter 
or other impurities. 

(2) When the drinknig water is obtained from an intermittent supply, 
the factory shall tx> provided with "a storage'tank or tanks having a total 
capacity of nt)t less than one gallon per worker employed. 

(3) The Inspector or any other perstm authorised by the Local Govem- 
ment in this Ix-half may, at any time, in order to satisfy himself that the 
water 8upj)lied is fit for drinking, take samples for analysis. 

49. The area around any place where drinking water is supplied to the 
operatives shall be maintained in a clean and drained condition. 
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20. In ©very factory in which any process involving contact by tho 
workers with an injurious or obnoxious substanco is carried on, there shall be 
provided and maintained in a cleanly state and in good repair for the use 
of all workers employed in such process, the following :— 

(1) (o) A trough with a smooth impervious surface, fitted with a waste- 
pipe without plug, and of such length as to allow at least two 
feet for every five such persons employed at any one time, and 
having a constant supply of water from taps or jets above tho 
trough at intervals of not more than two feet ; or 
(6) at least one wash-basin for every five such workers employed 
at any one time, fitted with a waste-pipe and plug and having a 
constant supply of water laid on, and 

(2) A sufficient supply of soap and a nail brush at each tap, jet or wash¬ 
basin. 

21. In every factory in which washing facilities in accordance with the 
requirements of rule 20 are jirovidefl for workers emj)loyed in any process 
involving contact with an injurious or obnoxious sijbstance, each such 
worker shall Ik? allowed, for washing, before each of his rest 
intervals and lM?fore the end of his day’s work, at lejist five minutes in 
addition to his sjKicified r<\st intervals, and a notice to this effect, in English 
and in the langtiage of the majority of the workers, shall he affixed in a 
conspicuous position in each department concerned. 

22. Every factory shall Ix) provided with latrines and urinals on tho 
following scale :— 

(1) Where females are cm]»l<iyed there shall be one sanitary convenience 

for I'vory 25 females. 

(2) Where males are employed thor(> shall be one sanitary ctmvenience 

for every 25 males ; provided that where the nuinbc-r of males 
employed exceeds 1(K) it shall be sufficient if there is one sanitary 
convenience for every 25 males up to the first 100, and on<? for 
evc*ry 50 thereafter. 

(3) When' tho number of males employc?d exceeds 60 there shall be 

one urinal for every 100 males. 

In calculating the number of conveniences required under this rule, any 
odd numl)er of workers less than 25, 50 or 100, as tho case may l»e, shall be 
reckoned as 25, 50 or 100. 

23. (i) The design of every sanitary «'onve‘nience for a factory sliall Ik? 
subject to the approval of the Director of Public Health, and its construction 
subject to the apj»roval of the CUiief Inspector. 

(2) Tho site or situation of every sanitary convenience shall be such that" 
no effluvia therefrom can arise within the rooms of tho factory. 
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(3) No sanitary convenience shall conimunicale with any work room except 
through the open air or through an intervening ventilated space. 

(4) Sanitary convenidices and urinals shall be so located that every 
worker may have ready access thereto. 

(.5) Every sanitary convenience in a factory shall be und<>r cover and so 
partitioned off as to secure privacy, and if for the use of females shall have 
a proper door and fastenings. 

(6‘) Where workers of both sexes are employed, separate conveniences 
shall be provided for each sex and outside each latrine, at tlie entrance, there 
shall lx; disjdayed in a conspicuous position, an approved sign or a notice in 
the vernacular, clearly indicating the sex for w hich the latrine is provided. All 
latrines intended for females shall be so placx-d or so screened that the interior 
shall not be visible even when the door t)f any convenience is open, from any 
place where persons of the other sex have to work or pass, and, if the con¬ 
veniences for one sex adjoin those for the other sex, the approaches shall be 
separate. 

{7) Every sanitary convenience and urinal in a factory shall be kept in a 
cl(;an and sanitary state, and shall be maintained in a manner approved by 
the Inspector. 

24. In any factory in which the mini her of workers employed exceeds 500, 
hand-service latrines of the diy-hm.ket tyjie shall not be jiermitted except 
with the previous permission of the Local (toveniment. Tliis rule shall take 
effect on and from the 1st January lJt37. 

26. Where septic tank latrines are installed 

(1) A notice-board showing the maximum number of persons for whom 

the tank is designi'd shall be fixed in a prominent position on each 
latrine. 

(2) An efficient automatic recording turnstile or turnstiles shall lie provided 

for ensuring that the total number of users admitted on any day 
docs not exceed the number of pc'rsons for whom the tank is de¬ 
signed and a register shall lie maintained showing the number of 
users daily. 

(3) The effluent therefrom shall conform to such standards as the Local 

Government may prescriU- by notification in the local official 
Gazette. 

(4) For the satisfactory disjxisal of the sludge or other solid matters, a 
• pit of cubical capacity equal to the total flow of not less than an 

hour shall lie provided to re«-i\i' the solid natt<'r. When the pit 
becomes full, the valves shall Ik; elo8<*d and the solid matter and 
sludge shall be allowed time to settle. The effluent shall then bo 
drawn off and sterilised, and the solid matter and sludge shaff be 
trenched or burnt. 
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Provided that where the Chief Inspector is satisfied that, in respect of any 
septic tank, the requirements of sub-clause (2) of this rule are not necessary, 
he may, by order in writing, grant exemption from that sub-clause on such 
conditions, if any, as he may impose. 

Explanation .—In this rule ‘‘sejitic tank latrine” means a sanitary 
convenience of the septic tank type together with its filter beds, 
and also activated sludge latrines and aero-bntderial latrines. 

26. An InsjM'ctor of Septic Q'anks appoint<'d by the Local Government 
may inspect any septic tank latrine or any part of it, and may colk'ct samples 
of any effluent or effluents required bj' him . 

CHAFIEE V. 

Ventilation.. 

27. In every factory, there shall be provided for each worker employed 
at one time in any room a breathing space of at hast COO cubic feet. For the 
j)urj)Ose of this calculation, no height above 15 fci-l from the floor t)f such room 
shall l>o taken into consideration. 

28. The manager of every factory shall maintain n register in Form 
No. 5 in the schedule annexed to these rules showing the measurements and 
cubic eaj)acity t)f each room in the factory, the cubic sjiaee in each room 
occupied by the machinery or other fixtures and the area ]>rovided for 
ventilating ojK-nings. 

29. Every part of (ivery factory where workers arc cm])lo_\( d shall be 
adequately ventilated to the approval of the Inspector. 

30. If in a factory engaged in the. manufurture of tc'a the discharge 
into the drying room of exhaust air from a drying machine would raise the 
temperature of the drying room above that whieli would otherwise obtain 
tht'rcin, such exhaust air shall not be discharged into any room of the 
fa('tory other than ca withering room but shall be conducted diicctly to a 
withering room or to the outer air: 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may, on such conditions, if any, as 
he thinks lit, by an c>rder in writing grant exemption from the jirovismns 
of this rule to any factory in resj)ect of which he is satisfied that the tem- 
irerature of the drying r(.)om is, notwdth.standing the discharge therein of 
exhaust air, ordinarily such as to make the provisions of this rule 
unnecessary. 

CHAPTEJt VI. 

A rtificinl H um idification.

31. There shall be no artificial humidification in an}' room of a cotton mill 
whenever the w«'t bulb reading of the hygronudt'r is higher than that sjH'cified 
in the following schedule in relathm to the dry bulb reading of the hygrometer 
at that time ; or as regards a dry bulb reading intermediate between any two 
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dry bulb readings indicated consecutively in the schedule, ■when the dry bulb 
reading does not exceed the wet bulb reading to the extent indicated in relation 
to the lower of those two dry bulb readings :—

Provided however that this rule shall not apply when the difference between 
the wet bulb temperature as indicated by the hygrometer in the room 
concerned, and the wet bulb temperature taken with a hygrometer outside in 
the shade is less than 3 ■ 5 degrees. 

32. No steam shall be used for the purpose of producing artificial humi> 
dification in any room of a cotton mill the dry bulb temperature of which 
exceeds 85 degrees.

33. The pipes used for the introduotiou of steam into the atmosphere of 
any room of a cotton mill shall, so far as they are within the room, 
bo as small, both in diameter and length, as is reasonably practicable and shall 
be effectively covered with non-conducting material to the satisfaction of the 
Inspector so as to minimise the amount of heat thrown off by them into the 
room. 

31. (1) In all rooms of a cotton mill wherein artificial humidifica¬ 
tion is adopted, hygrometers shall be provided and maintained in such 
positions as are approved by the Inspector. The number of hygrometers 
shall be regulated according to the following scale :— 

(а) Weaving Department .—One hygrometer for rooms with lo.ss than 

600 looms, and one additional hygrometer for every 500 or part 
of 500 looms in excess of 500. 

(б) Other Departments .—One hygrometer for each rot)m of loss than 300,000 

cubic feet capacity, and one extra hygrometer for each 200,000 
cubic feet, or part thereof, in exce.ss of this. 

(2) One hygrometer shall be provided and maintained outside each cotton 
spinning and weaving factory wherein artificial humidification is adoi)tcd, in 
a position approved by the Inspector, for taking hygrometer shade readings. 

35. When satisfied that the limits of humidity allowed by the schodulo 
to rule 31 are never exceeded, the Inspector may, by or<lor in writing, grant 
exemption from the provisions of rule 34 in respect of any loom oiher than a 
room in the Weaving Depart ment. 

36. A legible copy of the schedule to rule 31 shall be aflixed near each 
hygrometer. 

37. At each hygrometer maintained in accordance with rule 34 correct 
wet and dry bulb tomperaturt^s shall be re(!orded thrice daily during each work¬ 
ing day by competent purson.s nominak'd by the manager and approved by tht> 
InsjK'ctor. The tem])eratures shall lx; taken between 7 a.m. and 9 a.m., 
between 11 a.m. and 2 p.m. (but not in the rest interval), and between 4 p.m. 
and 6-30 p.m. In exceptional circumstances, such additional readings and 
between such hours as the Inspector may specify, shall bo taken. The tempera¬ 
tures shall be entered in a Humidity Register in Form No. 6 in the schedule 
annexed to these rules. At the end of each month the persons who have 
taken the ro.adings shall sign the register and certify the correctness of 
the entrio.s. The register shall always be available for inspection by the 
Inspector. 

38. (1) Each hygrometer shall comprise two mercurial thermometers, 
one wet bulb and one dry bulb, of similar constrretion, and equal in dimen¬ 
sions, scale and divisions of scale. They shall l»e mounted on a frame with 
a suitable reservoir containing water. 

(2) The wet bulb shall be closely covered with a single layer of muslin, kept 
wet by means of wick attached to it and dipping into the water in the reservoir. 
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The muslin covering and the wick shall Ixi suitable for the imrpose, clean and 
free from size or grease. 

(3) No part of the wet bulb shall be within 3 inches of the dry bulb or less 
than 1 inch from the surface of the water in the reservoir and the water reservoir 
shall be lielow it, on the side of it away from the dry bulb. 

(4) The bulbs shall Ix' spherical and of suitable dimensions and shall be 
freely exposed on all sides to the air. 

(J) The bores of stems shall be such that the j)osition of the top of the 
mercury column shall be readily distinguishable from a distance of 2 feet. 

{6) Each thermometer shall.be graduafrd so that accurate readings may 
be taken betw'een 50 and 120 degrees. 

(7) Every degree from 50 degrees up to 120 degrees shall Ik“ clearly marked 
by horizontal lines cn the stem ; each fifth and tenth degree shall be marked 
by longer marks than the intermediate degrees and the temperature nmrked 
opposite each tenth degree, i.r., 50, 00, 70. SO, 00, 100,110 and 120. 

{S) The markings as above shall be accurate, that is to say at no temperature 
between 50 and 120 degrees shall the indicated reading be in error by more 
than two-tenths of a degree. 

(9) A distinctive number shall lie indelibly marked upon each thermometer. 

(10) The accuracy of each thermometer shall be certified by the National 
Physical Ixiboratory, London, the Alathcmalical Instruments Office, Calcutta, 
or such other authority as may be appointed by the Local (Jovemment, 
and such certificate shall he attached to the Humidity Register. 

39. Each thermometer shall he maintained at all times during the period 
of employment in efficient working onler, so as to give accurate indications 
and in particular 

(а) The wick and the muslin covering of the wet bulb shall lie renewed 

once a week. 

(б) The reservoir shall be filled with water which shall be completely 

renewed once a day. The Chief Inspector may jirescrilx) the use 
of distilled water or 2 )ure rainwater in any particular mill or mills 
in certain localities ; and 

(c) No water shall be applied directly to the wick or covering during the 
period of employment. 

40. If an Inspector gives notice in writing that a thermometer is inaccu¬ 
rate, it shall be replaced by another of certified accuracy within one month of 
the date of such noticie, unless after examination by the competent authority 
specified-under sub-rule (19) of rule 38, a fresh certificate of accuracy has 
been obtained within that time, in which case the new ccriificate shall be 
attached to the Humidity Register. 

41. (/) No hygrometer shall be affixed to a wall, pillar or other surface 
unless protected therefrom by wood or other non-conducting material at least 
half an inch in thickness and distant at least one inch from the bulb of each 
thermometer. 
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(2) Each hygrometer shall be so mounted that tho accuracy of the dry 
bulb temperature shall not be affected by the proximity of water in the reser¬ 
voir. 

42. No readings shall be taken for record on any hygrometer within 16 
minutes of the renewal of water in the reservoir. 


CHAPl’ER VII. 

Safay. ^ 

43. In every factory, all buildings, walls, chimneys, bridges, tunnels, roads, 
galleries, stairways, ramps, floors, platforms, stagings, and other struc¬ 
tures, whether of a permanent or temporary eharaeter, shall be so designed, 
constructed and maintained as to involve no danger to human life or safety. 

44. (/) No machinery, plant or ecpiipraent in any factory shall be constructod 
installed, operated or maintained in a manner that is likely to involve 
danger to human lib' or safety. 

(2) No materials or ecpiipment .shall be stacked or stonsd in any factory in a 
manner that is likely to involve danger to human life or safely. 

(.3) All belts, shaft-bearing.s, valves, cocks, applianc or other parts of 
the. ways, works, machinery or plant which require attcnlion and which, in tho 
opinion of the Inspector, caimot bo attended to withom danger to human 
life or safety, shall bo providt'd with a safe means of access. 

46. Every oja-ning in tho ground or in a floor which by reason of its 
depth, situation, construction or contents, is likely to involve danger to 
human life or safety, shall Ijc securely fenced. 

41). (/) In every factory all moving parts of machinery shall be securely 

fenced or guarded, unless t hey are so situated that thej’ are in the opinion of 
the Inspector incapable of causing injury to workers. 

(2) All fencing and guards shall be strong and rigid and constructed- to 
the a^iproval of the Inspector. 

(3) All fencing shall be so placed that it is impossible for any person to 
pass Iwtween the fencing and the moving part and shall also prevent contact 
of any person or his clothing with the moving machinery : 

Provided that where a dangerous part of machinery is fitted with a 
safety device which effectively provides against injury to workers, such 
part of machinery shall, if tho device is propiwly constructed and is 
maintained in efficient working order, bo deemed to be securely fenced. 

47. If in any case it is represented to the Inspector and agreed to by him 
in writing that fencing would unduly obstruct or interfe-re with a manufacturing 
process, or would otherwise be impracticable, such other protection or other 
measure as tho Inspector may direct, shall be provided instead of fencing. 
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48. Suitable striking gear or other efficient mechanical appliances shall 
be provided and used to move ilriving belts on fast and loose pulleys and any 
such gear or appliances shall be so constructed as to prevent accidental restart¬ 
ing of the machinery : 

Provided that where the Chief Inspector is satisfied that such striking 
gear or appliances are not necessary or are impracticable for any class 
of raaehines, he may by order in writing exempt such class of machines from 
this requirement. 

49. In every factory all electrical equipment shall be sufficient in size 
and power for the work it is ’called upon to do and so constructed, ins¬ 
talled, protected, worked, and maintained as to involve no danger to 
human life or safety : 

Provided that where automatic mechanism is installed wliich renders 
“dead” any electrical equipment on the occurrence of danger, such mechanism 
shall be taken into account by the Inspector when considering the adequacy 
or otherwise of the protection furnished: 

Provided also that in no case shall the Inspector accept as adequate any 
conditions or combination of conditions which are subject to objection under 
any other Act. 

50. In every factory, where, within the precincts, there are railways, 
or other electrical or mechanical means of transport, such railways or means 
of transport shall be so constructed, installed, protected, worked and 
maintained as to involve no danger to human life or safety. 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such railways or means 
of transport if they are so designed, maintained and operated as to contravene 
the provisions of any other Act. 

51. When any plant, machinery, apparatus, or fittings in a factory do not 
comply with the provisions of rules 45, 46, 47,4S and 49, such plant, machinery, 
apparatus or fittings shall be deemed not to be adequately fenced within the 
meaning of sub-section (/) of section 24 of the Act. 

52. The following provisions shall apply to all factories, : - 

(1) All important pulleys shall be provided with belt hangers or 
perches. 

(2) Every person who gO(^s to replace a driving belt or to oil bearings or 
shafts, or to work at a height near moving parts of machinery not normally 
dangerous by reason of that height, shall wear tight trousers, and shall not 
wear any loose clothing. A dhoti wrapped round the body in any manner 
shall be deemed to be loose clothing within the meaning of this rule. 

(•?) Removing, replacing or adjusting of fast running driving belts shall 
be done by specially trained workers only. 
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(4) When a main * bolt of any maohinery has to bo adjusted, the 
machinery shall be stopped and shall not be 8(;t in motion again until such 
l>elt has been completely adjusted. 

(5) All ladders used in removing, replacing, or adjusting driving belts, and 
in the oiling and attending to overhead shafting, shall be provided with hooks 
or an effective non-skid device. 

63. In every factory where the process of manufacture necessitates the 
use of inflammable material, eflScient means of subduing outbreaks of fire 
shall bo installed, maintained and kept ready for immediate use. 

54. Tlie manager of every factory shall cause to be exhibited, in English 
and in the language of the majority of the workers, a notice prohibiting 
smoking or the use of naked lights, or both, in all places whore they would 
I»e dangerous, or where the Insjiector may require, and shall take all other 
reasonable precautions against fire. 

5.5. When in any factory there occurs any explosion, fim, collapse of 
buildings or serious accident to the machinerj' or plant, which might have 
caused or might cause injury to persons, such occurrence shall be reporteil by 
the manager of the factory within five hours of its occurremcc tf) the 
authorities mentioned in clauses (7) an<l (2) of rule 5tt. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

Accidents. 

.55. Fatal and Serious .—When there occurs in any factory an accident 
to any pt'rson which results in (a) death, or (b) such injury that there is no 
reasonable prosjx'ct that he will be able to resume his employment in the 
factory within 20 daj'^s, such accidents shall Ik? t.-alle<l in all prescribed com¬ 
munications “ Fatal ” or “ Serious ” as the case may lx*, and the manager 
of the factory shall give notice of the occurrence forthwith by telephone, 
t(^Iegram or spetiial messenger to— 

(7) the Inspector notified for this purpose, 

(2) the District Magistrate, or if he by general order so directs, the 
Subdivisional Officer, and 

{3) in the case of fatal accidents only, the Officer-in-oharge of the Police 
Station within the local limits of which the factory is located. 

Reports sent by special messenger shall be in Form No. 7 in the 8che<lule 
annexed to these rules an<l those sent by telephone or telegram shall be con¬ 
firmed by a written report in that form. 

57. Slight .—When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person 
less serious than those described in rule 56, but which prevents or is likely to 
prevent him from resuming liis employment in the factory within 
48 hours after the accident occurred, such accident shall be recorded by the 
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manager of the factory and reported by him in Form No. 7 in the schedule 
annexed to these rules as soon as practicable, but in any case within 60 
hours of its occurrence, to the authorities mentioned in clauses (/) and (2) 
of rule 66. Such accidents shall l )0 called in prescribed communications 
“Slight accidents 

68. (1) When an accident which has been reported to the Insj)ector as 
either “ Serious ” or “ Slight ’’afterwards proves to be “ Fatal ”, the manager 
of the factory shall make the necessary correction in a sui>plementary rejiort 
which shall bo sent forthwith to the authorities mentioned in clauses (7), (2) 
and (3) of rule 56. 

(2) When an accident which has been reported t<j the Inspector as “Slight” 
afterwards proves to l»c “Serious ”, or Avhen one rejM)rted as “Serious ” 
afterwards proves to l)e “Slight ”, the manager of the factory shall make 
the necessary correction in a supplementary rejiort which shall be sent 
forthwith to the authorities mentioned in clauses (7) and (2) of rule .56. 

59. Where loss of life has immediately resulted from an acci<l<‘nt, the 
place where the accident occurred shall bo left as it was immediately after 
the accident until the exjuration of at least three days afb'r the time when 
the notice required under rule 60 was given, or until the visit to the 
place by an Inspt'ctor, whichever first happens, iinless comjdiame with this 
rule would tend to.increa8e or continue (he danger or would seriously interfere 
with the manufacturing i)roeeHs.* 

00. In every factory the following requirements shall have effect:— 

(7) There shall be provided and maintained so as to be readily accessible 
a first-aid box or cupboard of the standard laid down in 
rule 61, and where more than one hundred and fifty workers 
are employed, an additional box or euplarard for every additional 
oife hundred and fifty workers. 

The number of first-aid boxes or cupboards required under this rule 
shall be cailculated on the largest number of workers employed 
at any one time, and fractions of rme hundred and fifty 
shall be reekoncid as one hundred and fifty. Where worlu'rs 
are employed in shifts, the <’alculation of the number employed 
shall be according to the largest number at work at any one time. 

(2) Nothing except appliances or reejuisites for first-aid shall be kept in 

a first-aid box or cupboard. 

(3) Each first-aid 1k)X or cupboard shall lx* distinctively marked with a 

white cross on a red ground. 

(4) Each first-aid box or cupboard shall lx‘ jilaceo under the charge of a 

reH[)onsible jwrson who shall always l)c readily available during 
working hours. A notice shall Ix) affixed in every work-room 
stating the name of the person in charge of the fust-aid box or 
cupboard provided in resjKict of that room : 
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Provided that if a hospital, ambulance room or dispensary is provided at 
the factory and such arrangements are made as to ensure the immediate treat¬ 
ment there of aU injuries occurring in the factory, the Chief Inspector may by 
certificate exempt the factory from the requirements of this rule to such 
extent and subject to such conditions as he may specify in the certificate. 

61. Each first-aid box or cupboard required under rule 60 shall contain 
at least:— 

(!) For factories employing fifty workers or less :— 

(t) A copy of the first-aid leaflet issued by the Factory Inspection 
Department, Bengal. (Form No. 8 in the schedule annexed to 
these rules.) 

{it) A sufficient number (not Ie.ss than a dozen) of small .sterilised dressings 
for injured fingers. 

(nt) A sufficient number (not le.ss than six) of itu'dium sterilised dressings 
for injured hands or feet. 

(iv) A sufficient number (not less than six) of large sterilised dressings 

for other injiired parts. 

(v) A sufficient number of sterilised bum dressings (small and large). 

(ri) A sufficient supply of sk rilist'd cotton wool, in I oz. ])ack«.ts. 

(vti) A two per cent, alcoholic solution of iodine. 

(riii) A bottle of sal volatile, having the dose and mode of administration 
indicated on the label. 

(ir) Eye drops, prepared as described in the first-aid leafl('t. (Fc»rin No. 8 
in the schedule annexed to tln'se rules.) 

(2) For factories employing more than fifty workers ;— 

(t) A copy of the first-aid leaflet i.s8ued by the Factory Inspection Depart¬ 
ment, Bengal. (Form No. 8 in the schedule annexed to these 
rules.) 

(tt) A sufficient number (not less than tw'o dozens) of small steriUsed 
dressings for injured fingers. 

(m) A sufficient number (not less than one dozen) of medium size sterilised 
dressings for injun'd hands or feet. 

(tv) A sufficient number (not less than one dozen) of large sterilised dress¬ 
ings for other injured parts. 

(v) A sufficient number of sterilised burn dressings (small and large). 

(m) A sufficient supply of sterilised cotton wool, in J oz. packets. 

(t’ti) A two i)cr cent, alcoholic solution of iodine. 

(ta'ii) A bottle of sal volatile, having the dose and mode of administration 
indicated on the lal>el. 
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(»■*) Eye drops, prepared as described in the first-aid leaflet. (Form 
No. 8 in the schedule annexed to these rules.) 

(x) A supply of suitable splints and cotton wool or other material for 

padding. 

(xi) A supply of adhesive plaster. 

(xii) A tourniquet. 

{xiii) One dozen roller bandages. 

(xtv) Half-a-dozen triangular bandages. 

(xv) Safety pins : 

Provided that items (x) to (xr) inclusive need not be included in the standard 
first-aid box or cupboard where there is a properly equipped hospital, ambu¬ 
lance room or dispensary, or if at least one box containing such items placed 
and maintained in accordance with the requirements of rule 60 is separately 
provided. 


CHAPTER IX. 

Working Hours, Registers, etc. 

62. The following provisions shall apply to the notice of periods for work 
for adult and child workers employed in a factory :— 

(7) Where periods for work are fixed in accordance with sub-section (H) of 
section 39 or sub-section (2) of section 55, the notice shall be in 
Form No. 9A in the schedule annexed to these rules. 

{2) Where jjeriods for work arc fixed in accordance with sub-scctions 
{4) and (5) of section 39 or sub-section (2) of section 65, the notice 
shall be in Form No. 9B in the schedule annexed to these rules. 

(3) Where jwriods for work are fixed in accordance with sub-sections 
(4) and (d) of section 39 or sub-section (2) of section 65, the notice 
shall be in Form No. 9C in the schedule annexed to these 
rules. 

63. The notices of periods. for work required under rule 62 shall 
be in bold type or in ink lettering and shall lie posted in glazed frames or 
otherwise suitably protected from the effects of the weather to the satisfaction 
of the Inspector. 

64. The form of the n^gisters of adult and child workers employed 
in a factory shall be as follows :— 

(7) Where workers arc not employed on shifts the register of such workers 
shall be in Form No. lOA and Form No. lOB in the schedule annex* 
ed to these rules, for adult and child workers respectively. These 
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registers shall be written up afresh on the first working day of 
each month or alternatively at regular intervals which do not 
exceed one month. 

(2) Where workers are employed on shifts the registers of such workers 
shall be in Form No. IOC and Form No. lOD in the schedule 
annexed to these rules, for adult and child workers respectively. 
These registers shall be written up afresh on the first working day 
of each week. 

Provided that this rule shall not apply in respect of workers employtid in 
accordance with any rule or order which requires that the Form llA or 
IIB in the schedule annexed to these rules, be maintained. 

65. The registers of adult and child workers employed in a factory shall 
l>e maintained in accordance with the following provisions :— 

(1) For each group of workers classified under section 39, a sepoi-ate part 

of the register shall be maintained. 

(2) Where a worker is transferred from one group to another, or from 

one relay to another, the following particulars of bi.s transfer shall 
be entered against his name in the register in the column provided 
therefor :— 

(а) the date and actual time of finishing work in the relay or group 
from which he has boon transferred ; 

(б) the relay or group to which he has been transferred ; aud 

(c) the date and actual time of commencing work in the group 
or relay to which he has been transferred. 

(3) Where a worker is discharged from or leaves his employment, the 

date of his leaving or discharge, as the case may be, shall be entered 
against his name in the “remarks” column. 

(4) All entries in the registers shall be made in ink and shall be legible. 

(5) All registers for the preceding twelve months shall bo preserved and 

be available in the factory for examination by the InspecU)r. 

66. (2) Where in any pereimial factory any worker is employed for 
more than 10 hours in any day or for more hours in any week than are j)cr- 
mitted under section 34, a record of his total working hours for each day and 
for each week in which he is employed overtime, shall bo maintained in a 
register of overtime in Form 12A in thi- schedtile annexed to these rules. 

(2) Where in any seasonal factory any worker is employed for more than 
60 hours in any week, a record of his total working hours for each day and for 
each week in which he is omploy<'d overtime, shall be maintained in a n'gisb-r 
of overtime in Form 12B in the schedule annexed to those rules. 

(J) All entries in registers of overtime shall be made in ink and shall be 
legible. 
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(4) All registers of overtime for the preceding twelve months shall be pre- 
stsrved and be available in the factory for examination by the Inspector. 

Provided that, if the', Insp<‘ctor is of the opinion that any register maintained 
as part of the routim* of a factory gives in respect of any or all of the workers 
in the factory, the particulars required by the prescribed Form 12A or 12B 
as the case may be, he may, by order in writing, direct that such register 
shall to a corresponding extent be maintained in place of and be treated as 
the register of overtime in that factory. 

67. An adult worker employed in one factory may work on the same 
day in one or more other factories, provided that— 

(a) he does not thereby change his employer, 

(b) unless working under the provisions of rule 78 on urgent repairs, he 

does not work for longer periods or for more hours than he might 
legally have worked in the factory in which he is employed ; 

(f) any time spent in travelling between one factory and another shall 
be deemed to be time during which he has worked ; and 

(d) in (H>mputing any pay due to the worker for overtime, the total of 
all hours w'orked by him in any factory, including any time 
necessarily spent in travelling between one factory and another, 
shall be deemed to be the total hours worked by him on that 
day. 

CHAPTER X. 

General. 

68. (7) No child under the age of 12 years shall be permitted within the 
work rooms and godowns of jute mills, jute pressing factories, cotton mills, 
o.)tton giiming and prt'ssing factories, kajiok factories, rice mills and tea 
factories. 

(2) No child under the age of 12 years shall Iw iK*rmitted within the com¬ 
pound or precincts of jute mills, juU; pressing factories, cotton mills, cotton 
ginning and pressing factories, and kapok factories, except in those mills, or 
lactories in which a suitable room is set ajairt solely for the use of such 
children and the nature of the supervision exercised over them is approved 
by the Inspector. 

69. In any fa(!tory in wh ich more than 150 workers are ordinarily employed, 
the Local Government may require that ah adequate shelter or shelters shall, 
before a specified date, Ire provided for the use of the workers during 
their periods of rest, and such shelters shall confonn to the following 
standards :— 

(7) The construction shall be strong and rigid, and a suitable heat resisting 
material for covering the roof and the sides (if any) shall be used. 

(2) They shall be adequately lighted and ventilated and give effective 
protection from the weather ; and 
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{SI The floors shall be raised above the surrounding ground level and 
shall l)e kept dry and in a cleanly state : 

Provided that with respect to clause (J) of this rule the Inspector may 
accept any materials if he is satisfied that the use of such materials would 
not so affect the temperature of the shelter as to cause serious discomfort to 
the workers therein. 

70. In any factory in which more than fifty women workers are ordinarily 
employed, the Local Government may require that a rof)m or rooms shall, 
before a specified date, be provided and reserved for the use of children 
imder the age of six years belonging to such women, and such rooms shall 
conform to the following standards 

(1) They shall bo of adequate size to comfortably accommodate the num¬ 

ber of such children brought into the factory premises. 

(2) They shall be adequately lighted and ventilated and give effective 

protection from the weather, and where necessary, provided with 
punkhas or fans ; and 

(3) Lavatory accommodation, washing facilities and a sufficient supply 

of potable water shall be provided. 

An ex|)erienced woman sujMjrvisor shall be placed in charge of such 
rooms, and suitable arrangements shall be made for the care of and attention 
to the children who use them. 

71. In respect of any area in which the hours of the day are ordinarily 
reckoned according to local meantime, the times and hours referred to in 
Chapters IV and V of the Act may be n'ckoned according to the local mean 
time ordinarily observed in such area. 

72. The notice containing the Abstracts of the Act and rules, required 
under section 7G shall be in Form No. 13, in the schedule annexed to these 
rules. 


73. Any notice, order or document required or authorised to be served 
or sent under the Act or any rules made thereunder— 

(fl) may be served or sent by post, or by delivering the same to the 
person on or to whom it is to be served or sent, or (where he is the 
occupier or manager of a factory) by delivering the same or a true 
copy thereof to his agent, or if for any reason the officer 
delivering sxich notice, order or document is unable to find 
the person on or to whom it is to be served or sent or 
his agent, he may serve the same by affixing a copy of such 
notice, order or document to some conspicuous place at or near 
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the main entrance of the factory and such service shall be as 
eflFoctual as if it had been made personally ; and 

(6) where it is required to be served on or sent to the occupier or 
manager of a factory, shall be deemed to be properly addressed, 
if addressed to the occupicjr or manager of the factory at the 
factory, with the addition of the proper postal address, but 
without naming the person who is the occupier or manager. 

74. (i) The following persons employed in factories shall, under sub¬ 
section (7) of section 43, be deemed to be persons holding positions of supervi¬ 
sion or management or persons employed in a confidential position, 
namely:— 

(«) Managers. 

{h) Assistant Managers. 

(c) Any other person who, in the opinion of the Inspector, holds a position, 
of suiiervision or management or is employed in a confidential 
position. 


(2) A record of the names and designations of all persons defined under 
sub-rule (/) shall Ift; maintained correctly and legibly, in ink, and shall be 
available in the factory for examination by the Inspector. 

75. (7) All appeals under section 31 shall be submitted to the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division within which the factory is situated and shall lie to 
the following authority, namely, to a Board consisting of— 

(t) the Commissioner of the Division, who shall lie the Chairman, 

(ti) the Civil Surgeon of the district, and 

{in) a nominee for a year at a time of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. 

(2) The notice of appeal shall be in the form of a memorandum setting forth 
concisely the ground of objeidion to the order and bearing a court-fee stamp 
in accordance, with article (11) of schedule II of the Court-fees Act, 1870, and 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the order ajqiealed against. 

76. An assessor appointed under sub-section (2) of section 31 shall receive 
a fee of R.s. 32 and travelling exixmses for assisting in the hearing of the appeal. 
Such fees and travidling cxpi^nses shall be paid by the Local Government, ex¬ 
cept that in cases wherein the assessors have been appointed at the request of 
an appellant against whom the appeal is decided wholly or partly, the appel¬ 
late authority may direct that the fees and travelling expenses shall lie paid 
wholly or in part by such appellant. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Exemptions. 

77. No adult worker exenijded from the provisions of section 34 other 
than an adult male worker employed under rule 78 on urgent repairs shall 
bo allowed to work for more than sixty-six hfiurs in any week. 

78. Urgent Repuirs.—The. provisions of seciions 34,^35, 3<», 37, 38, 39 and 
40 shall not apply to adult male y^orkers employed on urgent repairs <jn con¬ 
dition that 

(o) throughout the full period of such work, a notice, stating the names 
of the workers employed thereon, shall be displayed and maintained 
in accordance with the provisions of sub-st'ction (2) of section 76 ; 
[^(6) a notice stating briefly the nature of the repairs, the time of com¬ 
mencement of work on the same and its i)robable duration, shall 
be sent to the Inspo(!tor forthwith ; 

(c) no worker shall be employed on such work for more than bm 

consecutive days without a holiday for a whole day ; and 

(d) a statement showing the t.otal number of hf)urs workcnl each day in 

the week by each such worker shall be sent to the Inspector within 
36 hours after the completion of the work. 

E.tpl.<in<ilion"Vrgcxii Repairs” means any repairs - 

(/) to machinery and plant necessary to jnevent or to remedy a break¬ 
down that will cau.se or has caused a stoppage of the manufaeturing 
process, or 

{2) which are of such a natim- that failun- to execute them forthwith 
would cause serious interruption of a public s<‘rvice, or danger to 
or detention of a ship ; or 

(3) carried out by engineering works or foundries in connection with any 
repair which is of the nature dcsscribod in clause (1) or (2) of this 
explanation. 

Provided that the periodical overhaul of a locomotive, inland steamer, 
tram car or other mechanically propelltnl vehicle shall not be deemed to be 
“ Urgent rc'pairs ” for the purpose of clause (2) of this explanation. 

79. Engine and Boiler attendants. —^'I'he provisions of sections 34, 35, 36, 
37, 38, 39 and 40 shall not apply to adult male workers engaged solely in the 
work of attending to boilers or prime movers, on condition that— 

(a) the manager of the factory shall classify all such workers into grou[»s 

acconling to the? nature of their work ; 

(b) a notice showing the group or groups of workers working under the 

provisions of tliis rule shall be displayed and maintained in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-section (2) of section 76 ; 
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(c‘ an attendance register for sucli workers in Form No. IIB in the 
schedule annexed to these rules, is maintained and in re.spcct 
of each such worker, the time of commencement of each period 
of work shall be entered therein beforehand and the time of 
finishing each period of work shall be entered therein immediate¬ 
ly after the period of work has been completed ; and 

(d) no such worker shall b(i employ(‘d for mort* than fourteen consecutive 
days without a holiday foi a whole day. 

80. Maintenance workers.—Workers employed on despatching or receitnng 
of goods.—The provisions of section 36 shall not apply ,to adult male 
workers and tbo provisions of sections 37 , 38, 39 and 40 shall not apply 
to adult workers who are engaged solely on the maintenance of machinery 
and plant or^ on the despatching t)r receiving of goods on condition 
that— 

(o) the manager of the factory shall classify all such workers into groujw 
according to the nature of their work ; 

(6) a notice showing the group or groups of workers working under the 
provisions of this rule shall be displayed and maintainetl in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-seetion (2) of section 76 ; 
and 

(c) an attendance register for such workers in Form No. I IB in the 
schedule annexed to these rules is inaintaiiu.d, and in resj)eet of 
each such worker the time at commencement of each period of 
work ,shall be entered therein beforehand, and the time of 
finishing each jieriod of work shall be entered therein immedia¬ 
tely after the period of work has been completed. 

81. Continuovs Processes. —The provisions of sections 34, 36, 36,37 and 
38 shall not apply to adult male workers employed in 

(1) iron and steel factories, on the operation of blast furnaces, oj»en- 

hearth and electric 8te«il plants, electric metal melting plants of the 
Ajax-Wyatt and Northrupp types and gas firetl metal melting 
plants working on the regenerative principle ; 

(2) coke oven jdants, on the operation of coke ovens ; 

(3) by-product plants, on the recovery and treatment of by-products; 

(4) water-works or water-pumping stations as pumpmen, engine drivers 

oilers and attendants ; 

(6) gas works, on the actual production of coal gas ; 

(6) gas factories, on the production and treatment of carbon dioxide, 
oxygen and acetylene ;

(а) on the notice of periods for work required under section 39, the 

manager shall enter against each group or groups of workers 
Working under the provisions of this rule, the words— 
“ Working under the provisions of rule 86 of the Bengal 
Factories Rules, 1936 

(б) an athmdance register for such workers in Form No. IIA in the 

schedule annexed to these rules is maintained correctly and up- 
to-date ; 

(c) the number of hours worked by any such worker on a Sunday does 

not exceed six ; and 

(d) no such worker shall be employed for more than fourteen consecutive 

days without a holiday for a whole day. 

87. Flour Mills. —In resjtect of all adult male workers employed as sirdars, 
machinemen (operators and cleaners), shooting-men, mixer-men, oilers, packers 
and stitchers, flour-godown coolies, scalmen and sweepers, in the screen- 
room, mill and flour godowns of a flour mill, the following provisions shall 
apply 

(1) Where the manufacturing process is carried on continuously through¬ 
out the day and all the said workers are ordinarily employed on daily eight- 
hour shifts, the provisions of sections 34, 36, 36, 37 and 38 shall not apply on 
condition that-— 

(a) on the notice of periods for work required under section 39, the manager 
shall enter against each group of workers working under the 
provisions of this clause, the words “Working under the provisions 
of clause (1) of rule 87 of the Bengal Factories Eules, 1935 and 
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(6) no Buoh worker shall be employed fcMP more than fourteen consecutive 
days without a compensatory rest period of at least twenty-four 
hours at one time.

Hands are never fn e from germs, and should never touch the wound or the part of the 
dressing to bo applied to the wound. 


A Btjbn or Scald. 

Cover the injured part with a dry “Sterilised Burn Dre8Bing.”J Note—Ointment or oil, 
such as carron oil, should not be used for n P’irst Aid Dressing. Carron oil is not 
sterile. Its use may also interfere with any subsequent treatment by a doctor or in 
the ambulance room.

ABSTRACT OF THE FACTORIES ACT, 1934, AND THE BENGAL FACTORIES 

RULES, 193S. 

Hours and Conditions of Empioymont. 

1. Notico of poriods for work. —In every factory, there shall be displayed at 
some conspicuous place at or near the iiaain ciilranoe, a notice of tlie periods for 
work of all workers, and no worker shall he allowed to work except during such 
periods. Such notice shall bo maintained in a clean and legihlo condition. 

2. Daiiy and weekly hours. —in IWmnial factories no worker shall be allowed 
to work tor more than If) hours in any day or .54 hours in any week, unless 
exempted by rule or order. 

3. In seasonal factories, no adult male worker shall be allowed to work for 
more than 11 hours in any day and more than CO hours in any week unless exempted 
by rule or order. No woman shall jje allowed to work for moie Ilian 10 hours in 
any one day or nnre than 60 hours in any week. 

4. Intervals for rest. —The periods for work of adult workers shall be fixed 
either— 

(«) so that no period shall exceed six hours, and .so that no worker shall work 
for more than six hours heloro he has had an interval for rest of at least 
one hour; 


{!>) so that no period shall exceed five hour.;, and so that n.' worker shall work 
for more than five hours before he has had an interval for rest of at 
least halt an hour, or for more than ei.ght and a half hours before he has 
liad at least two such intervals. 


fi. Spreadovefr— The periods for work of an adult worker in a factory shall be 
so arranged that along with Ins inlert als for rest, they shall not sprentl over more 
than l;} hours m any day, unless exempted by rule or order. 

* 

6. Limiting hours for women. —.\o woman shall be allowed to work in a 
factory except between 6 a.m. and 7 p.m., unless under s|)pcial exemption. 

7. Sunday work. —No worker shall be allowed to work in a factory on a Sund.iy 
unless he is given a holiday on one of the three days immediately before or after 
that Sunday. 

8. Extra pay for overtime.— In pfiannial factories— 

(u) All hours worked in excess of 10 per day, and in excess, of 60 per week, 
shall be paid at a rate wliiidi shall not be less than one and a halt 
times the worker’s normal rate of pay. 

(h) All hours worked in e.\cess of .54 per week (or 66 per week in the case of 
continuous process workers) which have not been paid for at one and a 
half times normal rate, shall he paid at a rate which shall not be less 
than one and quarter times the worker’s normal rate of pay. 


In seasonal factories all hours worked in exces.s of 60 per week shall be paid 
at a rate which shall not be less than one and a half limes the worker's normal 
rate of pay. 

9 Reglittr of overtime.— Particulars of all overtime worked by any worker, 
together with h s rate of pay, shall be entered in the prescribed register of overtime. 
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Empioynwnt of Chlidmi and Adolawanti. 

10. Daily hours.— No child shnll he allowed to work in a factory for more tluu 
6 hours in any day. 

11. SprMdOver.— The hours for work of a child shall be so arranp'cd that they 
shall not spread over more than 7j lunirs in any day. 

12. Limiting hours.— No child shall be allowed to work in a factory except 
between 6 a.m. and 7 p.m., unless under s|K!cial exemption. 

13. Sunday work.— No child shall be employed on a Sunday unless he is 
given a holiday on one of the three days immediately before or after that 
Sunday. 

14. Double omploymont.— No child shall be allowed to work in any factory on 
any day on which ho has already been working in another factory. 

15. Age. —No child under 12 years of age shall be employed in a factory. 

16. Certiftoate of fitness. —(a) No child shall be employed in a factory unless 
he has been granted a “certificate of fitness.” 

(b) Every child, whilst at work, shall carry a token giving reference to bis 
certificate of fitness. 

17. No person between the ages ol 15 and 17 shall be allowed to work as an 
adnit unless ho has been granted a ci'rlifioate of fitno.ss to work ns an adult, and 
whilst at work carries a token giving reference to such certificate. 

18. No child under tlie age of 12 years shall be permitted within the work 
rooms and godowns of jute mills, jute pros.sing factories, cotton mills, cotton 
ginning and pre.ssing factories, kapok factories, rice mills and tea factories, 

19. No child under the age of 12 years shall be permittcHl within the com- 
pound or precincts'of jute mills, jute pre.ssiug factories, cotton mills, cotton 
ginning and pressing factories and kapok factories, except in those mills or factories 
in which a suitable room is set apart solely for the use of such children and the 
nature of the supervision exerciseo over them is approved by the Inspi'ctor. 


Safety. 

20. Every hoist or lift, hoist or lift well, and every trap door or similar ojicn- 
ing near which any person may have to walk or pass and which is likely to cause 
danger, shall be soourdy and adequately fenced. Every exjuised moving part of 
a prime mover and every ffy-wheel directly connected to a prime-mover simll be 
securely and adequately fenced. All otiior moving parts ql machinery shall be 
securely fenced unless they arc so situated that they arc in the op nion of the 
Inspector incapable ol causing injury to workers. Fencing sliall be so designed 
that it is impossible for any person to pass between the fence and the moving part 
and also in such a manner as to give protection to a person oiling, cleaning or 
otherwise attending to the machinery. All electrical equipment likely to cause 
danger shall bo securely fenced or otnerwise protected to the satisfaction of the 
Inspector. 

21. All fencing, guards and safety devices shall he maintained in an efficient 
state and shall bo propiwly fixed in position whilst the machinery is in use. 

22. All machinery, plant and equipment shall be so constructed, installed, 
operated and maintained as to involve no danger to human life or safety. 

23. No materials or equipment shall be stacked or stored in a manner which 
will involve danger to human life or safety. 

24. All belts, shafts-bearings, valves, cocks, appliances or other parts of the 
ways, works, machinery or plant requiring attention and which, in the opinion of 
the Inspector, eaunut be attended to without danger to human life or safety, shall 
be provided with a safe means of access.

All ladders 
UBed_ in replacing belts, oiling of bearings or otherwise tending macninery shall be 
specially made and reserved for that work and shall be provided either with 
hooks or a non-skid device, 

26. No woman or child shall be allowed to clean or oil any part of machinery 
whilst that part is in motion under [Kiwer, or to work beta con moving parts or 
between fixed and moving parts of any machinery which is in motion under power. 

27. No woman or child shall he employed in any part of a factory for press¬ 
ing cotton in which a <otton opener is at work unless thi* feed tmd of the cotton 
opener is in a sepuiatc room from the delivery end or is partitioned off to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector. 

28. Adequate means shall he provided tor subduing outbreaks of fire and lor 
escape in case ot tire. 

29. Any explosion, file, collajise of buildings or serious accident to the 
machinery or plant, which might have caused or might cau.se injury to persons, 
shall he reported by the manager of tho factory within five hours of its occurrence. 

Accidents and First* A id. 

3(). Fatal and serious accidents. —When there occurs in any factory an accident 
to any person which results in (o) death or (b) such injury that there is no 
reasonable prospect that he will he able to resume his oinployineiit in the factory 
within 20 days, such accidenl.s shall be called in all proscribed communications 
“Fatal” or “Serious” ns tho case may be, and the manager of the factory shall 
give notice of the occurrence torthwith either by teleplione, or telegram or special 
messenger to— 

(1) the inspector notified lor this purpose, and 

(2) the District .Magistrate, or if he by general order so dircs-ts, tho Subdivi- 

.sionul Olficer, and 

(3) in the case of fatal accidents only, the officer in charge of the police- 

station within the local limits of which tho factory is located. 

Reports sent by special messenger shall bo in Form No. 7 prescribed in the 
rules, and those sent by teleplume or telegram shall be confirmed by a written 
report m that form. 

Slight accidents.— -Wlicii there is-curs ill any factory an accident to any person 
Ic-ss serious than those tlescrihed above, hut wliirh prevents or i.s likely to prevent. 
him from resuming his employment in tlie factory w'ithin '18 hours, such 
accident -shall bo recorded by the manager or occupier and reported by him on tho 
prescribed Form No. 7 ns soon as practicabio, but in any case within 60 hours cf 
Its occurrence, to tho Inspector am! tho Districit Magislrnti'. .Such accidents shall 
be called in prescribed eoiniuunicatious “Slight accidents.” 

31. (1) When an accident which has been reported to the Inspector as 
"Serious” or “Slight” afterwards proves to be “Filial”, the mariagor shall make 
tlio nece.s.snry correction in a supplementary report which shall lie aCiit forthwith 
to llie Inspector, tho District Magi.stratc and the Oflioer in charge of the Imal 
police-station. 

(2) When an accident which has been reported to tho Inspector as “Slight” 
afterwards proves to bo “Serious", or when one report^id as “Serious” afterwards 
proves to he “Slight”, the manager shall make the necessary correction in a 
Bupplemontary report wliich shall bn sent lorthwitli to tho Inspector and the District 
Magistrate. 

Where loss ol life bus iiiniicdintely lesulted from an accident, the place 
where the accident occurred shiill be left as it was immediately after the accident, 
until the expiration of at least three days after the sending of the notice of the 
accident or until the visit to the place by an Inspector, whichever first happens, 
unless compliance with his rule would tend to increase or continue the danger 
or w'ould seriously impede the carrying on of business at tho factory. This rule 
shall only apply to those areas notified by the Local Government in the local 

official Uasette. 
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i8. Fint’lid b0XM>—Tn exory factory— 

(1) There shall bo provided and maintained so as to bo readily accessible a 
first-aid bos. or cupboard of the prescribed standard and, where more 
than one hundred and fifty w'orkers are employed, an additional box or 
cupboard for every additional one hundred and fifty workers. 

The number of first-aid boxe.s or cupboards required shall be calculated on 
the largest number of workers employed at any one time, and fractions 
of one hundred and fifty shall be reckoned as ono hundred and fifty. 
Where workers are eniplnycd in shifts, the calculation of the number 
employed shall be according to the largest number at worje at any one 
time ; 

(H) Nothing e.xcept appliances or requisites for first-aid sliall tie kept in a 
first-aid box or cupboard. 

{S) Kach first-aid box or cupboard shall be distinctively marked with a white 
cross on a red ground. 

(i) Kach first-aid box or cupboard shall he placed under the (‘barge of a ic.s- 
ponsihlc person who shall always be readily available during working 
hours. A notice .shall bo affixed in every workroom stating the name 
of the person in charge of tho first-aid box or cupho.'ird provided in 
respect of that room. 

I’rovided that if a hospital, ambulance room or dispensary is provided at the 
factory and such arrangements are made as to ensure the immediate treatment 
there of all injuries occurring in the factory, the Ciiief Inspector may by certi¬ 
ficate exempt the factory from tho requirements of this section to sucli e.xtcnt 
and subject to such conditions ns ho may specify in the certificate. 


'Stnitation, Vsntllatlon and Lighting. 


34. Every factory shall be kept in a clean and sanitary state and free from 
effluvia arising from any privy, drain or other nuisance. 

33. Every factory shall lie provided with suitable latrine and urinal accommo¬ 
dation in accordance with the prescribed scale. Separate imcommodation shall 
be provided fur females. All latrines, urinals, etc., .shall be kept in a clean and 
sanitary state. 

30. In every factory, there .shall he provided for each worker employed at one 
time in any room a breathing space of at least oOO cubic feet. Kor the purpose of 
this calculation, no height above 1.3 feet from the floor of .such room shall bo taken 
into consideration. 

37. Every part of every factory where workers are omployi^d shall bo adequate¬ 
ly ventilated. Where gas, dust or other impurity is generated in the course of 
work, adequate measures shall be taken to prevent injury to the health of workers. 

!f8. Every factory and part thereof shall lie adequately and sufficiently lighted 
during all wiirking hours. 

39. In every factory a supply of water fit for drinking, and consisting of at 
least as many gallons as there ore workers employed in the factory, shall bo pro¬ 
vided daily free of cost. Wells or tanks shall be protected from pollution by 
organic matter or other impurities, and the area round the place where drinking 
water is distributed shall be maintained in a drained and cleanly condition.

GOVERNMENT OF INDIA. 


Legislative Department. 

The following Act of the Indian Legislature received 
the assent of the Governor General on the 2nd Novem¬ 
ber, 1935, and is hereby promulgated for general infor¬ 
mation ; — 


Act No. XIV of 1935. 

An Act to jirovide for the creatiim of a fund for the 
promotion of the cultivation, manufacture and sale 
of Indian coffee. 

WHKitE.ts it is expedient io j)rovide for the creation 
of a fund to be expended by a ('ommittee specially 
constituted in this behalf for t^ie promotion of the culti¬ 
vation, manufacture and sale of Indian coffee; It is 
hereby enacted as follows: — 


1. (/) This Act may be culled the Indian Coffee 

Cess Act, 1935. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India except 
Burma. 


2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 

(/) “coffee cess” means tlie cnstonis-duty imposed 
by section 3 and leviable under thi' Sea 
('ustoms Act, 1878, or under the Ijand 
Customs Act, 1924, as the case may be; 

(2) “('ollector” means a Customs-iiollector as defined 

in (danse (c) of section 3 of the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878, or a Collector of Land Customs as 
defined in clause (c) of section 2 of the Land 
Customs Act, 1924, as the case may be; and 

(3) “Committee” means tlie Indian ('ofFee Cess 

Committee constituted under section 4. 


3. A customs-duty shall he levied on all coffee pro¬ 
duced in India and taken by sea or by land to any place 
beyond the limits of British India or to Burma at the 
rate of one rupee jut hundred weight or at such lower 
rate as the Governor General in Council may, on the 
recommendation of the Committee, by notification in 
the Gazette of India provide. 


4. (/) The Governor General in Council shall 

constitute a Committee consisting of the following mem¬ 
bers to receive and expend the jiroceeds of the coffee 
cess, namely: — 

(i) five persons representing respectively the agri¬ 
cultural defwirtments of the Locn.1 Govern¬ 
ments of Madras and Coorg and of the Gov¬ 
ernments of the States of Mysore, Travan- 
core and Cochin, nominated, respectively, by 
those Governments; 

(m) eleven persons representing the coffee growing 
industry, namely: —

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for October 1935. 

I. dlmra-cter af the season. —During the 
month under review, the rainfall was much 
below the normal throughout the Presidency. 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of lujriculiural operations .— 
Preparatory tillage for and sov/ing of early 
spring crops were jnogi’essing in places. 

TIL State of stundinff cro-ps. —The stale of 
standing crops was fair, except in parts of 
West and North Bengal, where absence of 
showers utfected (he final growth and flower¬ 
ing of transplanted winter paddy, e.specially 
in the highland tracts. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn .— 
The prospects of standing crops were reported 
to be generally fair except in parts of West 
and North Bengal. The outturn of sugarcane 
was estimated to be 85 per cent, of the normal. 


V. Damage to standing crops ,—^Damage 
by drought to transplanted winter padd.y . is 
apprehended in the highland tracts of West 
Bengal. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —The 
condition of livestock was on the whole fair. 
Stray cases of cattle-disease, however, were 
reported from eleven districts and from Cooch 
Behar and Tripura States. 

VIT. Faslure, of pasturage and fodder .— 
Insufficiency of fodder was reported from 
parts of 24-Parganas and Burdwan. 

VITT. Prices of food grains. —^During the 
second fortnight of the month, the retail 
prices of common ri<‘e of the cheapest quality 
rose in four districts, fell in seven and remain¬ 
ed stationary in the rest of the Presidencj'. 
The prices ranged from 10 seers per rupee at 
Mursliidabad, Burdwan and Darjeeling to 14^ 
seers j)er rupee at Bakarganj. 

TX. Condition of the agricultural popula- 
lion was, on the whole, fair, except in parts of 
Nadia, Mursliidabad and Bankura, where dis¬ 
tress continues.

No. 22468.B.—15tli November 1936.—The followinsf extracts from 
the Report on the Administration of the Stamp Department in Bengal 
during the three years ending the -Slst March 1935, are published for 
general information. 

ReiNHt on the Administration of the Stamp Department in Bengal, for 
the triennium ending the 31st March 1935. 

I am directed to submit for the information of the Oovernment of 
India the following report on the administration of the Stamp Depart- 
Ttnmt in Bengal for the three years ending the -fist March 1935. 

• ««•••• 

3. F^naiwial results .—The receipts during the last year of the 
preceding triennium, viz., the year 1931-32, were Rs. 2,78,52,961. 
The receipts rose to Rs. 3,20,15,466 in 1932-33 but fell to Rs. 2,93.54,114 
in 1933-tM. During 1934-35, the last year of the period under review, 
the receints amounted to Rs. 2,93,97,106, incduding Rs. 5,63,159 paid 
to the Calcutta Improvement Trust, being the collection of the increased 
stamp duty leviable under section 82 of the Cabmttu Impi-ovement Trust 
Act, 1911. This was an increase of Rs. 42,992 or T5 per cent, as com¬ 
pared with re<“eipts in 193.3-34 and a decrease of R^ 26,18,360 or 8T8 
per cent, as compared with those of 19.32-33. The increase as com¬ 
pared with 19.33-.34 was \/holly on account of non-judicial stamps and 
the decrease as compared with 1932-33 was wholly on account of judicial 
stamps.

5. .1 .—Judicial Stamps. —^j\s during the previous triennium the 
sale proceeds of Court-fee stamps (excluding stamps for copies) were 
the highe.st during the first year of the triennium; the receipts during 
19.34-35 were R.s. 2,07,80,97V against Rs. 2,09,56,904 in 193.3-.34 and 
Rs. 2,41,88,51(t in 19.32-3.3. Compared with 19.3.3-.34 there was a <lei.reuse 
in 19.34-35 of Rs. 1,69,927, which was shared by all the Divisions excej)t 
two, viz.. Burdwan and Rajshahi. which yielded a net increase of 
Rs. 1,47,511 and Rs. 46,797, respectively. Amongst the districts in 
the other three Divisions which were responsible for this de<'reuse,’ a 
heavy full amounting to Rs. 4,41,987 occurred in Calcutta, which was 
chiefly due to a decrease in receipts on account of probate duties as 
compared with the jireceding year and also to a certain extent to a fall 
in litigation. The decline in general, was attributed to a large drop in 
the number and value of money suits owing to the continuance of the 
general economic depression. 

The receipts from the sale of stamps for copies fell from Rs. 6,62,042 
ill 1932-33 to Rs. 6,26,462 in 19.3.3-34, but rose to Rs. 6,50,711 in 1934-3.5. 

6. It.an-judicial stumps .—The revenue derived from the sale of 
non-judicial stamps during 1934-35 amounted to Rs. 79,62,833. This 
showed nn increase of Rs. 2,12,201 or 2;8 per cent, as compared w’ith 
1933-34 and of Rs. 8,30,175 or 11 -7 per cent, as compared with that of 
the first year of the triennium. The increase occurred under almost all 
kinds of stamps. 
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7. Impressed stomps.—The receipts from' the sale of impressed 
stamps (the most important item among non-judicial stamps) fell from 
Rs. 32,58,990 in 1932-33 to Rs. 32,34,632 in 1933-34, but in 1934-35 
rose to Rs. 34,32,579. The increase in revenue during the last year of 
the triennium ■was shared by all the divisions. 

8. Hundies or inland hills of e-rchmiije. —The revenue derived from 
the sale of hundi or hill-of-exchange stamps continuously increased 
during the three years under review. It amounted to Rs. 40,552 in 
1934-35 agminst Rs. 37,209 and Rs. 35,985 in 1933-34 and 1932-33, 
respectively. 

9. Impressed labels or special adhesive stamps. —The receipts from 
the sale of these stamps rose from Rs. 16,42,575 in 1932-33 to 
Rs. 19,03,200 in 1933-34 and to Rs. 20,68,768 in 1934-35. • The sale of 
these stamps is almost confined to Calcutta which contributed 99*9 per 
cent, of the total revenue from this source. 

10. Foreipn hill sUnnps. —The receipts from these stamps, which 
are sold mainly in Calcutta, amounted to Rs. 1,49,642 in 1934-35 against 
Rs. 1,46,984 in 1933-34 and Rs. 1,61.173 in 1932-33. 

11. Half anna, one anna, tiro annas and four annas revenue stamps. 
—The sale proiieeds t)f these stamps amounted to Rs. 8.79,995 in 1934- 
35, whereas the assignment previously mad<* to Jleiigal on account of 
unified stumps estimated to be used for revenue purposes wa* 
Rs. 11,30,000 per annum. 

12. Sheire transfer stamps. —The sale of these stamps, \vlii<‘h are 
used for payment'of stamp duty on the transfer of shares of public 
limited companie,s, is pracdically confined to Calcutta. The receipts 
showed a lontinuous increase during the triennium. The revenue winch 
amounted to Rs. 3,09.394 in 1932-32, rose to Rs. 4.80,272 in l{>33-34 and 
to Rs. 6.93,077 in 1934-35. 

13. Stamps for leipil practitioners' licenses. —Tlie receipts from the 
sale of these stamps rose from Rs. 2,43,886 in 1932-33 to Rs. 2,55,2,.50 
in 1933-‘14 and to Rs. 2,65,014 in the last year of the triennium. 

14. Notarial stamps. —These stamps were sold only in Calcutta and 
Chittagong during the triennium. The sale in the year 1934-35 
amounted to Rs. 4,756 as compared with Rs. 4,314 and Rs. 5,497 in the 
two preceding years. 

15. Farms for aijrec.m.ents and contracts cliarpenhle with two-anna 
coloured impressions. —The revenue from this source, which is confined 
to Calcutta only, fell from Rs. 8,364 in 1932-33 to Rs. 7,685 in 1933-34, 
hut in 1934-35 rose to Rs. 9,1^5. 

16. Fornus for chci/nes and receipts.—-The revenue derived from the 
sale of these forms, which are stamped with one-anna coloured impres¬ 
sions, fell from Rs. 47,474 in 1932-33 to Rs. 45,674 in 1933-34, hut it 
rose to Rs. 47,969 in the last year of the triennium. 

17. Misrelloneons receipts. — The re(;eipt.s under this head were 
mainly derived from the duty and penalty lealised under sections 32, 
35, 37, 40 and 41 of the Stamp Act, 1899. The income from these 
sources rose from Rs. 2,89,320 in the first year of the triennium to 
Rb. 4,75,125 in 1933-34 hnt fell to Rs. 3,71,296 in 1934-35. The hulk 
of the revenue under this head is contributed by Calcutta. 
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18. * Anantii’iiunt for the sale of stumps. — * * • • 

* * *. Tlie total number of vendors engafjed in the mile of 

judicial and non-judicial stamps during' the year 1934-35 was 4,259 
against 4,608 and 4,905 in the previous two years. The expenditure on 
discount allowed to stamp vendors during 1934-35 was Its. 2,78.573; 
this was an increase of Its. 12,945 and Rs. 10,471, respectively, compared 
with the two previous years. The increase was due to the increased sale 
of non-judicial stamps. The average discount per vendor during the 
triennium under report was Rs. 59 against Its, 56 in the preceding 
period.

The total miinber of cases dealt with by the Civil Courts Increased 
from 1,356 in 1932-33 to 1,508 in 1933-34 and to 2,268 in the last 
year of the triennium. Tlie duty and penalty realised by the Civil 
Courts also rose from Ils. 12,853 in 1932-33 to Rs. 13,018 in 1933-34 
and to Rs. 21,724 in 1934-35. The number of cases dealt with by 
revenue offices rose from 1,789 in 1932-33 to 1,890 in 1933-34 and to 
2,974 in the last year of the tiiennium. Tlie amount of duty and 
penalty realised in these cases amounted to Rs. 51,234 in 1934-35 as 
compared with Rs. 2,04.468 and Rs. 52,502 in 1933-,34 and 1932-33 res- 
pectively.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of the Bill, as the following notes will show, is to amend the Howrah Bridge 
Act, 1926, so as to clear certain ambiguities, to empower the Government of Bengal to cause 
to be levied for the purposes of that Act a tax on the annual rateable value of holdings within 
the Garden Reach Mimicipality, a tax on season tickets held by passengers travelling by the 
ferry service, to exempt the Howrah Bridge from municipal taxation in certain cireumstantes 
and to make certain alterations in the Act so as to conform to the provisions of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923, as extended to the municipality of Howrah.

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Clauses 2, 3, 6(a) and 8 ot the Bill.— -These amendments arc designed to make it clear that 
the Commissioners can raise more than one loan for carrying out the works sjecified in clauses 
(o) and (6) of section 6 or for repaying any loan previously taken under the Act. 

Clause 4 (3) of the Bill. —Section 8 of the Howrah Bridge Act, 1926, empowers the l.iocal 
Government to cause to be levied a tax of not more than one half per cent, on the annual 
valuation of all lands and buildings within the Calcutta municipal area. The passing oi the 
Garden Reach Municipality Act, 1932, makes it newssary to provide sjx'cificnlly for the area 
which has Ixon excluded from the Calcutta municipal area and constituted a separate muni- 
ci{>ality under that Act. This clause proposes to give Govemmerd the ])ower to euiife to he 
levied a tax of not more than one quarter percent, on the annual valuation of lands and buildings 
within the Garden Reacih Municipality, as in the case of the other separate municiiMilities 
concerned. 

Clausss 4 (4) and 4 (5) of ths Bill. —Under sect ion 8(w) of the llowiah Bridge Act, 1926, 
Government are empowered to cause to be levied a tax on single joutiiej' tickets held by 
passengers travelling by the ferry service, but there is no provision in the Act for the 
levy of a tax on season tickets. Clause 4(5) of the Bill proposes to make good the omission. 
Clause 4(4) is consequential on the abandonment by the Port tVimmissioners of their management 
of the ferry service. 

Clause 9 of iho Bill.— Government have been advised that the Howrah Bridgt'would lie 
liable for assessment of municipal taxes under section 124 of the Calcutta Municipal Act , 1923, 
and also under the same section extended to the municipality of Howrah. The assets ot the 
Howrah Bridge will not suffice for the payment of municipal taxes, which might amount to as 
much as Rs. 1| lakhs per annum. Proposed section 18A is therefore intended to exempt the 
Bridge and its adjuncts from such taxation if no income is derived either by letting out to 
tenants or otherwise. 

Othtr Clautw of tho Bill. —^The provision of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, have been 
extended to tho municipality of Howrah, and in consequence the con-esponding provisions of the 
Bengal Municipal Act of 1884, which were in force in the municipality before, stand repealed. 
This necessitates the amendment of those clauses of tho Howrah Bridge Act which refer to the 
Bcmgal Municipal Act as applicable to tho HowTah municipality.
